Robert Colenian . (legit) of the 
Mirror^ N. Y., and Kate Cameron 
(pictures)' of the Daily News, N. Y., 
are the winners of the Variety box 
scores bii New York criticism cov- 
ering the 1936-'37 show Season, which 
has just end^d. Coleman, who wins 
for the first time, succeeds Gilbert 
Gabriel of the N. Y, American, four- 
time winnejr of the top rating in 
legit, and Miss Cameron replaces 
Thornton Delehanty, formerly of the 
N. Y. Post, at the head of the film 
critic list. 

Coleman's mark for stage show 
coverage is .914. His batting average 
shows thait he made only live wrong 
guesses in 82 tries. Miss Cameron, in 
reviewing 160 pictures, clocked 119 
rights and 41 wrongfl for an average 
of '.743. Coleman gave no opinion 
twice and the film critic winner 
never was undecided. 

Broadway legit year produced only 
90 new shows, on ^which the sea- 
sonal figures were basod in deter- 
mining the wi ing critic.-. In the 
films the ratings are based on a total 
Of 528 pictures caught by, the vari- 
ous reviewers, although none of the 
film viewers caught mor than half 
that number. 

Winner of the film critics box 
score for Chicago is Doris Arden 
(Ellen Keene) pf the Times, who is 
victor for the sixth Consecutive sea- 
son. Miss Arden rang up a .740 bat- 
ting average with 140 rights, 40 
wrongs and. one no opinion on 187 
pictures caught. Second place goes 
to Mae Tirtee .(Frances Kurner) of 
the Tribime, with a score of .689. 

Gilbert Gabriel, last year's win- 
ner, was runner Up in the N. Y. 
legit scoring; and Bland -Johanieson, 
of the N, Y. Mirror, ranks second 
among the Broadway film .crix. 

Reviewing films, by the symbol 
system (stars), was used successfully 
by Miss Cameron in running away 
with the N. y. film hon this sea- 
son, and. this method was also used 
by Miss Arden, the winner in Chi- 
cago. It is, a curious circumstance 
that Burns Mantle, who uses stars 
to.classify stage productions for the 
Daily News, N. Y., ranks Ifist in the 
legit box score; Archer Winsten of 
the Post, N. Y,. using a clock sym- 
bol system, was third in the pictui'e 
count-up. 

This is the' 14th. annual box score 
for the legit show reviewers and the 
tenth for the film critics.

Deadlock continues in-' strike at the 
IKl&x. Fltischer .studios, N. Y,; by the 
Commercial Artists; tt Designirs' 
Union. Two pther unions, Motion . 
Picture' Machine ' Operators, Local 
306,' and the musicians, Locid-802, are 
actively participittinig. Sharply con- 
flicting versions are given by the op- 
posing sides regarding the progress 
of the strike. 

A'ccbrding to the unions, produc- 
tion at the studios is -at ia stendstill, 
with the recent joining up of 306 and 
8d2 in the strike further embarras- 
sing Fleischer. Picketing of the stu- 
dioi^ continues, with mass picketing 
twice daily. Action by 802 against.. 
Dave Fleischer, brother of Max and 
musical director pf the studios, is 
'also said to be pending.- Claimed 
that Fleischer wUl be unable to pro- 
vide- aiiy'. 'sound , track foir" his ' anf- 
hiated cartoons until he settles with 
802. ' His studio officials intiniated 
last week that they might ' do ' the 
Eoiind recording at the Paramount 
studios, his -ireleasing outlet, biit the 
music luuon declares its members 
Will refuse to' work on the Fleischer 
prPdUct:' 

' Production at the studios, accprd- 
iWg^ to' Fleischer officials,..is now pro- 
ceieding at virtually 100% capacity. 
'All but 15' of the 200 employees are 
now back at work,' they say, and 'as 
far as we are concerned, the. strike 
is oyer.' Fifteen employees still out, 
they explain, were discharge'd for 
participating in a 'slow-down' strike. 
Studio officials claim Fleischer has 
never been opposed to .unionization, 
but that the CADU demands are 
excessive.' Union claims that '85 
of the 120 Fleischer employees are 
now on strike.' 

Novel picketing stunt was pulled 
off by the CADU last Saturday (29) 
in front of the studios, approxi- 
mately 20 children participating in a 
mass picket for nearly half ah hour. 
Two nights previously police ar- 
rested 14 pickets and a private de- 
tective. Action occurred when pri- 
vate detectives escorted workers 
through the picket line. Girl picket 
accused a detective of assaulting her 
and demanded his arrest. Instead of 
arresting the detective, police ar-. 
rested 14 pickets. Detective was 
finally pinched also, after a heated 
argument by union officials. All 15 
of the persons were released in cus- 
tody of their attorneys and will have 
further hearings later this Week, 

In addition io the CADU pickets, 
the snake line in front of the stu- 
dios is now reinforced by pickets 
from 306 and 802. , CADU, a new 
union, has meanwhile been recog- 
nized by the N. Y. Journal and thie 
N. Y. American, Hearst papers, as 
the bargaining agency for artists in 
their advertising departments.

Color., is king in HoUywobd. But 
he sits oh ah uncertaiin if not shaky 
throne. 

Better perhaps to say that color 
has started a mopping up move- 
ment which (eventually may extend 
its frontiers a long way. But the 
movement has just barely got under 
way and there's a long distance to 
travel. 

Just as in 1927ri930, when the 
picture industry was feeling its way 
in sound, a. certain liysteria has 
taken hold of the film lots on the 
color question. Color is mysterious, 
an innovation that in itself contains 
the magic elements that spell box- 
office. Or so isay some. 

Color is an abi'acadabra, some- 
thing all-powerful like the monster 
that jumped out of Aladdin's lamp. 

Fact is that the more conservative 
among the scientific .ininds Who are 
at ^he- Holly wood controls don't be- 
lieve any of that stuff and they can 
show you where it's not true. 

Color is here^ yes, they say. Color 
is important, yes. Color is box- 
office when linked with good story 
values and money names. But color 
is> not hocus pocus and it. is nothing 
that a magician pulls out of a hat. 
It's still more or less in the experi- 
mental stage, though beginning to 
emerge, as witness the twO most re- 
cent successful color ventures, 'A 
Star Is Born' (UA) and the still un- 
released 'Walter Wanger's. Vogues 
of 1936.' 

How Prodiicers View It 

To obtain a proper slant on what 
Hollywood is doing and planning in 
the color medium one has only to 
consider the attitude of the major 
producers toward it. Here they are 
in a nutshell:

Sharp conflict on film price set- 
up is being readied in the midwest 
as both, exhibitors and exchanges 
are openly girding for .what looks 
like one of the worst film price wars 
in selling history. Both exhibs and 
distribs have set up in their own 
camps a flat demand and policy by 
which they both bluntly claim they 
will stick. 

On the exhibitor side there is a. 
growing demand for a reduction in. 
film prices, based on the box-office 
receipts of the. past few months, 
Exhibs are seeking film price ' ad- 
justments on contracts si£|natured 
last season. Exchanges are putting 
up a stiff front against these adjust- 
ment requests, despite thie general 
agreement throughout the biz that 
receipts have slumped brutally. 

Distributors claim, that it isn't the 
fault of the product, but . place the 
blame for any b.b. slump on the e-x- 
hibitors themselves. On these grounds 
they are refusing to pkay any ad- 
justments in film deals,, except in 
cases Whei'e there is a . real need bn 
the part of the exhib. 

On their hand, however, the mid- 
^yest distributor, are girding for 
what they believe to be their 
greatest offensive and campaign for 
the acceptance of percentage pic- 
tures by the exhibitors. Every ex- 
change, having cast envious eyes at 
Metro's percentage victory in this 
territory, is determined that it will 
-have percentage contracts also this 
coming season. Even those distrib- 
utors who are not backed up by 
affiliate theatre-operating groups 
are embarking on this determined 
policy. 

Distrlb View 

Claim of the, distributors, based on 
• carefully 'assembled repor is that 
they have hot been obtai ing their 
full shar^ of the revenue on the big 
b.o. pictiirjes iinder the straight- 
rental, contract, which is almost uni- 
form in this! territory^ and that only 
through percentage arrangements 
can they be protected properly on 
these big. pi«tures, v^hich take con-, 
siderable coin to get off the nut. 

Slogan of the exchanges is that if 
the exhibs give Metro percentage 
deals' they can give percentage .to 
the other exchanges. Every ex 
change has set up standard per 
centage demand and the set-up, this 
coming selling season appears to be 
an almost uniform demand by the 
exchanges for approximately a half 
dozen pix on percentage, with the 
sharing arrangement to be from 30% 
to 35% in the city of Chicago. 

This forebodes a real knock-'em- 
down-and-drag-'em-out battle in the 
streets of the metropolitan midWest, 
where, the fexhibs have bitterly bp 
posed percentages for years* and have 
been able to defeat any drive on the 
part of exchanges for sharing ar 
rangem6nts. Only Metro has. been 
able to put over its percentage de 
mands in this town; Metro having 
licked the exhib boycott against it 
two years by the simple expedient 
of having the Loew's theati'e sec 
tion arrive in town and start di ing 
up property on which to buil its 
own houses.

This will be ne- 
ciessary in order to keep pickets from 
getting into each other's hair, if not.

Carriers because of thei 
congestion they would cause. 

While picketing in a peaceful 
manner is permitted! by laW, local 
ordinance forbids congestion and im- 
peded traffic in the public safety. 
Picketing in droves, no matter how. 
many unions feel that they have a 
right to march their men in front of 
theatres or other places, would be 
likely to bring action by city of- 
ficials and .might give theatres an 
opening for injunctions. For these 
rieaisons, and in anticipation of the 
probability, it is believed that labor 
men will apportion the time of day 
when various unions may picket 
and agree upon the length of time 
daily. 

This, of course, means a possi- 
bility that the unions, anntOng them-, 
selves, will face :difficulties in worlc- 
ing out schedules for part-time pick- 
eting Which would be satisfactory to 
all. There would be a question of 
who should picket at the choice, peak 
hours; who should get. the breaks on 
Saturdays and Sundays; which 
unions should take the oft hours, 
etc. 

All Over the Place 

Plus the picketing that has been 
frequently resorted to in NeW York 
by booth operators, the Musicians, 
Local 802, has been marching its 
men in front of straight film houses 
for more than six months nOw in 
hopes of getting stage shows re- 
turned. Over and above this pick- 
eting, the painters recently appeared 
a few times in support of the Holly- 
Wood strike, while additional ranks 
of istandard-bearers went on the

. Milwaukee, June 1. . 
No national attempt to cover the 
labor probleins will be made by Al- 
lied; This was unanimously decided 
by the Allied independent theatre 
owners itt convention here last week. 
By resolution the convention voted 
to leave the labor situation up to 
each state unit, k-ather than try any, 
national supervision. 

By a vote, of 74 to GO the cottven- 
tion voted for a full investigation 
and inquiry into, the possible setting 
up of :a national film buying cpm-^ 
bihation. This would replace the 
local and state buying groups, which 
are operated by several , of the Al- 
lied . units. In other localities Allied 
has not been able to .get these buy- 
ing groups organized, due primarily 
to the refustil of the exchanges to 
seU product to anybody not directly 
and financially interested in theatres 
for which they aire buying product. 

Under the tentative national set- 
up Allied meihbers' would pay a ser-. 
vice charge, ahiounting to 3% of their 
total film cost. 

Results of the investigation into 
the possible buying combine will be 
presented to the Allied convention 
in 1938. Of primary Consideration 
to the members is; Whether the dis- 
tributors would sell on such a basis. 

Retason for 'the investigation ques- 
tion being presented to the general 
convention body for an open vote 
Mvas the failure of the film-buying 
committee to come to any decision 
themselves. Four men. in the com- 
mittee divided 2-2 On the advisability 
of making such an inquiry into 
whether a national buying sc.tup 
should be established by Allied. 
Grlevanoes 
Allied convention faced a list of 
six grievances and unanimously 
voted to do something about it. 
These grievances were' listed as (1) 
percentage pictures, (2) preferred 
playing time,. (3) weekly charge for 
shorts, (4) withholding of pictures 
named on contracts, (S) selling 
product on allocated price and then, 
not delivering the low-bracket pic- 
tures, thus raising the general pic- 
ture cost average, (6) block booking. 

Convention was ^urged. to attack 
these problems in three ways, with 
the leading attack to be complete 
advertisement of the exhibitor griev-- 
ances to the public. Exhibitors were 
urged to put trailers on their screens, 
write editorials in their programs 
and igive speeches before the 
women's clubs to air these exhibitor 
squawks. Exhibitors were told that 
nothing would be gained by keeping 
these grievances as trade secrets, 
but to air them. 

Camipalffnlnir 
To this end, the pxhibitors wcr 
asked to continue campaigning for 
governmental intercession in the pic- 
ture-business. Allied members iare 
determined tp seek a Congressional 
investigation of the rtlm business, 
and to campaign for the passage of 
the Neely-Pettingill bill. 

As/far as, individual, and ppintcd

AS PRODUCER-DISTRIB-EXHIB 

Qiiestioii of Cost as guarantee of Quality Remains f 
Controyersial^Goveriimeht May Be Forced to 
Step Iii to Straighten Mess Out 




London, May 
Hopes of: 8 : common .trade 
i>roach to the Quota haive been 
thrown into', the: iscard, after pro- 
ducers, distributors and exhibitors 
had gone most, of the way toward la 
policy of unity. Blow, fell in a de- 
ision handed, out by General Coun- 
(cil of Cinematograph Exhibitors 
Assn, which emphatically and unani- 
mously thumbed (down the uhder- 
stahding It's leadiers had reached 
with Kinematogtaph Renters. So- 
ciety— the distribs' organization. 

In . joint conversations between 
C^E A. and K.R.S., with the produc- 
(represented by the Federation 
ritish Industries) also actively 
participating, point . had been 
reached where the distribs agreed to 
co-operate with the exhibs on draft-:. 
Ihg an acceptable standard contract, 
adjusting a cgde of trading condi- 
tidhs,' fighting the oyer-seatihg men- 
ace, and other matters long at issue 
between the two bodies. 

In return, C.E.Ai bosses were pre- 
pared to jettison that part of their 
declared policy oh quota .where' they 
xirge'd the gbvernmeht to ihcorpor 
rate in new motion picture legisla^ 
tiQh a safeguarding clause .'establish- 
ing a quality proviso for Britiish pic- 
tures, .and in its place press for a 
cost clause, under Which films would

lative restrictions throughout the 
world, the year .1936 brought to 
American film producers the highest 
foreign revenue since, the introduc- 
tion of sound: That is the putStahd- 
ing revelation in a survey of foreign 
film markets just released by 'the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Depdrtmeiit of • Com- 
nierce, in Washington, 

Survey 'thinks' that, the foreign 
revenue increase is due to the: su- 
piiriority of Hollywood product over 
that of other rtatiohs. According to 
the Bureau figures,. the: increased de-- 
mand pf foreign audiences for Hol- 
lywood pix was an important factbr. 
Helping, ■ too, was return of better 
economic conditipns in the mSjor 
foreign fir markets.' Bureau alSo 
warns of probable increase in quota 
restrictions and .import changes 
against American films abroad. 

During the first jlO months of 1936 
American films exported 9,000,000 
more feet over corresponding period 
of 1935. Total of 171,612,451 linear 
feet of American negative . and pos- 
itive sound and silent films, with a 
declared vtklue of $3,683,517, wtis 
shipped abroadv during the first 10 
months of 1936. That compared' to 
162,238,524 linear feet .with a de- 
clared value of $3,495,582, lor the 
similar period of the preceeding 
year. "The survey does not state the. 
number of ATnei>icskn productions ex- 
ported during either 1936 or 1935. 

Total foreign , pix prpdiiction dur- 
ing 1936 amounted to approximately 
1,400 feature films. Of these', 721 
•were made in 'Europej an increase of 
79 over 1935. Of these, Englind pfo- 
diiced 217, Giermany 13Ci, France 125, 
Russia 92, Spain 32, Sweden 27, 
Czechoslovakia 26^ 'and Hungary 20; 
Latin America 

Latin American production fell off 
during 1936, only 56 feature^, being 
made, as against 83. features during 
1935. Mexico made 28 features, Ar- 
gentina 20, Br^izil 7 and Peru 1^ Pro- 
duction in the Far East increased to 
674 features c|uring 1936, coinpared 
^ 515 during 1935. Leading produc- 
ing cpuntry was;- Japan, with .496 
features. China, made. 100 features, 
India 40, the Philippines 15, Egypt 
10, Australia 9, Nev^ Zealand 3, and 
the Netherlands Indies 1. 

Bureau survey indicates the, in- 
cr.ea.sed film productipn In foreign 
nations substantiate.s the interest 
shpwn by foreign governments in 
the creation pf their own production 
industrijes.

Story suggests some ot the behind- 
the-scenes gangsterism which the 
Paul Gallico - Westbrook Pegler 
school of sports iconoclasm has 
spread around. There have, of 
course, been fighters galore on cellu- 
loid and 'Galahad' is true to the 
standard of fight stories, but the 
treatment is sophisticated and pro- 
duction deluxe. ' 

Also more than the usual amount 
of romance for a slugfest. This al- 
lows room for Bette Davis to moon 
over the clean, kid froin the farm, 
and for the figbt. uiaoager'? convprtt- 
bred sister to ^Iso.faU in love with 
him. But essentially it's the . story 
of the kid's manager ^Robinson) who 
maneuvers to '-match- the - bellhop- 
pugilist (Wayhe Morris) in. order to 
pay off tht^- grudge he holds for a 
■felonious f fellow-manager ■ (Humphry. 
Bogart) whogfe^tnethods are always 
on the mu^Kle side. - 

Miss Davisfhas two or three nice 
opportunities and as usual handles 
herself throughout with plenty of 
noodle w&rk. She's been photo- 
graphed for glittering results in a 
couple of . the sequences by; Tony 
Gaudio. S<^tipt adroitly avoids any 
line or iilluslon that could identify 
her as the imstress of Robinson, who, 
however, is constantly walking into 
her apartment with a proprietary 
air. Script is slick with its aware- 
ness of what can and cannot be done 
on the scr<>en. .I^ss Davis also sings 
one song in a night club sequence, 
voice seenungly being doubled. 

Studio has given Jane Bryan close- 
ups enough td convey the idea that 
it has her pegged as an ingenue and 
want the public to catch the same 
hunch. She has a sensitive face for 
the camera and vocally registers as 
welt Will peed careful piloting but 
may be Worth the build-up. Fur- 
ther noteworthy is that exploitation 
for the . film does not emphasize 
Morris. Which seems smart because 
the critics and public figure to 'dis- 
cover' him. 

Robinson and Bogart, both grim 
guys, make their rivalry entirely 
plausible. Both performers know 
how. Soledad Jiminez, as an Italian 
mother, has a pip chance to show .to 
advantaige and it's a guess shell at- 
tract favorable fan mail 

.Wayne Morris as Kid Galahad is a 
six-footer with a boyish and whole- 
some appearance. He looks like the 
boy who won all the prizes at the 
Y.M.C.A., including scripture les- 
sons. 

The variety of small parts are 
played and directed well. Notably 
Harry Carey as an honest trainer. 
Ring stuff is built up and edited 
with canny skill. Indeed, the ring 
battles are superb for it can be said 
that no film has revealed better 
glove throwing than is witnessed 
here. Which is remarkable in the 
case of Morris in lieu of his new- 
ness to the screen. His faking is ex- 
cellent with some of the punches, 
and falls, so realistic they hurt Film 
contains two fights in the first of 
which appears Bob Nestell, undoubt- 
edly of interest to fight fans. 
. But in the last analysis Miss Davis 
IS the thread that sews and holds 
the story together. Doing a laugh- 
clown-laugh through the last half of 
the picture it is her part, and per- 
formance, which will make 'Galahad' 
acceptable to the women. Important 
and unusual because most fight films, 
some of which have been pretty 
good, have been poison to the girls. 

Story, by Francis Wallace, origi- 
nally appeared in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. Wallace is a Notre Dame 
boy who lingered on • after gradua- 
tion to handle pab)icit$r (principally 
lootball) for his school. No sports 
writer now writing has a better'

to send him into a time step as he 
wmds up to jump down your throat 
in prmt But he probably doesn't 
A? ^ niuch any more, now that the 
wotre Dame-Pitt series is drawing 
to a close. The situation, of course, 
was that if Pitt beat the Gophers 
and the Iri* trimmed Pitt— well, 
where did the Big Ten rate? Verily, 
a loyal son. 

But »Kid Gallahad' is a fight story. 
It was Wallace's story. Now it's 
Warners'. The point is that nobody

Smacks the bell with a breezy 75 
minutes of musical entertainment. 
Should gather plenty of deluxe dates

, Story has bumps in it. Also some 
loose ends. Same charge, however, 
could be niade against many Holly- 
wood attempts to deal with radio. It 
doesn't matter, though, and probably 
only a . radio professional would no- 
tice , the faulty technical detail. It's 
near- enough to what fans think radio 
is like to suffice. 

There's the usual jockeying in the 
script to put over a new star 

(Frances Langford). In this case her 
agent (Pliil Regan) .is doing the 
ballyhoo to get even with a society 
giri (Louise Henry) he has previous- 
ly pushed into the radio money only 
to get the biz from her lawyer (Mon- 
roe Owsley),. 

. Reasons for the various specialties 
through the story are worked out 
plausibly and take the action outside 
the limitations of a radio studio. Lib- 
erties, where conspicuous, are for 
comedy. Especially timely, and an 
edge for the picture, is the playing of 
Max Terhune.. He is a little of Bob 
Burns on the hillbilly and a little 
of Edgar Bergen in that he works 
with a ventrUoquial dummy (called 
New. Deal); throughout the narrative. 
In both directions Terhune, besides 
giving a very likable accounting, is 
reminiscent of recent radio click- 
eroos. 

Film also discloses Al Pearce (of 
the Ford program) as a. pantomimic 
performer of some promise. This 
vet radioite can mug for the camera. 
Arlene Harris, from that same radio 
program, s^lso tosses over a sample 
of her chatterbox routine. Exhibs 
should not overlook the exploitation 
values of the Pearce-Harris diio in 
plugging this film. They are better 
known to some of the public than 
others in the cast whom theatre men 
might be prone to underline more 
heavily. 

Regan Is pleasant and believable 
as the agent and moves into a song 
or two himself. Unfettering a tenor, 
so that he doesn't have to imperson- 
ate one, is rather an innovation in 
radio stories on the screen. His be- 
ing opposite Miss Langford keeps 
the love beat well sustained. Lat- 
ter, as the warbling ingenue, looks 
good .as photographed and plows into 
her numbers with authority. 

Edward Brdphy is the inevitable 
sponsoi". Hollywood's conception of 
sponsors runs to the comic cartoon 
species. Brophy plays an ex-convict 
who .has. given up slot machines for 
soap. He has high blood pressure 
and a low I.Q. It is a^ laugh set.>up 
that Brophy carries with experienced 
muggery. Hollywood never seems 
aware of the advertising agency, but 
perhaps that would merely clutter 
up the story. Besides which film 
fans want to retain their illusions. 

Picture takes its title from the 
Lucky Strike air pfogram and the 
Carl HofI orchestra from that com- 
mercial is one of the three instru- 
mental groups in the film. Others are 
Duke Ellington and Eddie Duchin. 
Orchestral interpolations are ' well 
photographed and recorded. 

Tic Toe Girls sing harmony in one 
of the production numbers. A vaude- 
ville act. The Gentle Maniacs, are 
picked up doing knockabout hoke in 
a honky-tonk to which the talent 
scout comes. George Givot is prij- 
prietor Of the joint. Bill Demarest, a 
parole officer, seeking the jumper. 

.Inez Courtney does a telephone op- 
erator routine in and out through the 
picture. Pert Kelton's role is nega- 
tive, but she isn't. Sammy White has 
a bit and Louise Henry is appro- 
priately meowish, as called for by 
the story. 

Three of the tunes have an ear- 
impressing liltv notably 'Was It Bain.' 
'Jungle Rhythm' and 'Love Is Good 
for Anything That. Ails You.' 

Dill's Best Tobacco program's Pick 
and Pat (also billed under their 
MaxweU Show Boat title of Molas- 
ses and January) tell some gags, Ed 
Thorgeson does a quickie. Siayle 
Taylor ('Voice of Experience'), who 
has done shcMis, is photographed 
without a mask or an identity shield- 
ing shadow for the first time. There's 
also a hoke hillbilly duo named 
Oscare and Elmei*. Lond.

*This Is- My AiTair' is something of 
a G-Man story in a costume setting. 
Period is the early 1900's, v/hen Mcr 
Kinley was president and the girls 
wore hustles. It will take exploita- 
tion as celluloid-histpry, including, 
besides Frank Conroy's McKinley, a 
craclcerjack impression of Teddy 
Roosevelt, then v. p., by Sydney 
Blackmer. Plot is purported to be 
.based on a true incident, which 
should also help in the selling. 

The gangster-like plot, and the 
costumes, are what mitigate the 
screen play; makes it appear ev- 
tremely tedious at times because the 
mentiu comparison with some of the 
swiftly paced films on modem rack- 
eteering is inevitable. 

Production, direction, casting and 
photography are pretty near perfect. 
Robert. Taylor is a naval officer 
especially commissioned by the Presi- 
dent to uncover a syndicate of bank 
robbers. He acquits himself credit- 
ably. But it's Miss Stanwyck who 
has the most flattering spot in the 
film, She's practically the only 
femme to hit the sound track; the 
fashions suit her and she isn't per- 
mitted to cry as much as in some 
previous screen appearances. Gor- 
don and Revel also have provided 
her with a mild little ballad, 'I Hum 
a Waltz,' which suits her untrained 
voice, in the music hall scenes. 

Miss StaiiWyck is the half-sister of 
Brian Donlevy, bank-robber partner 
to Victor McLaglen. Latter, who 
suffers in the early footage from 
over-careful makeup, goes for the 
singing star of his cover-up midwest 
music hall, laying the groundwork 
for a feud with Taylor when the lat- 
ter breaks into the gang. At the 
finish there's acute suspense when 
Miss Stanwyck appeals to Roosevelt, 
who has succeeded to the presidency 
upon McKinley's assassination, to 
save Taylor's life. Latter's mission 
has been known only to McKinley 
and, when Taylor is arrested and 
convicted with McLaglen to hang, 
McKinley stays his deliverance un- 
til Taylor can worm from McLaglen 



the names of those who provided the 
bank vault combination. McKinley's 
death practically dooms Taylor, but 
Roosevelt issues the last minute par- 
don. 

Performances in the picture are 
generally swell, with Blackmer's 
Roosevelt top. His portrayal of the 
immortal Teddy is one of the best to 
reach the screen thus far; a studied 
but honest impersonation. Conroy's 
McKinley is also excellent Another 
good job on the historical side comes 
from Robert McWade,. as Admiral 
Dewey. 

In directing William A. Seiter 
missed a bet by not giving Tyler 
Brooke some • closeups. Singer- 
dancer leads the music hall beef- 
trust numbers and is oiie of the pic- 
ture's ; entertainment highlights, 
though his mugg is hardly distin- 
guishable because of the long range 
focus. Re^ of the. cast, though some 
are important players, mainly in for 
bits, and each one flatters the dialog.

There rnust be some reason 'why, 
all of a sudden, color has forged to 
the front as one of the important is- 
sues in production. Inquiry on the 
lots and .'in the laboratories brought 
this explanation: 

(1) Producers have learned to 
build color into a.piipture instead of 
piictures into color. Color is back- 
ground, not foreground.. 

(2 ) Make-up artists ha^re mastered 
the art of treating face and skin for 
color work .so that they have over- 
come waxiness, lifelessness, the jaun- 
dice effect. 

(3) Camera arid lighting equip- 
ment have been perfected to the 
point where costs are no longer pro- 
hibitive. 

(4) Art directors are biiilding 
. proper backgrounds into sets — grays 

predominating— with no more scar- 
let divans arid bright, colored drapes 
that drew attention away from story, 
and principals arid, as often as riot, 
resulted in smeary blotches. 

(5) Laboratory , wiork .has been 
speeded. Up and niade incomparably 
niore efficient^ "

'That,' said Curnmings, 'is why we 
got those terrible reds and. blues and 
greens, playiers. who lookied like

seums. Black and white Was better; 

'In making 'Vogues' Wanger did 
not roll a camera Until he had put 
in riiany months of tests. Picture it- 
self was brought in on a normal 
black- rid-white shootin schedule.

'We treated color as it it were not 
color at all. We didn't allow it to 
frighten Us, In the entire picture We 
shot IGO.OOO feet Of .film, including 
tests, which was not bad When you 
consider that a black-and-white fea- 
ture often uses up 2,50,0p0 to 300,000 
"feet. Cost o£ raw lil has always 
u^en one of tlie bugaboos of color. 
We had only a day and a half of re- 



takes; We worked on a fast sched- 
ule.' 

As to 'technical difficulties, Gum- 
mings says' that he made fast pans, 
dolly shots and crane shots with rib 
mbre trouble than In black-and- 
white, and every Shot carifie to the 
scrieieri devoid of blur. 

Fear has been expressed in. isbme 
quarters that cameramen accustomed 
to the black, arid white medium 
might not. catch on .io color require- 
merits in sufficient number to pro- 
vide the needed riianpower behind 
the lenses. Fiact that ace members 
of the Americari Society, of Cine- 
matographevs are alive , to the situ- 
ation arid are ; training theinselyes 
does away with that possible obj.ec- 
tion. Such lerisers as J oe Valentine, 
Karl Struss and others have Wised 
themselves up on color arigles and 
are abx'east of the latent t<lchHique. ■ 

Color photography requit-es special 
skill. Medium ' different^ Back 
lighting is more important and, 
whereat bl&ck-and -white modeling 
is .. .obtained by. highlighting; a'lid^ 
crosslighting, color models -itself and 
possesses its owii plasiic. vailue. 

. MakiBff It Look Like It Ain't. 

Industry lighting savants also are 
getting onto the matter of costuming. 
In the old' days three or four extras 
pounds might mske. a ferinime star 
look, dumpy. With color she would 
be dressed i the iritense Colors of 
the spectrurii, , orange, and blue if 
too thi , in the receding tints, 
blue, iridigo or violet, if obese. 

Successful result of the Wanger 
endeavors was What converted Gold- 
wyn to color. 'A 3tar, Is Born' was 
probably the most successful applica- 
tion of color .to a feature' up to its 
tirrie, but 'Voguies' is generally: con- 
sidered here io be better. David O. 
Selznick and William Wellman looked 
at 'Vogues' and riiade that pronuricia- 
mento. 

After the first splurge of excite- 
ment was over naturally the industry 
wanted to know 'Why?' 

Maybe one word^<;o-operati6n — is 
the fairest ansWer. 

Robert Riley of Technicolor wet- 
nursed 'Vogues' right . through froni 
start to finish. Ray .Rennahan, head 
cameraman, grounded himself thor- 
oughly in the requirements of his 
medium^a policy, by the way, which 
every ace lenser in Hollywood , is 
following nowadays. Max Firestein 
was detaiied frprii the Max Factor 
establishriierit to superint'enderit the 
make-up. 

Herein lies ari essential elerrient of 
color success.. Factor devised ,« 
liquid make-up and tried it but for 
the first time in 'Vogues.' Make-up 
creates natural tints on thet skin^ sp 
much so that the 17 New York mod- 
els imported here for some of the. 
sequences used the same make-up 
for their social .soirees 6s they, in- 
stalled for their filrii work. Wanger 
linew he had to have, better make-up 
than WES seeri in any of the preced- 
ing color pix. Device was thus born 
'Of necessity:- -Secret bf the new cos- 
metic, ing to Factor, is traris- 
parency. 

Such ,riiake-up experts as Bob 
Stephianpff of United Artists, Jack 
Dawn of Metro,; Mel Berns .cf Radio, 
and Jack lerce of Univer-sal, were 
sumrinoned into consultati and 
cheered the new lacquer because of 
its time-saving quality. Fifteen min- 
utes for a complete make-up job is 
now considered enough. Stuff has no 
greasepaint base, is impervious, to 
persplratipri, hides pores and. blem-. 
ishes. does not rub off- and requires 
a minimum of retouching. 

Future color rbdiictions, in view 
of CuTHTi'^gs, . Ill "stress personal- 
ities instead of backgrpurids. Furni- 
ture on sets ill be simple, utjob- 
truisrve;. and. an ./effort, will be to 
make human values stand out, 
. 'AU we di in Vogues,' he pointed 
out, a black-and-white 

in cbloi*.' 

Carroll punning sees lack of

Craze Takes Hold 

However, , the color craze has ac- 
quired such moriientum in Holly- 
wood that even . coriservatives look 
to see; color achieve what sound did 
a.fiew ye;u-s ago and rielegate black- 
and-white to the ash heap in two 
years or so. Dispaiisionate glance at 
the existing situation does 'riot ap- 
pear to bear , out this belief, though 



for the record it ought to be said 
that a prominent Eastman Kodak 
Co, executive volunteered such a 
prediction recently* 

Wanger belieyes public opinion 
will force the switch to color, add 
ing that the tiririe of murribo-jumbo 
is oyer and putting out thiS; state 
ment officially: *By the beginning of 
1939 all irijportant motion pictui'es 
will be produced iii colbr and a 
black-arid-white feature will be as 
archaic as a silent.' 

Analyzinig further, Wanger goes 
on: 'Hollywobd's job is not to try to 
rriake the World cblor-cbnscious, but 
to riiake itself colorTcOnscious; For- 
get about, color as such, concentrate 
on entertainriierit values^ and let the 
visual blend naturally, as 

was done with sound— but only after 
much triai and error,' 

Dunnirig represents the, other end 
of the pendulum of opi " . 

'Cblor is clas;^,' he says, 'a pres- 
tige-builder, but it is far from beirig 
the bread-and-butter of the picture 
biz,. Big moneymakers . ill be in 
black-and-white, f br ' the. rinost part. 
Why? Well; who's going to make 
thie features? "With • equipment 
changing every day, who's, going tp 
be daring enough to sink fortunes 
in devices, that- may be obsolete lo.r 
morrbw? 

'Color alone can't save a picture, 
can't make a bad picture good. You 
can't isell. color alone. We!ve sieen 
enough -already to prpye thiat.' 
Geldwyn's .pastel Piiiiire 

Color Will alwiays cost a lot more 
than black-and-white in expert opin- 
ion. Goldwyn, in making his color 
piurige, said he .expected, his 'Gold- 
wyn Follies' to ' cost $600,000 above 
the first budget figure bf ^1,500,000 
and he believed to be correct. 
But Goldwyn is Goldwyn and many 
a producer' would .get the jitters 
cOnteriiplatin^ the way . Goldwyn puts 
out heavy 

One major expense item is that bf 
lighting. Color set nprnially has to 
have three times the lighting ppweir 
required, for a black-arid- white, to 
obtain the sarite degree of: illuriliria- 
tion. That is because color repro- 
duction of necessity reduces the areai 
through which light reaches Sensi- 
tized film. There are still persons 
in the.; biz who recall the tortures 
undergone by Paul 'Whitemah and 
his band in recording the 'Rhapsody 
in Blue' nuriiber of Universal's 'King 
of Jazz.' .Mechanical equipment has 
advanced sincie those days of 1930-t:. 
a century ago in , this biz — -and set 
lighting has cpoled off a great deal. 

Another iri)portarit item is shooting 
time. Still aribther, and probably 
the heaviest individual item, is raw 
film. Ordinary black-and-white raw 
stodr^ usually costs arbiind eight 
cents a foot for . negative and rush 
pri Technicolbr raw film runs 
from i30 to 34c a foot,, and including 
the necessary trebling of footage 
for three-color negatives, hikes the 
.cost.

An old peep Show cabinet, dug out 
of the storeroom and repainted, was 
set up in the lobby, with a crank 
extehdi|ig out of the side. A card 
read "Look into the slot and turn 
the handle briskly.' Placed close to 
the building line, hundreds stopped 
and ground, expecting a mutoscope 
effect, but the grinding merely 
served to- draw into view a sales 
card for the' next feature. Card 
work in a slot, and was weighted so 
that it dropped back out of sight 
when the handle was released. It 
itiade a ■ hit with the crowd, and 
many of the victims brought friends 
down to look at the 'moving pic- 
ture.' 

In another lobby a peep tube was 
built out from the. box, and a sign 
told the curious to put their hand 
between the tube and the box and 
look. Tube was really a periscope, 
and entered the box below the point 
where the hand was placed. Simple 
to construct, .but it seemed to in- 
trigue a lot oiE folk who had forgot- 
ten war times, 

A third, along somewhat similar 
lines, announced, 'Do not look if you 
are easily shocked.' Inside was a 
statement to the effect, 'We make no 
(papier mache skeleton) about say-r 
ing that if you see our next feature 
you will thank us for the tip.' Skel- 
eton was from the dimery, and about 
two inches high. Surprising num- 
ber of pfe'rsons wanted to know just 
how the sign read, and were told the 
sentence started 'We make no bones, 
etc' 

Not very important, but good stuff 
where nothing better suggests itself, 
and will make talk, particularly in 
the smaller towns, though the ,£(ags 
will work in the big spots as well. 

, Just Showmanship 

Declaring that his bank nite cost 
him nothing, a manager explained 
he got it out of the film rental. He 
booked two cheap picturies instead 
of one feature and a band played 
the bill two nights. He saved enough 
on rental to put up small prizes, and 
figured that the extra attendance 
was velvet, even though the second 
night's business, without a prize, was 
poor. 

That's a mighty short-sighted way 
of looking at it. On the face of the 
figures he saved enough out o£ the 
rental to pay the prizes, but he could 
not figure what his economy eventu- 
ally cost him. And it is the final 
result that counts. 

The late Percy G. Williams was 
one of the most adroit shownien in 
the business. On one occasion he 
amazed his fellow showmen by book- 
ing in the then famous Kilties Band 
for a price that was enormous for 
, those days. Commenting on the 
booking, a friend remarked that he 
would not need much show to go 
with so important attraction. 

For reply the manager reached for 
his booking book. He had already 
booked a complete show with five 
opening acts and four big names for 
the second part. Instead of holding 
the cheap openers, he had laid this 
section off and moved his after-in- 
termission show down to the first 
section. 

'I expect to lose money,' he ex- 
plained, 'but only on this date. Here's 
the way I look at it; The band is 
going to bring to the theatre hun- 
dreds of neoDle who never before 
saw a vaudeville show and: who have 
no idea what vaudeville is like. 

'If they come in .and see my open- 
ing acts, they'll »o away with a ooor 
idea of vaudeville. If I give them 
the headliners. they'll come back. 
That's where I'll make the money.' 
That seems to be the answer. 



Question of 'Tomorrow' 

New Haven. 

Lew Schaefer created a lot of in- 
terest in 'Make Way for Tomorrow' 
at Paramount with a newspaper 
contest giving cash prizes for best 
letters on these subjects: 'Do. you 
think young people are haildcuffed 
by their parents' lack of understand- 
ing?'

Working the Clubs 

There is always a good chance to 
work in with the various luncheon 
clubs, all. of which ares op the looko.Ut 
for something to. jazz up the noon- 
day meet, and it pays to cater to the 
substantial business men. 

One manager who belongs to Ro- 
tary offers a « pass to all members 
who do not miss .a meeting for 10 
sessions. The secretary keep track 
and notifies the theatre of those who 
perfect their attendance record. 
Passes are presented at the luncheon. 
Not much of a strain on the box 
office, but a lot of men who could 
well afford to pay for tickets will 
almost break a leg to earn a pass. 
It's the idea of the thing. 

Not long ago a member manager 
came into a club with a package of 
cardboard passes about the size of 
half-sheets. They were printed up 
'A big ticket for a big show,' with 
another line almost as prominent 
reading 'Not good if folded or 
creased.' Passes were for an extra 
special, and good only the opening 
night. Members had to carry their 
cards to the office and then li^bme, 
finally bringing them to the theatre. 
Just a variation of the giant pass for 
children, but it worked better than 
well with the. barons of trade, some 
of whom put the passes in their 
show windows until they matured, 
five days later.

Past Week 

Strike situation did no more last 
week than n>ark time, with the sit- 
uation of the walker-outers, consid- 
ered increasingly disadvantageous 
the longer their idleness lasted. 

Peace seemed appreciably closer 
toward the end of the week, when 
the Federated Motion Picture Crafts 
accepted the recommendation of Fed- 
eral Labor Conciliator Edward A, 
Fitzgerald that a jurisdictional com- 
promise be negotiated with the In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees. 

Definite protocol was expected to 
come of the huddles. Decision, to 
hold the conferences was considered 
as a hurdle oyer the most serious 
obstacle to peace since strike leaders 
and Browne had maintained an un- 
compromising attitude on all the is- 
sues at stake. Important factor in 
the situation was the refusal of the 
American Federation of Labor to in- 
tercede in the ctudlo dispute, as re- 
quested by Cullen. Local flurry over 
the reported plan of the strikers to 
affiliate with the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization has thus far 
resulted in nothing definite. Get 
back to work first, think about join- 
ing CIO afterward, seemed to be the 
attitude of the men. 

White Bats In Confabs 

Meanwhile there have been some 
confabs between FMPC members 
and leaders of the Thirty-seven 
White Rats, organization within the 
lATSE ranks. TWR discussed feasi- 
bility of petitioning Browne to hold 
memjfciBrship meetings and permit 
the rank and file of lATSE to partici- 
pate in the activities of the organ- 
ization. White Rats heard from the 
Federal Labor Department that its 
request for withdriwal of work per- 
mits and class B cards is under con- 
sideration. 

Development of the week was the 
announcement that the hew pact be- 
tween the producers and the Screen 
Actors Guild will void the existing 
agreement between the producers 
and the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences.

Acad 
requested termination of the old 
agreement formally, in a letter sent 
out by Howard Estabrook, first vice- 
president, and signed by Lionel At- 
will, Raymond Hiatton, George Irv- 
ing, J. Farrell MacDonald, May Rob- 
son and Mitchell Lewis. 

Acad henceforth will be free to 
concentrate on its many other, func- 
tions, Estabrook said.

In a farewell speech to the de- 
parting directors, von Strauss did not 
fail to point out the fact that it -was 
due to Herr Hugenberg's initiative, 
exactly a decade ago, that the Ufa 
remained in German hands at all. 
America making a strong bid for it 
at the time. And that one of the 
first important things he had done 
after taking over the company wais 
to .fi'ee it from certain unfavorable 
restrictions resulting from former 
agreements with U.S. firms, which 
gave half of all playing time in Ufa 
houses oyer to the showing of Amer- 
ican films. 

Not Economics . 

That the revolutionary change of 
hands was in no way necessitated by 
unfavorable economic developments 
(though no dividends were paid), is 
shown by the Ufa's business report. 
In the first ten months of its pres- 
ent business year, ending July 31, 
Ufa's turnover exceeded last year's 
by 17,000,000 marks ($7,000,000), 
Production will probably break even, 
contrary to the two preceding years, 
which ended with considerable def- 
icits. Ufa's theatre park, one of its 
biggest assets, was marked by an in- 
crease in attendance of 18%. Re- 
leasing within the country rose 25%. 
And keeping in step with this up- 
curve were Ufa's subsidiary enter- 
prises such as studios, film copy, 
trading firm, etc. Up to the 31st of 
March the company had at its dis- 
posal in ready funds 7,000,000 marks 
as against 5,000,000 of the preceding 
year. 

•For the coming season Ufa plans 
thirty full-length pix, with half of 
them ready to be released by August, 
the reist at the end of November. The 
color film is to be tackled seriously 
and within the next months a lab 
with the latest technical equipment 
is to be erected on the Ufa tract at 
Ncubabelsbcrg. 

A few. breakers of the Ufa storm 
also washed over to the Tobis shore 
which already had its own storm 
last December. Joining the Tobis 
directors' board, Which already seats 
Emil Jannings and Willi Forst, are 
the actor-meggers Veit Harlan and 
Hans H. Zerlett, as well as Arnold 
Raether, former vice-president of 
the Reichs Film Chamber. Tobis' 
all-powerful Director Fritz Mainz 
has been swept off, while Gustaf 
Grundgens, actor and general man- 
ager of Germany's top-notch legiti- 
mate house, the StaatsschauspielhaUs, 
has asked and been granted release 
from his Tobis duties. 

Agreements have been reached 
between Ufa and Tobis to cooperate 
in a large measure in economic as 
well as artistic matters.

ing, all can be summed up in a ka- 
leidoscopic total which leaves the 
department of justice, as the admin- 
istration's law enforcing agent, and 
congressional committee chairmen, 
a^ legislative helmsmen, in a quan- 
dary. Only phase of the relation of 
the picture business to the country's 
political economy which seems .per- 
fectly clear is that daily it is becom- 
ing more complicated. 

Reports persist that the adminis- 
tration is determined to define a 
policy towards the film industry. 

For more than a year the bureau 
of investigation of the department 
of justice has been following up 
complaints from independent theatre 
operators, who assert that large afr 
filiated circuit operations are detri- 
mental to individual enterprise and 
investment. 

Eagerness of the department of 
justice several years ago to institute 
anti-trust actions has been super- 
ceded by more conciliatory proced- 
ure. For some months the depart- 
ment has referred individual com- 
plaints to the distribution companies 
complained against, and has asked 
for thorough investigations and re- 
ports. Most of the Protestants have 
alleged unfair distribution methods 
hiy which theatres in competition 
with affiliated houses have been un- 
able to purchase first-run pictures, 
or have been compelled to play sec- 
ond and subsequent runs on' a basis 
of unreasonable clearance after first 
run. 

Complaints 

Tracking down these, complaints 
and conducting correspondence with 
the distribution departments of the 
film companies is engaging a large 
staff of investigators. Whereas, the 
bureau of investigation heretofore 
concentrated on a few cases which 
seemed flagrant and likely matters 
for anti-trust action (i.e., the St, 
Louis suit), the present status re- 
veals' a steady accumulation of de- 
tailed information about distribution 
and exhibition which exceeds ma- 
terially in quantity any data pre-

viously collected and collated. 

No one in Washington who has 
any information of what is going on 
believes all this work is without 
purpose and direction. What the de- 
partment of justice proposes to do, 
and the direction it intends to take, 
are apparently unknown except to 
a few insiders who are close to the 
attorney-general. It is a certainty 
that the government's policy is a 
mystery to ^the film compahies. The 
legal departments of the major pic- 
ture concerns would like to know 
what the future holds, but they don't 
know whom to 'ask. It's all as baf- 
fling as the best whodunit ever pro- 
duced in Hollywood. 

Congress 

Congress meanwhile is approach- 
ing an adjournment date with the 
Hobbs resolution, and the recently 
introduced Dies resolution, which 
demand thorough airings of the film 
industry by a sub-committee em- 
powered to issue subpoenas and 
conduct hearings anywhere in the 
country, languishing in the rules 
committee. There have, been re- 
peated efforts to get some action on 
the Hobbs resolution, but it seems 
unlikely during this session of Con- 
gress. One explanation offered is 
that the administration already has 
made up its mind to move through 
the department of justice in one or a 
series of anti-trust actions and a 
fishing expedition, such as the Hobbs 
and Dies resolutions might encour- 
age, would be distinctly detrimental 
to the success of anything under- 
taken by the department of justice. 

The most accurate forecast of what 
the administration leaders have in 
mind is reported to be the curtail- 
ment of further growth and develop- 
ment of affiliated theatre chains> In 
the bureau's file is detailed informa- 
tion of every affiliated theatre oper- 
ation in the country, the extent of 
the producer-distributor ownership, 
the film franchises which the the- 
atre possesses from its affiliated dis- 
tributor and other major releasing 
companies, and the history of film 
clearances between the theatre and 
its competing houses, independent or 
affiliated. 

Whether such data on the affiliated 
chains is to be used by the depart- 
ment of justice as the basis for anti- 
trust suits, or whether it will be di- 
verted to legislative leaders as the 
basis for framing restrictive laws is 
the moment's mystery.

grumbling about the impositions 
heapied upon them by such tadmen. 
They w.ouldn*t, take that;much social 
abuse of gOod hature and' good ieW 
lowship from a • Hollywood • scout. 
Nor would a Hollywood -Scout af-'. 
tempt the inconsiderate and chisel- 
ing night life tactics of the agency 
lads. 

These abuses of hospitality are 
described as by no means restricted 
to a few advantage-takers. It seems 
to be quite widely accepted among 
agency men that any actor getting 
ovei: $100 a . broadcast is fair game. 
Talent with a penthouse or its 
equivalent, liquor and a habit of 
being at home may rely upon self- 
invited guests, who will bring along 
a party and; stay far into; the night. 
Or maybe over the. week7end. With 
long distance telephone calls, orders 
for food, more drink and so on 
blithely added to the host's account. 

It takes a blunt host, or a wife, 
who doesn't know from nothing 
about advertising agencies, to throw 
the good time Charlies for a loss. 
Many In the entertainment profes- 
sion haven't yet figured ou.t radio, 
so they're afraid to be resentful 
when the cute kiddies from the ad- 
vertising world, want to whoop it up 
on somebody else's cuff. 

Ani Niffht Clubs 

It's the same when the party 
visits night clubs and whatnot. 
A^enty " lads, order champagne with 
a connoisseur's knowledge of the best 
years. They glut themselves on 
caviar. When the check comes they 
get stabbing pains of neuritis in both 
wrists. Mr. Radio Actor or Mr. 
Music Man is a winner of the check 
without competition. 

Deadbeating on the customary 
social divvy-up of cost doesn't per- 
turb the agency boys. They're clear- 
eyed even when drunk about the 
probability of the talent being afraid 
to squawk. Some of the actors, etc. 
are inexperienced enough to actually 
rate the entertaining as an invest- 
ment in good will. Others have 
fewer illusions about favors to come, 
but may.' pay off just ori the long 
chance that the spongers, while not 
able to help land a contract for. 
sponsorship, might be in a position 
to jeopardize one that did materialize 
spontaneously. 

Much of the socializing between 
talent and buyers is marlced by a 
false front of ■ joyiE^lity. Ais if each 
side had discovered the other and 
was perfectly fascinated. 

Fact that many of the ad meti get 
nominal salaries from their agencies 
and know that the talent is in the 
bucks leads to a free-and-easyrwith- 
the-host's-money attitude. However, 
a suspicion has spread that admen

(September to May) the advertiser 
must take the intervening 13-w^eks. 

It works out that way in practical 
business dealinjgs because networks 
will not ojptipn time ahead far 
enough to guarantee sponsors they 
can have the same or a comparable 
time slot upon return after a sum- 
mer lay-pfT. Extreme Scarcity of 
choice time in the evenings has 
created a property' value which, 
along with accumulative discpunts 
that would also be sacrificed. In- 
duces advertisers to use radio 52 
weeks a year. 

Policy of American advertising 
agencies toward Radio Luxembourg 
on the question of summer broad- 
casting is similar to the one that 
they have adopted towat-d the U. S. 



network. These agencies have ad- 
vised their accounts to stick along 
with the ■ super-powered European 
outlet for the .sunuher rather than 
take' a chance at not being able to 
regain their Sunday spots in the fall.

Looking ahead to What ap« 
pears will l^e' the biggest radio 
winter season on record, the spon- 
sors are continuing on right through 
the heat of the summer, despite 
listener and sales slumps, rather 



than risk the very real danger of 
not being .able tp get back pn again 
When autumn rolls 'rpiihd. 

There is now the question of 
getting suitable radio time at all, 
with the agencies in Chicago cOm- 
plai ing bitterly of the inability of 
obtai ing what they call 'suitable' 
time. Strips across thti boaird are 
now an impossibility, according to 
the vfiin efforts of Chicago agencies 
and advertisers to obtain sucn 
facilities from any of the networks, 
unless those str.ips are at mediocre 
times of the day, very early in the 
morning, in solid: midafternoon or 
late at night. 

It has put an almbst complete 
crimp in the building of sustaining 
programs, especially on sUch outfits 
as Columbia with its single hook-up.

Proposal to airrange a wave length 
for Dutch language broadcasts and 
another for English so that the pro- 
grams could go out simultaneously 
from the transifiitting station "'was 
put to a test vote by the govern- 
ment. This poll, showing sentiment 
foi: the new arrangement, was dis- 
regarded when finished, with broad- 
cast officials decreeing that the old 
split-time Set-up ; should continue, 
according to Garratt. 

Programs in Sbuth Africa follow 
the general scheme of those in Eng- 
laind, Garratt explai . 

■No advertising matter is permit- 
ted,' hie , id. 'There are the usual 
academic broadcasts; the air cook- 
ing schools, home notes for house- 
wives and. ciistpmary orchestra rhu- 
sic. Probably the biggest break that 
listeners get is When, a prograni is 
relayed by ishortwave- from bigger 
foreign stations, particularly the

News broadcasts run 10 to 
12 minutes, which means only five 
to six minutes Of actual news stories 
since the tinie is split between Eng- 
lish and Dutch versions.

Many local school teaghers, too, 
haye taken .up the Umbrella Court 
mcidus operandi for classroom work, 
lising Barclay's technique to wheedle 
backward stiides Into cramming his-^ 
tory, geography and arithmetic, info 
into their juvenile crania. 

'.House parties', most current; popu- 
lar pastime is hanging .:an .umbrella 
from the chandelier, then pulling 
queries theref rom, . a . Icj . .the radio 
program. Beist kick' was recent 
Knights of Pythiais Umbrella Coiu-t 
d^nce. Throughout the "evening, 
music would suddenly stop, some 
terper then had to volunteer to 
answer, a ' question drav;n ,from . » 
l^umbershoot and the music wouldn't 
strike up again till. the. query was 
answered correctly.' 

On KSTP, the Journal's whammo

Mail each week . includes 
many suggested questionis, but most 
of these either have been used or 
re not adaptable. 

Civic and luncheon clubs call on 
Bark to trot out the old umbrella as 
a means of quizzing new memberis 
and introducing them to the others 
assembled in this ^e process. Bdifk 
prepares questions h^iving to doi; with 
the' airna and ' purjpos'es atiid' bjrilat^rs 
of that br-ganization,: often 'Acquaint- 
ing vet members with things they 
themselves didn't know about their 
own group. 

Latest wrinkle — and It's an out- 
stander— is the Umbrella Court par- 
lor game which contains 56 questions 
and answers and complete riiles for 
playing the game at home.

The cats on this session air from 
•Fris" and when they label their 
output 'Surrealist Swing,' they bat 
the ball on the nose. 

It's strictly newborn syncopation, 
of the sort th6 most ardent devotees 
and pro miusikers will revel in. Pro- 
gram should,, however, be elongated 
, to full half -hoyr. 

Meekin's crew sounds swell. They 
sw'Ung out with a Meekin composi- 
tion, 'Shoot the Chutes,' basically a 
fantasy, but altogether delirious 
swing the way the boys sent selves. 
Piece seems at bottom a piano con- 
certo with a dissonant tonality on the 
brasses swarming all over it. 

They crazed 'Waddlin' at the Wal- 
dorf (originally called 'Dorsey 
Dervish' when written by Jiminy 
Dorsey and Larry Clinton), and 
since Dorssy is a saxophonist of the 
first- water he made it plenty stren- 
uous for the gobble-horn licks. But 
Hay Harrington handled ably.. 

Windup and outstander was the 
arrangement given the w.k. 'Carni- 
val of Venice.' Charles Jacobs, 
B-Flat ' trumpeter, solo'd doing • the 
piece straight, while orch backed 
him with jam juice, for what be- 
came a battle of styles. Jacobs led 
off with a classic cadenza, worked 
down to variations, first eight-notes, 
then eight-note triples. Meanwhile 
the oFch heated hotter, and Holley 
Burgess, oh a wacky trumpet, got 
loose on- licks that, were really 'sur- 
realist STwing.* Filially. Jacobs ac- 
quiesced, after having been convert- 
ed, and the whole cr6w. went un- 
adulterated jam.. 

Program is nicely laid out, in that 
quaint, croaking narrator, G. .Archi- 
bald Presby, treats each piece " and 
player with the dignity accorded la 
symphonic group of windjammers. 
No one is termed' by his nickname, 
all are intro'd and referred to as 
'Mr.' 

If a scateroo inger could be 
slipped in, and program lengthened, 
all the swing addicts in the universe 
would , heave and howl upon listen- 
ing.

Nettled by Uncle Sam's slowness 
lii arranging the status of radio per- 
formers foe social security purposes, 
NBC has taken the matter in own 
hands and has tempoirarily classified 
all those airinj? over its nets. 

In a letter mailed yesterdiay (Tues- 
day) to all ad agencies and sponsors 
with which it does biz, NBC pro- 
pioses that it will take car^ of all sus- 
tai ing performers, either tabbing 
'em as employes of the webs or in- 
dependent contractors, according to 
which opinion NBC takes. 

In view otthe fact that the broad- 
casting company acts as either the 
manager or agent for performers on 
commercial programs, aind not as 
employer, NBC has thrown the ques- 
tion up to the agencies and sponsors 
to decide whether the general per- 
formers arie indie contractors or em- 
ployes of either. 

iUusikers, contracted as they are 
through unions, are figured by . NBC 
of .siich status that the network, and 
either sponsor or agency, are liable 
for social security taxes. But to 
salve ajgencies and sponsors and 
duck wrangles, NfeC has decided to 
assume obligation alone. 

Orch leaders and instrumental 
soloists arc given over to the spon- 
sors and agencies to decide on 
whether these employes are indie 
tontriactors or working for either. 

As regards NBC's 'complete pack- 
age' ^ programs, which it furnishes 
from time to time, the web will as- 
sume the obligation. 

Agenci and sponsors are not 
asked to pay the taxes on NBC mike- 
men, producers, engineers and other 
personnel, isince these are covered by 
the facilities' charge slapped on 
commercial programs. In the event, 
however, of NBC aigenting a pro- 
ducer, ahhbuncer or script scribbler 
to an, ad firm or direct sponsor, the 
buyer iis expected to decide whether 
he will have to assiime the tax obli- 
gation, or declare the talent he gets 
through NEC's agency .as indie con- 
tractor. 

This plan of the network will stand 
until the Social Security Board gives 
out its rulings on the matter. At 
present, NBG legal lighti? are work- 
ing with, George Link, Jr,.. attorney 
for the AAAA, in an attempt to get 
the Social Security Board to show

Music Publishers Protective Asso- 
ciation has issUed a warhihg to mag- 
azine distributors in all parts of the 
United States to g^t out of the busi- 
ness of distributing bootleg song 
folios to news flealers.. MPPA's cir- 
cular letter disclosed that the . asso- 
ciation was on the vei'ge of direct- 
ing its legal fire against this quarter 
of the contraband sheet racket and 
that it had decided to put the distribs 
on notice before turning bver evi- 
dence involving them to the federal 
authorities. 

Letter pointed out that these , dis- 
tribs yrould not only be liable under 
the^ criminal law, but that they could 
be sued for huge damages. Th6 dis- 
tribs were urged to investigate the 
source of aiiy song or lyric sheets 
that were offered them for placement 
with dealers. They were also told that 
under the law they could be held 
equally liable, with the printers.

ASCAP got 
the, idea from a letter addressed to 
it by its general European rep^ Hugo 
Bryk. 

Bryk wrote that he has received 
many reqiuests for such American 
orchestrations from dance units cur- 
rently playing the Great Paris Ex- 
position. As a rule, Bryk added, 
foreign agents for American pubs do 
riot make the orchestrations avail- 
able in printed form. 

At ryk's suggestion ASCAP is 
urging its affiliated publishers to 
send over 10 orchestrations each of 
sWihg or hot coinpbsitions. iBryk, 
advises the Society, will place them 
in spots where the royalty payments 
by licensees of the- French Perform- 
ing Rights Society are substantial. 
ASCAP thinks that it's wotth the 
speculation, since there would be an 
increased participation in French 
performing fees for the..

AUDITING 



American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers , proposes to 
launch educational ciampaign 

among its licensees that will seek to 
disabuse them of the impression that 
the amount of the fees is arbitrarily 
fixed by the orgariizatipn's district 
reps. Society's objective will be to 
show that in every case the rep op- 
eraties according to a formula and 
that the specific formula applied to 
his business will be made available 
to a licensee on request. 

In the past no attempt had been 
made to acquaint small licensees 
with the methods used to determine 
how much they should pay. 

This new policy of bietter user re- 
lationship was. developed during the 
annual meeting of ASCAP district 
raps in the Society's home office the 
week before last. 



Executive board of the New York 
musicians union last week cleared 
the decks for drastic action oh the 
use of recordings in radio; and other 
media at the fdrthcoming convention 
of the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians. After vdrawlng • up a set of 
resolutions on the recordi issue 
for submission to the AFM meet, the 
Local 802 board instructed band 
leaders to refrain from making any 
sort of recording contract without 
first submitting the papers to the 
union. Orders were giyen at a riieet- 
ing in the Astor hotel Friday morn- 
ing (28), 

Leaders were particularly cau- 
tioned against iacceptihg any docu- 
nient which contains a clause hold-' 
ing the recording company to be the 
sole owner of the master and or 
any stipulation which gives the man- 
ufacturer the exclusive right to de- 
termine how the disc shall be used. 
Local 802's officials have aligned 
;hemselves with the Chicago local in 
a drive which is expected to cul- 
minate in the convention's passage of 
legislation circumscribing the public 
performance of phonograph records 
and regulating the distribution .. of 
transcriptions. 

Assernbled maestros Were also told 
of an order from the International 
union which prohibits them from 
doing any work for a company that 
is being organized to supply dance 
hails ith pne-reelers showing name 
bands in action. With the hall prop- 
erly dimmed, the short subjects 
could be used in place of live dance 
units to furnish music for the shuf- 
flers. AFM is resolved to prievent 
this latest threat of increased un- 
employment from getting anywhere. 
Any member who participates in the 
making of such reel will be automat- 
ically expelled from the' federation.

Without waiting for the decision of 
the special statutory court in Mon- 
tana, the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors has Publishes last 
week moved to have i.hvalidated the 
Washington law which bars the iso- 
ciety from operating in that state. 
ASCAP counsel .filed a petition virith 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in Ta- 
coma asking that three judges be as- 
signed to hear the society's plea for 
an injunction against the local 
statute. Similar action will be taken 
this week in the case of the Nebraska 
anti-ASCAP law. 

It had originally been planned to 
hold off litigating, the issue in 
Washingtori and Nebraska until the 
Federal tribunal i Montana had 
handed : down its finding on the plea 
against the Montana law, which had 
been argued several weeks ago. 
Montana and'Washihgton statutes, aa 
aimed against ASCAP, each seek to 
make the matter of licensing music; 
users a state cpntroilable business. 

Nebraska law is framed' along the 
lines of the recently passed Florida 
bill which gives the purchaser of a 
sheet of music or orchestration the 
automatic right to perform it with- 
out further' cost.

Because of the small siize of his 
auditorium he was forced to operate 
on a small budget, and frequently 
Friday found him without a head- 
liner for the Monday opening, but 
he always contrived to book a good 
name act, often on a disappointment. 
Acts were willing to cut for Poli 
because it was known that everyone 
else took a cut. For the same rea- 
son the smaller turn would 'do four' 
even while refusing to do three turns 
in the Keith houses. , Acts bitterly 
complained of the small salaries, but 
it meant a week's ■\york instead of 
idleness. He booked through Wil- 
liam Morris, who materially ided 
hi in getting gopd bills. 

Later he went farther afield and 
took over houses in Bridgep;prt, 
Springfield, WaterbUry and Wprces- 
■My- With the coming of the motion 
icture, he was quick to perceive its 
possibilities, ahd he built or . leased 
houses in Baltimore, Washington and 
many Pennsylvania towns. 

He was one of the last holdouts 
against the Keith booking Office. . He 
felt that such an affiliation would 
greatly increase the cost of acts to 
him. On one occasion he was talked 
mto joi ing and as soon as he. bad 
left the office Phil Nash proudly dis- 
played to the actors iii the waiting 
room Poll's membership check. 

Poli went' to lunch in the old 
Morton House, sitting by ah open 
Window, talking over the move with 
William IVforris. An actor looked in 
the open window and cianceled an 
early date 'because he did not want 
the Keith office to know he would 
work for so little.' 'But I'm not with 
the Keith office,' protested Poli, and 
the actor stormed back to the bdok- 
jng office ih ihe St. James building 
tp tell Nash, who coiild only wave 
the check again. A couple of days 
^ tne check came back stamped 
Payment Stopped' and it was some

The boi-scht circuit ' reopened over 
the Merhorial Day weekend and 
iTiiC/s- liferpf-the-party . boys and- 
girls, plus more,vaude apts than ever 
before, totalling around 20,000 per- 
formers, started' on seasonal" jpjjs at 
2,500. eastern mountain and beach 
resorts. This year the business Is 
going a little classier than in pre- 
vious summers, the smetin^^ belt 
shelling out wit more coin than 
usual fpr entertainment. 

Helping. to inject class are sonie of 
the better established ' N.Y. agents 
arid bpokersi who are beginning ^o 
look upon the borscht tiine as: a 
pretty lucrative source , pf income. 
Through them the resort owners are 
getting a better griade of ial^nt, 
necessitating, of course^; a greater ex- 
penditure of coin, with the inevitable 
elimination to a great extent of the 
former amateur comedians, which 
so distinguished the Catskill and 
Adirondack mountain resorts. 

Some of the offices now getting a 
slice of the resorts bookings are 
William Morris, Music Corp. of 
America and Fanchon it Marco. 
F&M, for instance, last year pro- 
duced the shows at Gross.inger'Sr one 
of the classier Catskill '' resorts at 
Ferndale, N Y., oji a budget of $20,- 
000. This year Harry Defihar has 
taken over the job, but not at quite 
so steep a figure for the entertain- 
ment. 

Average entertainment nut of 
most of the over-sized farmhouses 
and undersized hotiels ranges be- 
tween $700 and $1,000 for the sumr 
mer. Many of them, however, aver- 
age nearer $5,000, and it's these lat- 
ter spots that are attracting the 
agents and bookers as well as the 
vaiide acts. Salarieis aren't large, but 
a job at these ispots mieans summer's 
board and lodging for the acts in 
what has always been a dull theatre 
season. 

Salaries 

M.c.'s of sonie reputation commland 
$50 weekly, plus their living quar- 
ters and food; siiigers, dancers, etc; 
get around $15 weekly, while mu- 
sicians command from $21 to $27 
weekly, the average band including 
four. Highest salaries are paid to 
the social directors, who double as 
piroducers, directors, songwriters and 
dancing partners for wallflowers. 
They rate as high as $100 weekly. 

With the injection, of class into the 
borscht belt's entertainment end, 
there has come also the elimination 
to" some extent of the petty rackets 
practiced, by the, agents who domi- 
nated this field for so long. The 
'auditi ' gag, one. thing, has 
been .dropped to a great; extent. This 
entails bringing . performers to the 
Various spots Which have weekend 
shows only for supposedly seasonal 
jobs; talent works the. Saturdays and. 
Sundays gratis and then tPld they 
don't fit.. Kickbacks from performers 
and musicians to the summer resort 
bookers were -also common, but now 
irepbrted infrequent. 

Elimination of the chiseling was 
only natural When the better type of 
acts started playing the mountain 
time. Sonrie of the standard . acts set 
for resort spots this summer include 
Benay Venuta, Al Shayhe, iBeatrice 
Kay, Trixie Wells' Girl Band,, Sylvia

Latter have'beeh a boon to 
femme sippers' and it's thought their 
elimination will mean a dropping 
off in femme patronage. Who won't 
stand and no likee tables.

(ATLANTIC BE.4CH, L. I-) 

This ranks as one of tlie most 
ambitious rOadhouse ventures ever 
tried in the .MetropolitEih vicinity, 
both in the type of show and band it 
is offering ahd at the price to the 
public. If looked at strictly as an 
entertai ment buy, it must also rate, 
as tops, but as a commercial veur 
t.iire ,it will have a hai-d road to over- 
come its nut and achieve profits. 
. Surfsidife . is the former Sun and 
Surf Club, and is now being operated 
by the Kings Brewery, Brooklyn, 
owners. Latter sunk a pile of 
cash , into remodeling, the spacioiis 
building,: including a large swimming 
pool to augment- the club;s private 
beach. They've extended the main 
dining room to seat 1,200; built a 
bar and sandwich counter on. the, 
beach to cater to the bathers, and 
cabanas for seasonal guests. Now 
they're offering the ocean .and pool 
bathing, full dinner, the floor show 
and dancing ail for $3. per person. 
At the rate of $6 a couple that bom- 
pri.ses a full and cheap day's outing, 
esoecially when considering the tal- 
ent and band the spot is offering. 
But the Surfside must be looked on 
as almost strictly a weekend draw— 
and the turnover cannot be great 
enough in two days to make ends 
meet. 

As an idea of the ambitioushess of 
the new operators, first show whibh 
debuted Friday night (i28) is topped 
by Benny Fields at $2,500 weekly. 
Other, acts are Rosita and Fontana, 
one of the more expensive ballroptn 
teams, and Paul Sydell and Spotty. 
Music is, provided by Shep Fields 
orch, a very ejipehsive cirew, With 
a small rhumba outfit alternating/ 
That's spending plenty of coin for 
entertainment, and the Surfside, 
from opening indications, isn't stint- 
ing on the dinner. Which means that 
the beach and upstairs bars will have 
to spell the difference between red 
ink and profits. 

That's where the. rub comes in. 
The complexion of the summer resi- 
dents at Long Island's south shore 
beaches, notably Long Beach, has 
changed vastly in the past few yeairs. 
Formerly they attracted a money 
crowd; cloak arid suiters and Broad- 
wayites. But that's changed .almost 
100% and has been reflected in the 
cheapening of what were once the 
swanky hotels and neighborhoods in 
that vicinity. All this' sums up into 
quite a gloomy- picture for the Surf- 
side's bar business, except, of course, 
qj|i weekends. On Weekdays the spot 
Can't flgure to do very much. 

Surfside now has a weekly wire 
over WABC because of Shep, Fields' 
broadcast for Woodbury, That may 
help hypo the beach roadhouse in 
the six weeks Fields is coritracte.d.

First .floor show Is in for only two 
weeks, and is punchy from start ,to 
finish.

He proved this 
Opening -night, When the mob was 
reluctant to let him go even after 
nearly a dozen songs, Rosita and 
Fontana's expert terpsing and the 
flashy balancing tricks of Paul Sy- 
dell's two terriers also rate high. 
There's rio line of girls arid no wise- 
cracking m-c, Shep Fields handling 
the introductions briefly and capably, 
the policy .being auite similar to that 
of the Versailles in New York. 

Opening night's show wa.s aug- 
mented by some of the visiting 



celebs, Ed Sullivan, N. Y. News col- 
umnist, taking over the m.c. duties 
arid bringing on Jimroie Durante and 
Lou Clayton, Wini Shaw, and Dan 
Healy impromptu singing and danc- 
ing.

Cabaret portion of the Surfside, in 
fact the entire building, has been 
very tastefully diecoraited; .. For a 
large room, the visibility is surpris- 
ingly good, and for. the rorriancers 
who want to sit out darices there'^ 
a spacious veranda overlooking the 
ocean.

ATC Session* End with Vigorout Suggestions to 
Resuscitate the Road and Establish Better Go-op- 
eration Within the Theatre Ranks 



s.The welter of. words that was^ 
rought on by the convention, of the 
itimate theatre, which' ended at 
Astor hotel, N. Y.; last, Thurs- 
(27); developed some ideas 
ich the American Theatre. Coun- 
, sponsors of the four-day meet, 
believes ill ifesult helping 
the thtatre dri Broad.way; and on the 
road, There is a difference of ppi - 
ion over what points stood out and; 
there is a mass of extraneous matter 
to be weeded, out. 

Those whb inspired the bonven- 
tioti are satisfied with the proceed- 
ingSj although ■. already iplannirig 
changes^^ and l.imitatiphs for, the next 
gathering in the spring of 1938. 
Whatever the outcome of ..the con-, 
vention just past, all ..factions, ith 
the exception of the jnusicians^ parr 
ticipialed.- Many people of >the thea- 
tre niet and talked with lOtbers who 
had more or less legendary to them. 

The next step is th^ establishment 
of the ATC isis an entity which will 
work along the lines sketched put. 
In aill. events the convention did .no 
harm and will probably bear fruit. 
Endowment .of . new authors and . the 
promise of the out-of-^town press to 
support road shows werie hopeful in- 
dications, with the latter, angle an- 
other incentive for inanagers< to turn 
more attention to the sticksi ) 

Equity people who Worked ' ;to 
hring about the convention seemed 
top' much in control of the final 'ses- 
sions, but others ' were in oh the 
errors that permitted i>eople to speak 
who were not qualified to address 
the convention. Equity itself did hpt 
include some fit Us younger members^ 
who have ideas of . their own. All 
such werie txcluided, So the mahagers 
brought 'Oh One of the 'younger group 
v/hp spoke his stuff, mUch of Which. 
Wiis open to dispute. ' ' 

. The dramatists were prominent in 
ihe proceedings, but the Dramatists 
iGuild did not okay !the constitutiph 
of the ATC.| Evidently it .must be!

There will be changes in the schedule 
and some ideas wiU be discardedj but if the convictions of the .leadi 
speakers at the convention are sound, the theatre will be: benefited. 

Frequently during the sessions the defeat of the Dunnigan one-man 
censprship bill Was mentioned as an example of what the theatre could 
do When united.^ "There was no mention of the press, which ppposed the 
measure as'strpngiy, if hot more than the showmeh, and which probably 
brought mpre forcibly to the attention of Governor Lehman what the 
buniiigan bill .mieant. But that is char&cteristic of show people.

With the first really contested an- 
nual election in Equity's history 
dated for Friday C4),;the regular, 6pr 
oosition and third ticket campaigns 
have let go with final arguments to 
cohstituents. Indications are that 
the regular candidates lor offices will 
be re-elected ior another three-year 
term by an overwhelming majority. 
Ohly nominated oipposed candidate 
for office is E. J. Blunkall, running 
for presidency, who can expect no 
siijppprt-from the former fbrumites, 
the second ticket, they announcing 
*we do hot endorse Blunkalj or any 
other candidates (council) on his 
ticket* 

The contest, if there is: one, will 
be for new mfembers of the couhcil. 
iidependent or opposition ticket 
which could not induce Walter 
Hampden to run against Gillmore for 
rcsideiicy, ^hen concentrated; on 
seeking to place seven candidates on 
the Council, That group also en- 
dorses fiVe downcil nominees on the 
regular ticket, indications being they 
wiU get at least that many elected, 
there being a good chanciEt to win 
with some of their own Candidates. 
It. is certain that the militants will 
have a stronge? council percentage, 
what with three of their group al- 
ready on that body. 

Indies photoistated the ballot and 
marked crosses in beside the names 
of their candidatest al$o tbose they 
endorsed on the regular ticket. 
There is a total of 12. names, 10 
going, for the regular five-year term 
on council iand two being for re- 
placements. Marked sample ballots 
are said to have been distributed 
widely around New York and the 
Coast. 

'Awakening' 

. .Group feels that the existence of 
'progressive forces- in Equity has 
led to an awakening in the asso> 
ciation which brought about such 
changes as pay for rehearsals, a defl-^ 
nite and controlled method of ^ salary 
cuts when justified and the move for 
a single minimum ($40) weekly. Lat- 
ter move was opposed by the ad- 
mi, istration which later made a 
coticession, permitting not more than 
25% of any cast to be engaged at 
the junior mi imum ($25). 

The.indies, too, inspired the secret 
ballot amendment which is now be- 
ing decided by referendum. They 
also .seek the re-formation of the 
executive committee to co-operate 
with thie officers and, thereby, es- 
tablish a closer li ison between the 
council and the executives. Charged 
that while, the constitution calls for 
at.kast five members of the coun- 
cil on the executive committee, it 
actually consists only of the' presi- 
dent, secretary and two Equity at- 

rneys.

-Third^ party people are also out 
with a circular somewhat critical of 
the regular ticket's claims.

starting this week -the salaries of 
most of the players ^. in 'Having 
W'onderful' Time,' Lyceum, N. Y., 
will be upped flvp to 10%, it was an- 
nounced to the cast, by Bela .Blau, 
associate producer of the comedy 
presented by Marc Connelly. . Salary 
boost at the end of the season when 
business is on the decline and most 
attractions aini to cut sailairies to op 
erate on a summer basis, is one of 
the mbst unusual managerial moves 
in yieiars. 

Production ^ime' has been 
earned back in operation and the 
picture rightis netted a goodly figure 
(actually $82,500). Connelly and 
Blau stated that they, therefore, de 
cided to increase the salaries of those 
players in the moderate money 
brackets. Better paid people are not 
included in the increase, which goes 
to 29 out of the 37 . people in the 
cast. Those benefited have been get- 
ting between $50 and $70 weekly, 
there being some mimimum salaried 
people at $40 and $25 (juniors). 

It was figured show could reduce 
salaries by $400. Boost to the payr 
roll will amount to $200 w^eekly, so 
that the management anticipates 
paying the players $600 weekly 
more than would be required dur- 
ing the expected summer holdover, 
providing business continues on a 
profitable basis.

The legitimate theatre convention 
in NiEw Ydrk iitiore than paid the 
iost of the four days' sessions at 
the Astor hotel, the luncheons and 
midnight supper. It. was first figured 
that the meet would go into the red 
but $4,000 was received from 400 
delegates who paid $10 each, in ad- 
dition to which the program netted 
$2,500. Added receipts came from 
others who attended the luncheons 
at one dollar each, plus extra guest^ 
Who attended the supper, theie be- 
ing 625 at the filial event. Total 
takings were estimated at more than, 
$7,500. 

The. proposed American. Theatre 
Couhcil, which sponsored the con- 
vention, wlligo ahead, its actual for- 
mation being regarded ' as a . cer- 
tainty. One of the first steps, when 
permanent officers are chosen, will 
probably be . the naming of a pro- 
motion manager. First, however, 
the ATG constitution will, have to 
be adopted,, probably alter revisions. 
Temporary board ' expected to 
meet this week to consider the re- 
sults of the coivvention , and agree 
on further procedure.

Legit producers may secure finan- 
cial support from sources never 
before hoped ior, as the result of 
the ciDnvention^ held in New York 
last weejc. Unknown to anyone pres- 
ent, at. the sessions, a' plani is being 
considered by men outside of show, 
business for- the formation of a cor- . 
poration with,, that specific purpose, 
i|i yiew. If materializing, it will be 
a bolt out of the blue for legit. 

The head of a midtowh bank at- 
tended the convention, and observed 
closely... He was most iriterested in 
the statements' that the cardinal 
problCni of show business is financial 
backing. This banker started aisking 
questions from informed sources not 
participating in convention activi- 
ties, When his proposition was. 
made the banker was told to get 
figures, to be arrived at after a care- 
ful survey. 

The proposal is that a group of 
business men or financiers! form a 
backing corporation for the purpose 
of . investing in legit productions, the 
manager to be charged 6% for the 
money plus a share in profits to be 
set later; It is hot to be a stock sell- 
ing venture. 

When told that if Broadway's sea- 
son just over were balance-sheeted 
the red might put his idea into the 
discard, the banker was not dis- 
turbed, for he knew that several 
costly productions . were destined to 
fail, before openings. The survey, 
therefore, iU not include all the 
shows, which reached the boards. 
'Good Business' 

•rhe books of the bank, operated 
by the proposer, have given him the 
very definite idea that his plan is 
good business. Deposits of certain 
managers with hits tell that story. 
The backing unit which may have 
an investing fund betweien $500,000 
and $1,000,000 does not hide a plan 
to take over the legit, because it is 
recognized that successful producers 
are those with something oh the' ball 
as individuals and not to be massed. 

Banker's outline of his plan fully 
considers the picture value of plays. 
Any play getting the origanization's 
backing Would be required to play 
at least three weeks, so that even if 
the show fails there would be a rea- 
sonable chance to. earn back the red 
by film coin. 

That point has been over-empha- 
sized by any number of promoters 
who aimed to form si ilar inance 
cpmpaniefe, but always with an idea 
of selling stock to the public. All 
manner of data showing how niuch 
this hit and that got for the picture 
rights has been exhibited, also the 
alleged profits arrived at generally 
by guesswork. However, the ..pic- 
ture end is important in that set-up 
of the promised "legitihiiate finance 
Company. 

Hollywood Stance 

The claim that Hollywood's with- 
drawal from backing. Broadway will 
not. affect production is of distinctly 
doubtful vali ity. There have been 
any number of shows backed during 
the past season by outside capital, 
but in nearly every instance for per- 
sonal reasons, hot strictly business 
Ventures. 

Although the proposer has enough 
banking figures to. support his plan, 
producers will be asked to open their 
books. The survey may take three 
months or even double that time for 
the data Will be verified before the 
plan is put up to the men expected 
to form the finarice company. Sur-

Congressman William I. Sirovich 
addresseid fbie final afternoon 'sessibn 
in a typically political' manner. In 
an intense way he took «ver . the 
topic of the Federal Theatre l>rQject 
,and referred to the /great work of 
Hallie Flanagan,' national director of 
the WPA relief theatre activities, 
who is ambitious of establiishing . a 
national theatre, on the basis of. the 
WPA. Dr. Sirovich declared: *We 
shall subsidize the living drama,' 
which is Mrs. Flanagan's aim. Con^ 
gressman mentioned he had witnessed 
the squandering of millions of the 
public funds in projects less worthy. 

That the WPA figured in the con- 
vention designed to help show busi- 
ness and especially the road, was a 
surprise. There were a flock of WPA 
' workers On hand at all sessions and 
when Mrs. Flanagan was introduced 
duriiig an afternoon given to odds 
and endjs, those on her payroll ap- 
plauded vigbrovu'ly. ,She started . by 
saying that hundreds of FTP actors 
are on, strike-^a .'one day walk-but 
'last Thursday (27) in protest be- 
cause they jnay be dismissed and 
'forced back to destitution, charity or 
home relief.' 

Barrfett H. Clark, vice-chairman of 
the National Council Freedom 
from Censorship, appealed for more 
controversy in the theatre. In ref- 
erence to the dispute: about the 
critics, he said, *Brock Pembertori 
plaintively urged thai the reviewers 
lay off those plays ihat ard prbsum- 
ably sure to displease them, in order 
that the pubiic may patronize them 
befbre leiarnihg why the reviewers 
weren't, invited, 

'This . preposterous suggestion was 
brbught forward, mind yoUj not oh 
behaU of bkperimental or revoXu- 
tionary works by ambitloui? young 
trail-blaiers, but by unpretentious, 
trifles. Could commercialisrh pos- 
sibly devise a more subtle form of 
.Ciensorship, a more fruitless defense 
of what is presumably not worth de- 
^esfdipg?.

Although, tot the second consecu- 
tive year, tljiB tonnage of legit pro- 
ductions pn ' Broadway underwent a 
downward, dip, the season, officially 
khpwn as '36-'37, lift its! head 
with satisfactioh, for it made , a 
praiseworthy record. And this is in 
spite of the', fact : that there were 
fewer shows, than even the; record: 
low (99) o!f a year agov 

In all, thiere y/ere 90 productions 
of !^ varying shiapes ,and sizes offered 
to New York audienPes during the 
season jUst concluded, and of thes'e 
there were ,:exactly, 14 ishpws in the 
definite click class, as corhpared to 
15 in '35-'36i Statistics reveal that 
eight additional attractions can be 
classified in the moderate success 
bracket, as. against^ 11 a season ago. 
A!Jl thinigs considered, this is a satis- 
factory ' average of success at the b.o. 
Two seasons ago, but of a total of 
120 productions, the hit ratio was 
practically the samck. 

There were in ' all 68 plays iand 
musicals tenanting the flopperdo 
class, compared to 70 during . '35-'36,' 
these ranging from much-anticipatied 
plays that failed to run, down to 
such dire mishaps as 'Timber House' 
and 'Money-Mad' ('Bet Your Life'), 
which passec. from the Broadway 
scene after performance 
eaich, 

In many ways it was a riOrmal, in-; 
vigorating season, with most of the 
first-string manajgers putting their 
best foot forward at frequent inter- 
vals in keeping step with the tirries 
and audieiice demands. Some of 
them found the going hard, but 
most of the major producers, came 
through With a hit or two to 
brighten the incandescent pathways. 

Picture Coin 

Due to the rules of the Dramatists' 
Guild pact with the managers, there 
were; cpmparatively few Hollywood - 
backed productions, compared 
to the '35-'36 campaign. Those at- 
tractions that did avifiil themselves 
of film bankrolls did so principally 
because they haid been contracted 
previous to the signing of the non- 
Hollywood coin papers. Metro put 
up the money for.. 'Night Must Fall' 
and .'St. Helena,' two of the better 
failures; Paramount backed 'Red, 
Hot and Blue,' and tjhat venture- 
some socialite, John Hay Whitney, 
comparative . n e w c o m e r .among 
cinema magnates, had. more than a 
passi financial interest In three 
shows: 'Johnny Jdhnspn,' '200 Were 
Chosen' arid the current ^Babes in 
ArnL^.' 'Warner Bros., nipst prolific 
among Coast benefaotois, fin?inced! 
ehtircly or in part seven produc- 
tions: 'Swing Your Lady,' 'Sweet 
Riyer' arid rother Rat,' with 
George Abbott; 'White Horse Inn,' 
in partriership with the .Rockefellers, 
and Rowland. Stebbi 'Young Ma- 
dame Gpnti,' 'Promise' arid 'The 
Amazing Dr. Clitterhouse.' It is, 
perhaps, interesting to 'Bote that, 
among these film-backed shows, 
■Night Must Fall', has already been 
released a picture 'by. Metro; 
'Swing V our Lady' arid 'White Horse 
Inn* .are to bo filmed by Warners, 
and ' ClitterhPUise' has been 
bought by Carl Laemmle, Jr. Holly- 
wood-fihanced productions a season 
ago nunabered 26.. There were just 
half that number this year.

presentation of the classic work 
broke all known single engagement 
records for the play and encouraged 
Max Gordon to bring 'Othello' tO 
town", starring Walter Huston, only 
to meet with rather abrupt and un-^ 
fortunate defeat at the New Amster- 
dam, N. Y. 

'The record established by the 
Gielgud 'Hamlet' sieemed to be im- 
pregnable until Maurice Evans came 
along with the Bard's 'King Richard 
II,' to sweep everything before him 
into the sock hit category.

If •The Baf was hot- the best mys- 
tery play that Broadway ever saw it 
was the most successful, starting in 
August. 1920, and running two years. 
It started' a mode in- melodramas, 
with 'The Cat and the Canary' also 
a hit, the runner up, and 'The Last 
, Warning,' a fairly good engagement 
but a distinct third. 

That seems a long time ago. In- 
dications are that mystery plays are 
outmoded. There have been any 
number of attempts to repeat the 
successes of those early spine-chillers 
but, at best, the results were no bet- 
ter than so-so. The past season saw 
the newer type, called thrill jplays. 
Three were imported frpm London 
but no dice. 

'The !bat,' as revived, is a fair 
simulatipn of the original. It does 
not measure up on playing strength, 
yet the same ingredients are there. 
There are moments when the audi- 
ence is inclined to titter rather than 
shivet— :it was a hot night wheh the 
Original premiered but .the first 
nighters shivered. Perhaps playgoers 
have become immune by the thinjgs 
they have seen in pictures. 

Doubtless the missing factor is the 
absence of laughter which punctu- 
ated the play originally. True, May 
Vokes, the iUtery maid of the orig- 
mal cast, is present. She can scream 
.with almost as much shrillness as 
ever, but it seems the stager . cut 
down tlie number of .shrieks. A 
comic aside early in the show is 
when the detective asks her age and 
.she tries to say 42, with the mistress 
of the house saying: 'She's 50.' Miss 
VoI<es has been rather a perennial, 
U seems, looking little different than 
she did 17 years, ago. 'The Bat' 
made Mi.ss Voltes and she did much 
to make the play the hit it was. 

Since then it has been proven 
many times that authors can easily 
.screen the identity of the killer in ai: 
murder mystery play but it doesn't 
.seem to be enough. Many of those 
present at the. revival's .start did not 
remember the .story and forgot who 
the bad ggy wa.s. When Wagenhals 
Si Kempor put it on at the Moroscb 
(Continued on page 62)

Bottle is biroken over the prow 
of the eastern strawhat season with 
jthis new drama which dabbles in 
the always dangerous subject of 
spiritualism. 'Across the Blue' has 
heart appeal and flashes of humor, 
but the fact that it is based on a. 
highly dubious premise makes gen- 
eral acceptance by sophisticated au- 
diences unlikely. 

Aside from the trouping of Paul- 
ine Frederick, who extracts every- 
thing from the leading role, play is 
pretty much a family affair. Written 
and directed by Maryverne Jones, 
guiding spirit of the Starlight Thea- 
tre, it leans heavily on the talents of 
Mrs. Jones' two sons, Starr West an 
Teddy Jones. Former hot only 
tackles thiree distinct roles with con- 
siderable skill, but is also credited 
for the two sets, the secphd pf which 
catches the . charm of a handsome 
New York drawing room. The latter 
plays Stephen Wilson, nineteen-yea tr 
old murderer, and after some rather 
(Cpntinued on page 63) 
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the play, and 20 years later the show 
w^s still being revived now and 
Iheii. Reversing the present-day gag 
about the rarity of White horses, it 
was not :the jiags which got the at- 
tention. , 

It remained the outstanding vis- 
ual thriller ol a decade. Then Jar- 
rett A Palmer produced at Niblb's 
Garden, New York, their version: of 
'The Blaclc Crook.' The. premiere 
was held on a Saturday night arid 
half the Sunday papers, not to men- 
tion a score of ministers, thundered 
denunciations the next morning. It 
was the original instsmce of the 
church diatribes helping the box of- 
fice — and how it helped! 

The 'Crook' was hot in itself much 
of Si show,' an elemental fairy story 
recited in doggerel verse. When it 
was i^vived at the N. Y. Academy 
of Music in the early 90's it was 
voted dull and tiresome, and busi- 
ness was awiy off, though Ihe time- 
worn story had been sviccessf ul on a 
dozen earlier irepeat^. 

It wasn't the. talk, but the tights 
that gained 'Crook' its farne, iand not 
so much the "tiglitis as the jarea of 
^posure. Trunks wiere cut tq what 
was then regarded as a minimum, 
dropping but little below the curve 
of the hips, and even the ballet 
dancers shortened- their skirts, 
(which then were suppbsed to fall 
well below Ahe knees), arid also 
shortened their trunks. New York- 
ers shared shocked gasps with the 
fainterlanders, but the 'Crook' made 
a pbt of money, and paved the way 
for Lydiia Thompson and her. British 
Blondes. 

The blondes were unconventional 
as to expiosure, and they played in a 
series of rather logy burlesques that 
were entertaining simply because 
there were no others with which 
they might be compared. 

When the Thompson troupe went 
back honie it left the country fairly 
strewn with British Blonde organ- 
izations, generally proffered as female 
minsti-els, the outstanders being the 
Mnie. Rentz out&i later to become 
familiar to burlesque, as the Rentz- 
Santley. 

Eniier the Swinc 

Most of tiiese troupes featured the 
Swinging first part,' the usual 
minstrel opening with girls in s\k?ings. 
They could be projected out over the 
audience with the skirts fluttering in 
the breezes of their own creation. 

This ideiB had been borrowed from 
the beer gardens which, ih turn, had 
taken it f I'om the brothels of Mercer 
and Greenie streets, paralleling the 
then theatre district along Broadway 
around Prince street. Old timers will 
recall that the testimony at the Thaw 
trial brought but the fact that Stan- 
ford White had a swing in the den he 
niaintained in 24th street, The swings 
igrew passe in time, chiefly because 
Ida Siddons and her father evolved a 
smarter type of performance which, 
eventually led to the standard bur- 
lesque form. They had the idea to 
themselves for a couple of seasons 
and made siich a tremendous cleanup, 
that most of the traveling vaudeville 
troupes went to the same idea. 

By this time the . idea was spread- 
ing out and about ld92 there came to 
the Casino roof garden a presenta-. 
<,tion of golden statues in which the 
costuming Was chiefly gold, paint. 
There was a police raid and. the 
ingenious: defense that the coating of 
gold powder and vaseline was a 
certain number of thousandths of. an 
inch . thicker than silk tights: But the 
judge did not have his micronieter 
with him and New York did not see 
gold statues again Until riist Brehgk 
did them for the William Morris-: 
Felix Isman venture in 1907; 

Of happier fate \vere the living 
pictures desigried by Ed.ouard Kil- 
lanyi and first presented in London. 
They were brought to America to 
bblster Ed. E. Rice's '1492' at the 
Garden theatre, in the old Madison 
Square Garden. Most of these were 
draped poses, but still showing plenty 
-Of shape. The girls wore full-length 
tights Which buttoned up the front' 
.or down, the back according to the 
requirements bf the pose; They were 
splendidly lighted, and overnight be- 
came cTaie, Next season every 
burlesque show in the country pre-^ 
sented living pictures, with the girls 
in cotton instead of silk, and with7 
out presentation values. . Most .pf 
these shows dropped the idea the, 
second year, but Sam T, Jack added 
the living pictures to his othet trade 
^ark, the French can-Can dartcers. 

The Glyptorama, 

Killanyi devoted his time to his 
Glyplorama, which differed from the 
.^^^rlier presentation in that the pic- 



tures were shown panorama fashion, 
a line of ciars- moving across the 
stage carrying the settings and 
figurants. As the car reached the 
end of its journey it, was stripped 
and returned via an underpass, to 
the redressed. The idea failed, partly 
becaxise the lighting was inferior, but 
chiefly because the cars'jblted the 
iriders and broke the illusion. 

Glyptorama was shown ?it Koster 
<k Bial's, following a presentation of 
straight living pijctures produced by 
Oscar Hammerstein himself. His as- 
sistant, ' Mjaribn . Keirher ^ presented 
a series for the Proctor theatres, and 
later went to the Orpheum circuit 
before retui-nirig to his regular job 
ai telegraph operator in- the race de- 
partment of the Western Unioiri; 
Hammerstein turned to Grand opera, 
KillailyL died. It remained for Bein 
Ali Haggi ..to revive, the idea— but 
differently— for the 'Ziegfeld Follies,' 
In the meantime vaudeville was 
feeling the . influence. It was . about 
18^ that the Sisters Leigh cbnceived 
the idea bf their daring and sensa- 
tional Umbrella Dance. The curtain's 
rise disclosed a pair of white, um- 
brellas headron to the audience. Be-, 
low the edge of each ginip appeared 
a pair of bare, and rather over-de- 
veloped legs. At the close of the 
dance the parasols were raised to 
disclose White, danciiig dresises that 
fell almost to the knees, bUt it was a 
Mnsation in' day. when Scotch 
dancers had to weiair: pink tights' be.> 
tween their half -hose and the tartan. 

.Mildred Howard pe Gray saw the 
Leighs and . went them .inches better 
by baring her legs to halfway be- 
tween knee and hi . It got her Into 
a Broadway musical .coniedy, but 
she did not make the: expected sen- 
sation. 

Brady Shocks 'Em 

And about this time Bill Brady 
presented "The Turtle' at the Stand- 
ard theatre. This was a comedy from 
the French with what was, for then, 
9. rather daring undressing scene. 
Not altogether hew, for i *Fra 
Diavoip' Zerlina had been preparing 
for bed for decades, and the actress 
in 'The Turtle' did not do much more 
of a strip, stopping short at an elab- 
orate chemise. 

But she gave an impetus to the un- 
dressinjg idea, and John B. Doris^ ex- 
cyrcus man, who was worrying , about 
the Princess theatre, just above 
Proctor's Fifth Ave. theatre, put on 
'Orange Blossoms,' a brief one-acter 
with the same idea and not much 
miore liberality ih exposUre. Later 
Nini Diva did 'The Flea,* also a 
Parisian importation, the plot being 
that she wa^ trying to locate one of 
those nimble insects. There was also 
a brief showing of a scene in the 
Garden bf Eden, with the curtain 
falling as Eve ate the apple. Josette 
Web, an English actress, was about 
30 pounds overweight to make this 
attractive, though some people, atr 
tended several times in the hope 
that the curtaiin might become stuck. 
It never di 

Meanwhile Hope Booth, who later 
married Rienold Wolf, was doing a 
posing aict in full tights. She was 
the only one of the many strippers 
Who was not too fat, As a matter 
of record, she left most of her 'shape' 
hanging on the dressing room wall 
when she went home. She had to 
pad from neck to toe. Azara headed 
ahother posing act, in which she 
posed in a frame in full tights while 
sterebpticon slides \y,ere thrown 
upon her. She lasted a cpuple ©f 
seasohis 

XTp at Koster it Bial's an effort Was 
made to bolster a. failing business 
with a p,antorriimic reproduction, of 
the faiiious painting 'An Affair of 
Hohor,';. ith the duellists in flesh 
ings. One evening one of the fencers 
was. persuaded to leave ofl her flesh 
ings,. but the next morning the judge 
told her he would give her a sus- 
pended sentence if .she did not dp 
It again— so she didn't; to the detri 
ment of business. 

This was the first jhstahce of J 
fleSh exposure on the regular stages, 
but shortly thereafter Rhada, 
Nautch dancer, made a week stand 
at Proctor's 23i:d St., offering an East 
Indian dance, that, was just so rriuch 
blah to an audience unused tb exotic 
dancing. She wore transparent pan 
taloons, but her torso from the 
waistbiand to the.brasSiere wa^ bare, 
though dpne in brown make-up, 
which gave the sole reviewer to 
catch her act a- chance to refer to her 
'tinted tummy.' But he also added 
the suggestion that she take her 
work to Europe, where that type of 
dancing was better understood and 
would, at least, be regarded with 
seriousness instead of derision. She 
acted bh this advice, and it is on the 



records that as Ruth. St. is she 
did very well by herself. 

iSalome's Famous b^ce 
Stage nudity teally broke loose 
when the Metropolitan opera staged 
the operatic version of Oscar Wilde's 
'Salonie.' The Dance of the Seven 
Veils attriacted rather more atten- 
tion than, Wilde's book the 
Strauss score, though proving rather 
a dud at the first performance. But 
the exuberant Eva Tanguay caught 
it Up and made it into "^a vaudeville 
act that packed theatres all. over the 
country. She revealed more epi- 
dermis than had been ishpwn by: any 
other actress at one time in public 
and probe|bly hrbught more theatres; 
istandees than any othier act ever had. 

That gave William ;Morris 'ideas 
and when he fstarted his own vaude- 
ville, circuit, with the backing of 
Felix Isman, he brought bver from 
London Maude . Odell. This was riot 
the . actress, of the same ^sine who 
recently died .during a performance 
of 'Tobacco Road,' but art English 
girl WhP appeared in a sketch : in 
which she was supposed to be a 
painting. At a press perforniance 
she did her turn includihe a back 
pose withpUt aV stitch Pf clpthing. 
During the regular perfbrmances 
she did the best she could. More 
than once she beat, a police iiiatron 
to her dressing roon^ barely in time 
to get her feet into her picture 
tights and jpretend to.be taking them 
off when the femme flattie -looked in 
the door. Morris also used a sister 
of Kiihne Beveridge <Cleo,. if meth- 
bry serves), for art poses, but .this 
did not last long; since the lady , was, 
unwilling to do more than a 50% 
strip. A third on the string was 
Ernst Breagk's golden statues. 

Mistihguett, at the; Winter Gar- 
den, in. a Shubert shbw,.. was the 
next, and^ the ^rst to use a dim blue, 
light.- .She niade a complete sti-ip, 
but, caused •omparatively little sen- 
sation- .Already the edge had , been 
taken from the idea and she was far 
from being a knockout. 

But she did- one thing that left its 
impress on the American stage. Her 
acceptance emboldened the bur- 
lesque rrianagers to raise the ban on 
flesh. Largely because of police ac- 
tivity, even bare legs, common 
enough in Broadway musicals,, had 
been barred from the Gaiety. Now 
the bah was raised arid the girls 
also bared their bbfloms. . 

Faith Bacon cama next with her 
fan danCe, which resulted in >i police 
pinch, with several others: from the 
Earl Carroll production in which 
she appeared, taking ai ride in the 
patrol wagon with her.. The pinch 
made her , a bit , chary of exploitation 
and Sally Rand and her press agents 
moved in. Followed Ann Corio and 
at last long came-: Gypsy Rose Lee, 
who transferred fTpm the Minskys 
to the Shuberts. 

That was the begi ing of the end. 
Hie Minksys found with pleased sur- 
prise that the Shuberts had given 
news value to the strip tease and 
they boiled over with stunts, includ- 
ing a school for teasers, with a fake 
commencement, and everything. In 
fact they advertised and bver-adver- 
tised until the Legion of Decency 
took notice. The political importance 
of the church element led tb drastic 
action arid we seem to be headed for 
ah era in which the strip tease and 
other form of nudity will be ped- 
dled in surreptitious night clubs.

:MiBry gradually recognizes that her

Appeals Court Upholds Sam Katz 
Against Par on 3-Year Contract 



. Although Section 60 of the New 
York Stock Corpioration Law per- 
mits the discharge of an employe, 
it does not prevent the employe 
from bringing suit, the. Unitied States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in N. Y. 
held Monday (7). in denying the ap- 
peal of Paramount Pictures Corp., 
from the decision of U. S. District 
Judge Alfred C. Coxe, who decided 
that Sam Katz, forrher Paramount 
v.p. was entitled to recover on a 
three year Salary contract. 

Opinion, writtein by Judge Thomas 
W. Swan and . concurred in by Judges 
Martin T. Manton and Learned Hand, 
held that, for the court to uphold 
Paramount's contention would mean 
that a stock corporation could bind 
an employe to a contract, but would 
itself be exempt from its stipula^ 
tions. 

Decision was' in connec- 

tion with Katz's suit to recover 
$268,498 in back salary. Judge Coxe 
had overruled Special Master John 
E. Joyce in his contention that, under 
Section 60, Katz had no cause of 
action. 

'The sole question is whether ec- 



tion 60 .exempts the corporation from; 
liability for discharging Mr. Katz 
without ■ cause during the term of 
his employment,' Judge Swan wrote. 

'The consequence of accepting this 
view would be startling. It would 
mean that in New York a stock cor- 
poration could make a binding con- 
tract of employment for a definite 
term. Officers, agents, and employes 
would be discharged at will and 
without liability for iolation of 
contracts, and employes under con- 
tract might, cease rendering sfervices 
at will, matter how essential 
tho.se services.' 

Katz was engaged at ^ salary of 
.$2,500 weekly as Vice-president in 
charge of theatres controlled by 
P'arannount-Publix. Contract, was for 
three years, beginning Jan. 1, 1832. 
He was discharged in October of the 
same year and sued for the re- 
mainder of the salary due. * i 

Although Judge Coxe has already 
decided Katz is entitled to full pay* 
mcnt, the higher court, after its 
decision. ■ returned the case to . the 
District Court for the formal setting 
of damages.

higher production costs, including 
the 10% hikes to labor granted this 
spring, comparable increases for ma- 
terial, and everything that goes into 
the making of pictures. While dis- 
tribs may hot obtain .materially 
higher rentals, a better admish scale 
will provide them better income, 
because of lifted grosses on various 
pictures. 

Hence the urge to boost adniit- 
tance fees. And' for perhaps the first 
time in exhibitorr history, theatre 
operators are inclined to', niimic 
many important moves taken by

Analysis of government data on 
corporation, tax statements filed in 
1935 disclosed signs of healthy re- 
covery throughout the picture ranks. 
Number of money-making xiriils in 
both ends of the biz increased,- gross 
of the successful companies more 
than doubled ind their .net revenues 
jiirnped $13,276,000, while technical 
deficits of the ostensible losers were 
whittled down $57,391,000. 

.Bearitig out other evidence of thei. 
1934 corrie-back from depresh depths, 
the Internal ■Reyeriue Bureau re- 
vealed the. government took,cin;nor-; 
nial income and exc(ess profits' levies, 
$3,875,000' from incjarporated mem- 
bers of the film industry.. This was; 
a gain ,of $l,850,000_pver the 1933- 
till.- ; ...FiodUcing.'- "cowpa^^^ p^yt^ 
$1,064,000, up $587,000,'i9hd -exhibition 
firms anted $2,811,000, up $1,263,000. 
Excess Profits 

Excess profits tax yiield, best clue 
,fo the. financial success or failure, 
showed a gain of $12,000. All but 
$1,000 of this canie from units in the 
production end, hinting that ig 
studios which took a tough wallop 
in 1932 and 1933 had cleaned house 
and were back on solid ground in 
'34. These conclusions were further 
borne out by the drop in the revenue 
and deficit figures, of . those studios 
ivhich reported lio taxable net. in- 
come, as the grosses indicated losers 
in '34 were hxostly the smaller enter- . 
prists. I 

. Bite based on excess gravy brought 
the Treasury a total df $58,000 from 
the film business. Producing firms 
carried $33,000 of this, with the other 
$25,000 coming from exhibs. In the 
previous year, the studio bill was 
$22,000, with theatre-owners paying 
$24,000. - 

'Regular corporation income tax 
rates which 'Were hiked in 1934, 
yielded $3,817,000; Producers car- 
ried $1,031,000 and exhibs shouldered 
$2,786,000. Previous year the respec-! 
tive figures were $455,000 and 
$1,524,000. 

Improvement 

Most interesting aspect of the gov- 
ernment report was an indication 
of business improvement. Wliile the 
gross revenues for all corporations 
in the industry' increased only $77,- 
000,000, the haul of the 1,403 con- 
cerns subject td taxation more, than 
doubled. Money - making studios 
garnered $201,181,000, a rise .pf $174,- 
005,000, and successful exhibs 
pockeled $258,994,000, up $99,962,000. 

On the increased take, the net in-? 
come figure soared encouragingly. 
Gravy for the money-makers aggre- 
gated $27,200,000, a jump of $13,276;- 
000. Successful producers had". $7,- 
396,000 velvet, a gain of $4^198,000, 
and pleased theatre-owners showed 
$19,804,000 net income, a jump of 
$9,078,000. 

Unpl(easant part of the picture was 
not as gloomy, as in '33. There were 
160 producers . and .2,173 exhibitors 
with no taxable income, a drop of 
two in the studio end and of 97 in 
the. theitre branch. They . were 
mostly 'smaller units, is indicated by 
the gross figures of $29,753,000 for 
the producers and $194,072,000 for 
the exhibitors. Total take for these 
groups was $196,000^000 less, and the 
deficit was $57,000,000 smaller. Loss 
of producers was $3,417,000, and of 
exhibitors $24,473,000.

Localites 
bought .him put, with iK^ names 
mentioned, and it is understood that 
no money changed hands, Doyle 
merely getting control of Commori- 
' wealth Broadcasting Network, a 
chain of some 16 stations. CBN was 
a three-way stock projposition, Doyle 
having held one-third, Frank Al- 
bert (music publisher ) one-third and 
Greater Union one-third. With Doyle 
now getting the GU third, he has 
definite control and sway. 

Doyle steps out of Greater Union 
on June 30. He is also talking of 
London .film production and thea- 
tire operation on his bwn, but that 
will wait a while. 

Bitter Battle 

Doyle's drop out of Greater Union 
is a tJirect result of a bitter battle 
between him and his co-directors, as 
well as between him ahd Greater 
.Hoyts. Hoyts and Union have been 
working side by side, for a number 
of years in ah enforced semi-merger 
as General Theatres. Contract for 
this deal ends in December and 
Doyle wanted to pull apart from 
Hoyts and do business on his own. 
Others preferred stickirig together 
as. fin Australian monopoly. 
^First j;eal bomb burst a couple of 
weeks ago when Norman Rydge was 
forced out of Union by Doyle, re- 
signing all the high posts he held 
in the company and with Doyle suing 
Rydge besides for $100,000 damages^ 
Just what Doyle's grievances against 
Ryjige were has nevfcr been revealed,

ness generally has been ' brutal in 
this section and the smaller exhibs 
are inclined to blame the box-oixice 
noisedive oh the twin pix. They 
.would like to get rid of duals, but 
the general belief is that such an 
elimination would mean handing 
some sort of plum to Balaban & 
Katz, which has been the prime 
factor in the entry of double fea- 
tures On this territory. 

To agree to an elimination of 
doubles it is believed B.&K. will in- 
sist that it be given an extra week 
of clearance between 'C week of 
pre-release and the first week of 
general release. This .extra, week 
Would push the 25c houses back an- 
other seven days on the release 
calendar, and with the 25c houses 
moving back a week it would mean 
all the 20c and subsequent run thea- 
tres would also be shoved back. So 
that the trend would be to con- 
centrate the higher-admission houses 
far up on the release schedule and 
pysh the 25c and lower-priced spots 
fartheir down on the list by estab^ 
lishing a dead protection perioid iiii 
the middle of the schedule.

Benefitting by the Ontario Gov- 
ernment's abolition of the amuse- 
ment tax, London's theatregoers are 
how enjoying reduced admission 
prices, ij^evied by the Hepburn Gov- 
ernment as a means of faising 
revenue to meet the provinciial un- 
employment relief bill some time ago, 
tax was abolished in' the premier's 
'sunshine budget' of this year. 

London theatres, in common with 
others throughout the pi'ovince, are 
passing on to the customers the full 
benefit of the tax removal* On thea- 
tre tickets for children up to 16 
years of age, and costing up to 25c., 
therie was formerly no provincial 
tax, but all othei* higher admissions 
bore the levy. On 27c. tickets for 
cinema matinees,, the two-cent tax 
has been dropped. Tax of five cents 
has been cut from the '42c. evening 
tickets, bringing them down to 37c. 

Various other classes of eiitertain- 
nieiit also benefit under the new, rul- 
ing.

W. A. teffes, chairman of the ha 
tional Allied States' defense commit 
tee, awaiting receipt of acceptan- 
ces to invitations sent out to major 
filmi companies heads to a 'peace con- 
ference/ to thresh out present dif 
ferences between distributors and 
independent exhibitors and avert the 
hecessify of lHe latter seeking teme 
dial legislation - from Congress and 
state legislatureis. 

Steffes expressed confidence that 
the acceptances ..would be forthcom 
ing and said that the time and place 
of. the meeting would be set as soon 
as the replies are at hand. 

In his invitations, Steffes .made it 
plain that the defense eommittee will 
meet only with industry heads, that 
underlings and lawyers will not be 
acceptable and that, under no cir 
cumstances, will it have anything to 
do with Hays or his representatives. 

If the conference fails to ma 
terialize, or does not succeed jh ef- 
fecting an amicable settlement of 
present differences, Steffes said, na- 
tional Allied States and its local or- 
ganizations will call upon Congress, 
state legislatures and city councils 
to, stamp but "present, evils and 
abuses.' In return for the exhibi- 
tors' promise to halt fui-ther theatre 
chain expansion, relinquish theatres 
acquired during the past year and 
help curb independent circuit inva- 
sions, as well as a willingness 'to let 
up a little on protection' and halt the 
upping of film rentals. Steffes indi- 
cated that Allied States would be 
willing to quit its drive for divorce- 
ment legislation and chain ^theatre 
taxes. 

Steffes told Northwest Allied 
States in convention here that he is 
confident that, as far as Minnesota 
and North and South Dakota are 
concerned, the organization could ob- 
tain passage of the necessary laws to 
eliminate 'exorbitant film rentals, 
unfair protection' and circuit inva- 
sions.' He also is confident, however, 
that a friendly agreement between 
the distributors and independent ex- 
hibitors can be reached by round- 
table discussionSi he said. He also 
asserted that Allied States does not 
wish to drive present producers out 
of business and would bie willing io 
tolerate continuation, of the distribu-: 
tor-py/ned circuits under the pre- 
scribed conditions. 

•*I thinlc we can negotiate on these 
matters,' said Steffes. 'We will not 
go to the conference empty-handed, 
but neither will we go with threats. 
We will point but What's wrohjg with 
the business today. One of the. 
heads of one of the largest film corn-, 
panics told me this conference would 
be a most . constructive step for the 
industry.'

Minneapolis, JUne d, 
Northwest Allied States is out to 
stop further expansion in the ter 
ritory by individual . ibitors, as 
Well as the Publix chain and present 
independent circuits. Aroused by 
'the' last two years' orgy of new 
theatre building' and declaring that 
'invaision' now constitutes the . thea- 
tre owners' chief menace, the or 
ganization is trying to, raise $18,000 
as a war fund to stop further com 
petitive . theatre constructi and 
chain acquisitions. 

The $18,000 budget was decided 
upon at Northwest Apied States' 
convention here. If the- independent 
exhibitors come through, paying the 
special assessment jind the increased 
dues voted at . the meeting, and .the 
$18,000 is raised, the prganizatiprt 
will endeavor to employ J, P. Dc- 
vaney, former state suprenie court 
justice arid one of the state's leading 
lawyers and political figures, to aid 
in the fight Through speaking en- 
gagements, radio talks and- appear- 
ances before the legislature, ho also 
niight attempt to enlist sentiment 
against percentage pictures, pre- 
ferred playing time and other al- 
leged 'unfair trade . practices', and in 
favor . of producer-owned theatre 
diyorcement, as well as draw up plrb- 
pOsed laws and act as a sort df Judge 
Landis for the Northwest exhibiting 
end of the business. 

W. A. Steffes, former prez of na- 
tional Allied States and at present a 
director of that organization, was 
returned to the helm of Northwest 
Allied, which he has headed during 
most of .its existence. A^ a condi-? 
tion for Steffes' acceptance of the 
post, the organization vojted to. raise, 
through a special assessment, a 
$5,000 contingent fund to be spent 
by him as he sees fit, ^nd without 
any accountin,;'. It also pledged him 
full co-operation and support. 
Blame the Salesman 
iSieffes claimed that threats of in- 
vasion had be6h made ip Minnesota 
towns with as, little ias.OOO population 
and now having one theisitre. Other 
speakers claimed that many filni 
salesmen were guilty of engineering 
the construction of new theatres in 
situations where they were unable 
to make deals. 

It was further charged by Steffes 
that distributors here Induce inde- 
pendent exljibitors to sign up for 
40';c splits on pictures by showing 
them Publix circuit contracts calling 
for ..the same, deals, but that Publix 
periodically receives substantial re- 
bates on its contracts, reducirig its 
film costs to 1590 or more under that 
of the independents. Periodical trips 
to New York by the Publix heads 
are for the purpose of adjusting film 
prices, he asserted. 

Explaininig the policy which he 
favored, Steffes declared he did not 
believe that independent exhibitors 
desired particularly to drive the 
producers out pf the exhibiting end 
of the business and certainly wished 
to keep them in the busiriess of mak- 
icturcji. 

Steffes Explains 
11 that we want is to rcmai In 
business and. earn a fair return oh 
our investments,' id StelTes. 'I. 
think that we'd be illing to lay off 
our fight on producer-owned theatre 
chains if the producers would agree, 
in return, not to acquire anv more 
theatres and tp give back any thea- 
tres acquired or built during the past 
year in compplltivc spPts having one 
or more independent exhibitors and 
split theatres; and agree to help us 
curtail expansi by independent 
circuit?.' 

In Steffes' opinion, he .sai Im 
rentals will have to be handled on an 
ndividual basi ith a special coin- 
mittce to take care of complaints. 
He declared himself oppoiicd to any 
buying circuits because their pur- 
pose is to impose a. penalty on dis- 
ributors and they eventually would 
wind up. penalizing non-member 
cPmpeting exhibitors. 
Board pf governors recommended 



a special assessment of J Oc per seat 
for Twi ity and five to' lOe per 
seat for out-of-town exhibitors. Dues 
were fixed at 20c per seat for Twin 
City and contiguous exhibitors, a 
considerable increase oyer la^t year, 
and the same as in the past 12 
mionths for out-of-townei-?. There 
was opposition to the dues by some 
of the Twin Cityitcis, who cornplained 
they were too steep and that "many 
couldn't afford them and would quit.

It -had been planned to turn 
back the function 'of availability 
classiflcatioh- to the publisher fac- 
tion on the ASCAP board. 

. Availability c 6 m m i t tee was 
brought into existence about a year 
and a half ago. Society's ne\y sys- 
tem . of royalty allocation went into 
effect at the sarhe time. Dominant 
opinion among the publisheir direc- 
torsi is that the special availability 
committee has failed to prevent dis- 
satisfaction in the matter of- deter- 
mining the value of each firm's 
catalog to the Society and that it 
would be best to return this assign- 
ment to the publisher element on 
the ASCAP board. 

As the availability committee was 
preparing to vote on the question 
of dissplution, Gustav Fischer, a 
member, deniurred, holding , that it 
had no authority to recommend any 
such assignment of powers. It was 
then decided to ask ASCAP.. counsel, 
Frohlich & Schwartz, to. study the 
Society's constitution and by-laws 
for light on the situation.

Deal in England 



Irving Mills, managing director 
of the con^pany which manufactures 
the Master and Variety phonograph 
records, is sailing June 23 for Lon- 
don to establish foreign outlets . fbr 
the two labels. Prpvi ing some- 
thing isn't in the meanwhile con- 
summated with one of the two 
groups that hold a monopoly of the 
British phonograph market to set up 
a separate sales organization for the 
Master and Variety brands, -Mills 
proposes to manufacture and dis- 
tribute independently and to work 
out a performing rights deal direct 
with the British Broadcasting Co. 

Mills states that^he has already 
had a preliminary survey, of the 
British situation made for him and 
that it . is his intention to resist any 
local affiliation unless it is agreed 
that his catalogs be handled in- 
dependently and not be thrown "in 
with other lists of phonograph rec- 
ords. Mills believes that he can in- 
terest the BBC in his product to the 
extent that it may have the right to 
broadcast his records, largely made 
up of^^special material, for an an- 
nual lump sum. 

Mills also plans, to make releasing 
connections with French, Dutch and 
Belgium distributors, and, if neces- 
sary, take a trip to Italy for the 
same purpose.

Suit alleges the law, 
which set up a statie anti-monopoly 
board, deprives the society of just 
revenues and attacks a lower court 
decision in which Judge D. F. Wright 
last June ordered the society dis- 
solved in so far as Washington is 
concerned and directed the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

Complaint recites that amicable 
relations have been maintained be- 
tween the society and some 20 radio 
stations in this state but declared 
the group had lost lafge revenues 
due from beer pai'lors, restaurants 
and dance halls which /allowed pro- 
duction of copyi-ighted music.

In a letter sent to its 
subscribers last week .thie ..AJR5...PTf,Ti 
plained that it had acted on the 
complaints of ubiishers. \vho 
charged, that professional meh were 
making a practice bf piling up two 
and three bar performances of their 
compositions in order to make a 
good showing oh published 'most 
played lists;' Revised method of 
totaling perforniances Went into ef- 
fect Sunday (6). 

Letter from Accurate stated that 
publishers in their attenrpt to top. 
the published lists, of accumulated 
plugs were resorting to methods 
that were 'wholly unethical and not 
conducive to good business;' nor 
were they of the sort that secured 
the type of 'quality' plugs which 
make for sheet music sales. 'Lately,' 
said the letter, 'the practice has been 
to obtain as little as one or two 
bars of a song, with the ARS mak- 
ing a notation of its p.erformance and 
including it in the .daily recapitula- 
tion. 

Under the new rule the Accurate 
Reporting Service will not credit a 
performance in the recap unless 
there has been a complete vocal or 
instrumental chorus, excepting in the 
cases of interruptions for spot 
announcements or five-minute 
local news programs. The band 
fading in at the end of such 
announcements or newscasts may, 
figures the ARS, be concluding a 
bonafide performance, even though 
only a few measures are heard; 
Through thie old arrangements song' 
pluggers who were able to high pres- 
sure band leaders or vocal quartets 
into including a few strains of a cur- 
rently riding tune in the repertoire 
could count on getting recognition in 
the ARS' recap.

Irving Berlin, Inc., is accu.sed of 
grabbing all available tunes with the 
title, 'Gone With the Wind,' to in- 
sure a tie-up with the proposed pic- 
ture version of the novel and to pre- 
vent any outside publisher competi- 
tion. Counsel for a trio of 'song- 
writer.s, Fred Rose, Ed G. Nelson 
and Hyman H. Zaret, has incor- 
porated this charge in a civil suit 
that is being filed against the Berlin 
flrin. Notice of the siiit was served 
on Berlin and Selznick International 
last Friday (4). 

Rose, Nelson and Zaret claim that 
they placed a song 'Gone With the 
Wind,' with Berlin last summer, the 
title with their names as authors 
being filed with the Music Pub- 
lishers Protective A.ss(k:iation on 
Aug. 26, 1936, and with the Song- 
writers Protective Association, Sept. 
10, 193iS. Berlin .subsequently an- 
nounced to the dealer trade that it 
was about to release a 'Gone With 
the Wind' tune, but, say the trio, 
when the song finally got to the 
music counters they found that it 
was not theirs but one; written by 
Herb Magidson and Allie Wrubel. 
Latter version, the three.sqme adds, 
was not copyrighted until April, 
1937. 

It is al.so claim.«d by the Rpse- 
Nelson-Zaret combination that be- 
tween the time Berlin took their 
tune and published the Maigid.soh- 
Wrubel concept the same publishing 
company had taken pVer still an- 
other song with the 'Wind* tag from 
Brooks Bowman and Clay Boland. 
This last version was filed with the 
SPA on Oct, 1, 1936. 

Jule.'; Abeles, counsel for the

If permission is 
granted, as expected, South Broad 
St. site will become a parking lot, 
as did the site of the old Garrick, 
torn down last fall.

Ih the case of the'B'road, continued 
use of the house would require com- 
plete rebuilding, it is clai'medj at an 
estimated, cost of about $500,000. 
Loss of the three theatres leaves 
Philly with six houses available for 
legit, of which four were active durr 
ing the season just finished. They 
were the Shubert-coritrolled Forrest 
and Chestnut, the Alpx Yokel-op- 
erated Erlanger and the indie Lo- 
cust.

Alone about the middle of last week John Anderson, draihatic critic of 
the New York 'Journal, 'took Variety's box score out.to th6 woodshed and 
gave it a whacking: with two and single column measure. It has been 
dpn^ before; sometimes ki ingly, sometimes vehemently. But Mr. An- 
derson had some wool on his side of the fence. 

irihere has been a misconception among thie New York critics as to the 
purpose of the box score which has been in e;xistence, lo, these 14 years. 
The current crop of reviewers (with one exception) were not reviewing 
for their present dailies wh^n that flrstvscore made its appearance-rr-the 
'23-'24. maybe it's time do a little reviewing ourselves. 



The dramatic critics' box score was originally devised in the interest of 
the .irianagers! It was Variety's i not the jproducers', the 
blame or credit here. It was launched as a possible means to 

make the critics give ia definite opi ion on a play, i.e.,. in black and 

white whether it was good\of bad. For, at that time, 14 years ago, the 
Manhattan reviewers were mostly bent on trying to out-crack each other. 
If not that they were making broad attempts to coin catch phrases whibh 
would get in the theatre ads (over the signature of the critic) and might 
even go up in lights (over the signature of the critic) above the Winter 
Garden. That big Garden sign was their: Mecca. As the sun set you could 
watch them face north to see if they'd made It; Meanwhile, practically 
no one could figure from the reviews whether a. show was worth seeing 
or not. . The reviews were fast- bcoihing meaningless and if "the managers 
cpuldn't decipher them it was a cinch that neither could the public. So 
because the reviewers were mainly writing for themselves, or publicity, 
came the box score and its percentage table of Rights, Wrpngs and No 
Opi ions. The No Opinion was the important tabulation) 



Eirbt critics were listed in that first box score. By name, paper and 
sequence in which they ran they were: James Craig (Mail)* Alan Dale 
.(American), Stephen Rathbun (Sun), Heywood Broun (World), Burns 
Mantle (News), John Corbin (•Times), Piercy Hammond (Tribune), and 
Alex Wobllcott (Sun ). These eight critics rolled up a total Gl No Opinions, 
or reviews, in which it was impossible to teU whether the . critic thought 
the play good or bad.v In the box score for the season just closed liine 
critics rang in with but 17 No Opi ' 



So there is soine basis to believe thalt the box score is not entirely 
meaningless despite that of the first group Of listed critics only one (Mantle) 
is stiU reviewing for a New York daily. It might also bie pointed out that 
while Craig won that first one with a pircenfage of .677, this year's winner 
(Robert Coleman-^itlirror) took the pennant with a percentage of .914, 
and no. winner of the score has hit under .800 since '25. Further, no victor 
has had more than two. No. Opinions marked against him since that first 
year and four annual leaiders have had none at all. .All of which doesn't 
.necessarily mean better reviewing but does'imply that the. qriticisnis have 
at least become more definite and evidently more accurate. ■ 



In commenting >on the score Mr. Anderson said: .'The harm it does is 
that it ties criticism to., the boxolficie which is exactly the place it doesn^t 
belong.' This seems to be the general impression among the critics. Variety 
doesn't believe that the dramatic critics of the dailies. shpuld .be concerned 
with the boxoffice success or failure of a play. The commercial aspect is 
Variety's province because Varuty is a trade paper and the trade is pri- 
marily concerned with whethei: a show looks like /a hit or a flop. But 
Variety does contend that the dailies' critics have ah obligation to state 
. whether it's a good or a bad play and not dodge' the tissue. It is our be- 
lief that 90% of a daily critic's readers first want to know Whethier a play 
is worth the time, and money, which it djemands, and if a critic keeps 
steering his readers to bad plays he's going to lose. thPse ■ readers. But. 
that, of course* is the critic's problem, hot ours. 'What Variety' is con- 
cerned, with is that the critics give the plays, and their mahagers, a hreak 
by either saying 'Yes*, or 'No,' and if the box. score appears to be a means 
to that" end so be it. Nor does that mean that we sympathize with the 
producers in their squa;.vks against the critics^ Invariably such complaint 
is an .ali i and without grounds. Certainly that is so in recent years. 



Other theories of Variety are that the dramatic critics can neither make 
Bor hreak a play, and that most people go to the theatre to be entertained, 
not educated. Reviews help and hurt. Only in the case of a show with 
a short bankroll is' a salvo of bad notices necessarily fatal. Yet. even some 
of these have survived their reviews. It has also been proven that a batch 
of raves', 'plus followrup Sunday comment, cannot put a show across if it 
Isn't there. All of which is probably beside the point; 



• There can be no doubt, however, that: Mr. Anderson has'lnade VAniETY 
'walk, the plank in reference 'to the claissificatibn of 'White Horse Inn.' 
Variety classed this operettai as a 'moderate success' despite estimating 
that the show finished in the red for around $170,000, and knowing that 
any show which doesn't make money is a flop, as far as the box score is 
concerned. The compromise rating was reached on the basis that 'Inn' 
ran 39 weeks. Mr. Anderson declared, 'When they're (Variety) counting 
moriiey they ought to count money, and not ring in' old potato chips.* 
Sock. Buck Anderson rides again. The keeper of the box score booted 
Oihe and got caught. He'll hear frOin us later. 



It seems apparent enough that the critic who leads the box score is not 
necessarily the best critic. Though thaV too, depends on what you demand 
in a icritic. But the winning, reviewer, is assuredly the most accurate for 
that particular season and cari poiht to the public (or bpxoffice) foi: ample 
substantiation.' And the customer hasn't been wrong yet as far as show 
business is concerned; 



Our own opinion is that, the jnost readable of the. critics was the late 
Percy Hammond. Not always the most accurate, perhaps* b«t the mpst 
"readable. It was always a matter of regret to this paper that Hammorid 
never led the score. That same regret exists in the case , of Burns Mantle, 
This is a personal angle and merely something we'd like to get on the 
tecord. We don't think either rhan was* or is, concerned \yith leadership 
of the scbre. There have been some critics who have asked to be in- 
cluded. Others have been as sincere in wanting to be dropped, from It 
personaliy or in desiring that the whole thing be tossed overboard; 



■Variety has no intention of eliminating the dramatic critics' box score. 
:Wi think the score serves a purpose and that those 'No Opinion', statistics 
are important. The matter of Rights and Wrongs is soipelhing else agai '. 
Even we donH take that segment of the score too seriously. Any critic 
:^hose paper afllords a second string reviewer coul* easily lead the score 
by merely passing up the tough ones. That fii*si strirtger would then be 
like the third baseman with a pel-fect fielding average ,dv«e to not trying 
for everything that comes his v-ay. Hence, like most mathematical tables 
the box score has its loopholes. 



The score does afford a, gui on how the critics jibe in relation to the 
actual boxoffice results. We feel that it's an odd, and we hope interest- 
ing, sidelight oh New York dramatie reviewing. The critics are qon- 
cerhed with the theatre and so are we. And for us* as Mr. Anderson, 
concedes* it is a good feature. ~

This doesn't appptir sufficient, con- 
sidering the size of the show arid 
the investment, to furnish a profit, 
unless the near-impossible of - 
pacity attendance at dvery show is 
attained. Thus far this hasn't been 
achieved, despite a wealth of pub- 
licity and excellent word-of -mQ.uth, 

Aquacade doing two shows 
ightly, with mati over the 
weekend. Admish to the building, 
or marine theatre, as it is called, is 
$1 weekdays and $1.25 Saturdays and 
Sundays, with two shows nightly, 
plus matinees on weekends. Admish 
- tq the Aquacade does ridt ihcludie 
the 50c. necessary to get into the 
l^xpo, and, unless wants to b.e 
served dinner, only entitles ; one to 
a hard bench back of the table secr 
tion and a goodly distance f rbm the 
stage. On weekend ights,. this 
means a $3.50 tap per couple if 
they're not in the market ior food 
drinks; with dinnier (and the 
cheapest mesil ii $1.25) plus a cpuple 
of drinks each per person, a boy ai^d 
his belle can't get out of the Aqua- 
cade for much vuider $10. 

That's too expensive ai tap for any 
town, anywhere, especially When it's 
considered that the water show is 
only one portion of the Exposition, 
with the latter in its entirety sup- 
posedly the draw. 

Half and Half 

Aquacade is half bn 'tahd and half 
oii water— the audience end being 
on terra .firma, while the stage, 
which includes the dande floor, is 
.mounted on two massive barges 
which move, to or from the audience 
on tracks on the lake bottom. When 
moved out, the stage piermits a . large 
pool bet^yeen it and the audience 
for the; swimming,, diving and ,>vater 
ballet routines; when - moved in, it 
becomes a dance floor, with Wayne 
King's crew providing the terpse 
music from a shell oh the. land ^ide.. 
Stubby Gordon's orch plays the show 
itself from a sheU directly opposite. 
, Above both bands are the spring- 
boards, for the male divers, topped

John Murray Anderson staged the 
Aquacade;. Albert' Johnson did the 
scenery; Bob Alton directed the stage 
dancing; Aileen Riggi . oncei an 
Olympic diying champ, trained the 
girls for the.swimmingi scenes; Dari'a 
Suesse delivered the score. All 
turned in admirable jobs and the 
show, with the exception of a.whoi- 
ly meaningless symbolic scene on 
fascism iand a clumsy, though gaudy, 
finale, reflects their efforts.

Seeks New Name 
For Its Midway 



New York's World Fair two years 
hence will, have ho amusement zone 
bearing the tainted title ;of midway 
nor "will it have any Little Egypts 
or other sisters of . her ilk, Grover 
Whal^n, president of. the 1930. iexpo« 
sition, has revealed. 

Present plans for the New York 
fair amusement zone permit en- 
trance directly from the Horace 
Harding boulevard station of tho 
Independent Subway system. Visi- 
tors pass through a large entrance 
pla^a that leads into a 70-foot wide 
boulevard. This runs for about .a 
mile down through the heart of thi 
section, then turns around and tra- 
verses the same distance along the 
waterfront of the lagoon^ 

Between these two iexpansive road- 
ways will be located the rides an4 
other uncbvered Contrivances, while 
a iqiuarter to a third of a mile inland 
arid fronting on the initial stretch.of 
the boulevard, the; covered and 
larger shows will bie spotted all 
facing th6 wide roadway. 

This boulevard follows the lagoon 
up towards the Harding blvd! end . 
of the zone, and past the $1,600,000 
open-air ampitheatre to be. erected 
by N. Y. State. This is arranged' to 
face the water,, with the stage cdnr 
stru.cted on a small island a short 
distance away. 

This widie curve in the boulevar 
then leads in the opposite direction 
to the opposite side of the lagoon 
where the so-called quieter amuse- 
ment are to be situated. A hug's 
outdoor stadium' will be the principial 
attraction in this area, where hor.se 
shows, rodeos, and butdoor e Vents 
cari be staged. Here also will be the 
more expensive cafes, eabarets and 
shows. 

Wheel chairs, miniature auto 
busses or self-driVcn motor cans. 6t 
small size now are being considet-cd 
as means of tran.sportatipri through 
this expansive amusement sector. 
Roadway scherirje has been to elimi- 
nate cross roads and dead -end 
streets. .Fair officials figure that 
250,000 people cain be. accomodated 
in the ' amu.sefmcnt district at

Sidney Howard, head of the Guild 
'and dne of those - who was so occu- 
pied by Hollywood, on and off, that, 
he didn't have time enough to turn 
oiit any plays, stated at the recent 
theatre convention on Broadway thiat 
Hollywood's absence from the .finan- 
cfiig ranks last season made no dif- 
ference in the nUtnber of produc- 
tions,., which, he dainied, proceeded 
normally^ M^ybe. Recbrds, heverr 
theless, show that, therie ' were only 
90 plays last season as igainst. SiS the 
season before, a drop of 10%. If .it 
wasn't Hollywood money which made 
the difference— or the lack of it^ — and 
it was simply the lack of scripts, as 
claiimed, then the Guild itself, and 
its' members are to blame for hot 
having"eome through; claims the op- 
position; 

On^ of the most vital points was 
missed in the discussions during the 
convention, observers pointed out. 
That was the failure to in-vite pic- 
ture people to address the meetings. 
With Broadway ancl Hollywood, 
closely, tied, regardless of differences 
of opinion,, the convention might 
have worked to better advantage in- 
stead or the one-sided slants mostly 
panning the piottu-e end. 

. Managers say that the Guild's 
elaim is' hardly valid aind that som- 
nolent authors are to blame them- 
fielvesi. They said last year, during 
the prolonged argument over the; 
new contract, that the li936-37 season 
wo,uId not be as fecund because the 
draptatists were doing too much 
talking instead of writing and evi- 
dently that contention proved to be 
correct. 

Most of the authors supposed 'bo be 
on . the Guild's list which has been 
held back iare in Hollywood and 
there is little doubt that some of the 
most persistent objectors to the pic- 
ture people are those who have col- 
lected, big coin from the Coast, and 
probably will continue to do so. 

Records show that Hollywood ab- 
sorbs writers who cliinb into the 
stage lifhelight once biii: fair to re-, 
peat. That such authors are teamied 
With others on the Coast explains 
why so niiany are concerned ith 
the same . pictures. . Guild's list aiiso 
includes those who were formerly 
hit. Writers but have not had plays 
produced in the past two or three 
years. Producers state that thoise 
dtaifnatlsts do \yrite but the scripts 
"hive, gone the rounds, with no 
takers; 

There are few aiithdrs who can be 
depended on to turn, out hits. 
Writers themselves never can tell.: 
.The disputes with Hollywood, how- 
ever, can be ironed out; iherc is a 
ipint, committee supposed to be 
functioning — ^a group representing 
^ianagers and authors— to right the 
disputed points in the contract and 
supplementary rules and until that 
committee goes into action the pres- 
ent friction, ill not be lessened. 
Guild claims that Hollywood will 
Withdraw its stand against backing

Two-year continuance of the }.0% 
admissions tax on all ducats over 40c 
was. voted Friday (11) by the Hou^e 
of Representatives as p.airt Of the 
New Deal revenue prbgram.- Meas- 
ure, prolonging .all nuisance levies, 
was voted only one year extension 
by Senate finahce committee today 
(Tuesday) but otherwise was un 
changed. Current group of taxes 
expire at the end of the month, 
which means conferences between 
two houses to adjust differences must 
be rushed. 

While attempts" were made to raise 
br repeal a half-dozen of the bites, 
the admissions tax was. continued 
without fuss. Not a single member 
attempted to raise the exemption, 
bring about a' return .to the $3 start- 
ing point, or limit the continuance 
to one year. 

A.1I efforts to change the levies 
were balked, with Democratic lead- 
ers squelching opponents by point- 
ing to the amount of revenue pro- 
duced and the government's crying 
need for more funds. 

Raising the exemption oh b.o. levy 
was opposed by the Ways~ and Means 
group in its report on the ground 
that return to tlie old war-time base 
of $3 would cost the government 
$13,240,000. Tap is estimated by the 
Treasury to bring in $20,800,000 in 
the fiscal year opening July 1, while 
calculation for the present period 
is $19,700,000. Actual collections in 
1936 were $17,112,175. Present 
dicatiohs are that the yield will be 
a little below 1937 guesses, since 
the haul through April was $16,328,- 
291 and, if May and June take con- 
tinues at previous levels, the aggre- 
gate will be in ttie neighborhood of 
$19,500,000;

mrood over, it's about lime for both sides to do some tabulating. Who won 
wha|;and why? And how long will both sides go around sulking? 

The figures speak for themselves. There were 10% less plays produced 
on Broadway than the season before when Hollywood bankrolls were 
fluently available. Score one for Hollywood. Total coin expended for 
film sales of plays went 'way up, about six times that oiE the previous 
season.. , Score one for the' playwrights. 

It is ja peculiar situation in' that Holly wood is providing the playwrights. 

ith the best ammunition against Hollywood, The playwrights insisted 
6n that new contract, because they said that Hollywood was not 'bidding 
for plays and that they were being sold, down the river; The playwrights 
claimed that when a Hollywood concern financed a play the other film 
companies didn't bid' for the film rights. They said the. prices which 
plays brought, thus, wisre much below what they should tie.- Hollywood 
denied this and said that no plays would be financed by Hollywood ex- 
cept under terms which Hollywood liked. So Hollywood spent slightly 
over $2,000,000 in one season to buy 26 plays. The year before Hollywood 
piid oiit $470,000 for New York legit productions. 

A peculiar thing, the way Hollywood likes to dish put bi^ coin "for 
roadway plays. Hollywood's price for plays for the past season,' even 
including one play bought for $1,000 and another purchased for $2,000, 
.averages just under $77,000. That ain't hay. Especially when it is .con- 
sidered that the film rights for. the novel 'Gone With the Wind' sold for 
$52,000. The average price paid for books by Hollywood is somewhere 
between $20,000 to $25,000 year after year.. 

New highs were .established in at least two instances the past season. 
First when Columbia dished out $200,000 for 'You Can't Take It With You,' 
aiid later when RKO laid $255,000 on the line for 'Rdom Service.' 

So how can the playwrights do anything except • gloat? When Holly- 
wood says the new dramatists' contract is detrimental' to the playwrights, 
all the latter have to do is look iat the books. Remember the fable,. 'This 
hurts me worse than it does you?' 



There are two sides to every question. The writers were pretty high- 
.handed about it when they rebelled last year and said, 'These are the new 
terms under which you may, or may not, produce plays.' And they haven't 
been willing to talk- things over since. Holly wood , argues that if it puts 
up'inoney to., produce plays it also deserves a isay iri the prescribed con- 
ditions. But if Hollywood can aigree, as it. did, not to finance plays, and 
stick to it for a full season, it would seem that it could also agriee not to 
pay fabulous prices. Shows financed the past season by the film com- 
panies/of which there were eight, were all on previous commitment.

just their minds to an English en- 
vironment and; to appreciate the 
best English plays. The greatest 
s.iiccesses made by British authors in 
America have been with plays that 
were .written with no thought of 
American audiences.' 

Truisms thrown in by Arliss along 
with ,^he rest: 

'The standard of acting on the 
screen today is incomparably higher 
than in the silent days. , 

"The theatre can never die — what- 
ever mechanical contrivances are in- 
vented, there will always be. a public 
for the drama played by actors in 
person. 

'The really good actors are never 
seen at their- best on the screen. . 
. 'Pictures are now catching up with 
the best the stage has to offer. 

'The people who are this most con- 
temptuous of pictures are those who 
seldom go to see them, 

'Much money is lost in the theatre 
by an attempt to give the public 
what they want; they don't know 
what they want till, they get it. If 
they, are given a gbod play— a good 
entertainment— that is \yhat they 
want.'

With production costs, partly due 
to labor, up as much as 25%, dis- 
tribiitors declare that this year they 
must have higher rentals and that, 
for economic reasons, admissions 
will liave to be increased substan- 
tially.'

iJistribytor leaders who • are in 
New york .at present, say that" much 
liigher rentals must be obtained oh 
the coming season's product and 
that the terms will equal or sur-r 
pass the level of 1929. Admissions 
then, prior to depression, weje much 
higher everywhere. These adinis- 
sions have not increased in ratio to 
the rentals but, sales chieftains point 
out, the exhi itor realizes he mUst 
pay considerably more for film from 
now on and • thdt, economically, 
ineans he will haye to charge more 
at the b.o. 

, While most distributors do riot set 
percentage of increase that rentals 
will have to show this coming year, 
since every situation is different and 

. one percentage of increase 'may ap- 
ply for one spot while another ap- 
plies, for a differeiit situation, buy- 
ers declare that they are expecting 
to.be asked at least 10% niore, on 
an averagej than during the current 
(1936-37) season. 

Fewer. Flat Deals 
Flat deals will be fewer than ever 

^ before, representing a very small 

; iidiiiority of the contracts taken, ac- 
coi-ding to leading' distributor «xecu- 
tiVjes. Number of flat sales niay 

, represent less than 10% of the total, 
meaning that 90% of the pictures 
, will be bought, on percentage this 

' coming year, whether the exhibitor 
likes it or not. With the bulk of 
distributor revenue, coming from 

. percentage engagements under which 
'the producer gaips the. ipaximum 
.from his pictui:es, sales heads take 
the position that the exhibitor has 
got to support the producer by pur- 
chasing his product on equitable 
terms, or else the producer cannot 
Veifnain in business, 

In addition to a 25% rise in pro- 
duction costs, producer-distributors 
are facing higher overhead in the 
selling of pictures, not only for the 
reason that everything has increased 
in cost since 1929, but because , of 
labof inroads, such as the organiza- 

' tion oi exchange workers. iJxhibitor 
likewise faces added labor costs this 
year, this plus higher rentals making 
it virtually inevitable that he must 
kite adiTlission scales. 

Indications ai'e that perfintage pic 
tures will. not be obtainable at less, 
than 20% and possibly more. In-

father. Screeimlay. credits jgo to Jo- 
seph Anthony, Mattuel Scfl. and Da- 
vid Hertz, but reports frtwni the 
Coast state half a dozen othen also 
contributed..

Fine, settings,, splendid photog- 
raphy and general production ex- 
cellence are as expected iii a Gold- 
wyn picture.

Barring , the stars, there is no 
easily discoverable flaw in produc- 
tion, cast.'- and direction'; details. The 
most outstanding subjects'- for ad- 
verse- criticism being Dietrich , and 
Dohat. ' This may sound like lese 
majeste, but. the producer has as-, 
senibl'ed a series of topnotch artisans 
for jth'e. work in the component de- 
partments that go to make up the 
picture, . and prbbably ■■ thought be 
had' requisitioned adequately • in the 
selection of the tw'6 iumiiiaries. .In' 
spite of them 'Knight Without 
Armor* is one of the most artistic 
film productions ever produced any- 
where, and .it will inake.good with 
all clasises of! {[tidiences who -have, 
been drawn iii to this picture houses 
by. the twd marqUee names. 
. . It is the first illmizatioh of a Rus- 
sian story laid^ in the days of th'e 
Red reVblutidn that gives one la defi- 
nite idea of what occurred, with ' a' 
flne detail that indicates the Intel 
ligent expenditure of time aiid' 
money, supervised with artistry.* 

Running nearly an hour .and 
three-quarters, there is a trifle -too 
much piling on of specific ' agony, 
but this can 'readily be cut. ' An 
American producer would, probably 
not have played the whole thing on 
so somber , a note. He . wpUld haye 
found : occasional opportunity for in- 
jecting lightness and color. 

A cast as long as a couple of 
pages of the telephonie book, all 
them of good repute, renders exec!

To dd it she opens her 
mouth too wide, thereby losing a 
goodly proportion of . the intriguing 
personality with which she has been 
invested in the eyes of the film fans. 

Dohat never quite gets into his 
character.

He plays his role with modesty and 
dignity, but without apparently ex- 
erting himself. 

The plot, if inevitable, Js satisfy- 
ing, and the method of telling it. is 
the director's own.

• caught in the Russia'n revolution, 
sent to Siberia, released, encounter- 
ing a titled widow-, whom he assists 
in escaping from the rabble. The 
story is resolutely machine-made and 
the clinch inevitable. 

The strength of the whble thing 
lies in the portrayal of life during 
that strenuous period prio.r to, and 
immediately following the fall of 
the Romanoff dynasty; To all in- 
tents there couldn't possibly be a 
more detailed depiction unless the 
briginal. happenings had been pKp- 
tographed. It fairly exudes atmos- 
pherCj and may be set down as an- 
other feather in the cap of Alexan- 
der Koi-da for his series of artistic 
film productions. There is relatively

Serious Menace to American Pix 
Seen By Day m S.A. Prod. Splurge 



Los Angeles, June 15. 

Serious competition lor American 
icture distribution in South Ameri- 
ca by growing film production in 
that country is seen by John L. Day, 
of Buenos Aires, in charge of Par- 
amount distribution for that country. 

Day, who came here to attend 
Par's annual sales convention, says 
that South American producers will 
turn out between 22 and 24 feature 
productions for the comihg season, 
which, by reason of their alUiSpanish 
casts, will be assured heavy playing 
timei particularly In the situations 
oiitside of the larger city first-runs. 

Eveh how. Day claims, local pro- 
d:uction provides a serious menace 
to U. S. distributors, although he 
says that outstanding American pix, 
particularly musicals and society 
dramas, draw heavy patronage in 
the Argentine, Brazil and other key 
spots. 

American star names are a big 
asset to distributibn-.exhibitioh. in 
South America, Day says, and thea 
tre operators are wise to the advan- 
tages ot. playing names. 

Problems 

One of the serious problems that 
American distribution has to con 
tend with in his country, says Day, 
is the strict censorship that prevails 
throughout all of South America, 
•With the exception of Argentina. 
Restrictions are particularly tough 
in Bmzil, he feays* where a majority 
of pix are banned to audiences under 
18 years of age. So serious has the 
condition become that it has been 
pecessary frequently to appeal to 
the. American consulate, and even to 
Washington, for relief; 

Heavy repeat dates of South Afri- 
can-made picts. Day adds, has 
worked to the detriment of Ameri- 
can films, with the latter frequently 
denied Saturday-Sunday playing 
time, thereby cutting heavily into 
revenue for the distributing organi- 
zations. 

Advent of sound, it is pointed but 
by the Par, sales chief, has given 
South Americans a broader under- 
standing, and knowledge of the 
American language, although it is 
still necessary to superimpose titles 
in every playing situation. 

Day states that admission prices in 
the Argentine compare favorably 
with box-office tariffs in many 
American cities, ranging from three 
pesos (about ' 93cr or 94c at current 
rate of exchange) down to one and 
one-half pesos for the smaller 
houses. Average admission In Brazil 
in much lower, being equivalent to 
about. 25c in U. S. coin.

BRITISH CLAM LEAD 
IN COLOR NEWSREELS 



London, ' June "15. 
New quota figures of 15% for ex- 
hibitors and 20% for ..distributors are 
listed in; the draft of the new gov*, 
ernment bill on the quota act, to be 
issued in a. fortnight. Ratios will rise 
to imaximums of 25% for exhibitors 
and 30% for distributors over a pe- 
riod of three years, after which the 
quota would be reviewed in the 
light of ruling circumstances.' Pres-. 
erit ratio is 20% for both exhibits 
and distribs. 

New law is to take effect on the 
expiration of the present Films Act 
on March 31,: 1938. Draft of the bill 
was . revealed by. Oliver Stanley, 
president of the Board of Trade, to 
a. deputation representing the Gin.e- 
matdgfaph Exhibitors' Association, 
the Kinematograph Renters' So- 
ciety (distribs) and the Film Group 
of the F. B. I. (producers). 

Under the new setup, quota films 
are to cost. $75,000. That figure com-; 
pares with a. pound ($4.94y2) per 
foot at the present, a requirement 
which sets the cost of a 6,000-foOt 
production at a minimum 6f 6,000 
pounds (approximately $30,000). But 
filins costing $225,000 or more will 
count double , foi* distributors. 

There will be no film commission, 
but' the Board of Trade will be. the 




GERMAN UNIVERSAL 
$357,600 IN RED 



Berlin, June 4. 
German iversal's financial re- 
port ending with September 26, 1936, 
/shows the company's loss of . the year 
leading up to that ds^te was $357,- 
600 as against $304,000 the year be- 
fore. Largest item on the asset side' 
is the sum of $448,500, representing 
real estate values and inventory; 
claims against various companies are: 
put at $136,500; advances and securi- 
ties deposited, come up to $73,600. 

Liability side, of the. ledger in- 
cludes the company's working capital 
of $800,000; obligations toward other 
companies to the extent of $229,200; 
long-termed loans that come up to 
$60,000. 

For some time now Universal here 
has been lying dormant and has mere- 
ly been looking after- its vested in- 
terests. At one time it produced pic- 
tures in Germany on a large scale 
Avhert Joe Pasternack still headed the 
office here until Hitler came into 
power.

Of .this amount, it is felt, at most 
only about 25% will come from

tion, but whether PI does it alone, or 
in association with others, is one 
of those things.

50% and more of the giross, guaran- 
tees being also raised for protection. 

While it. is expected that the new 
selling season will be more bitter 
than, ever before and accounts will 
in every way attempt to keep rental 
demands down, distributors have 
made up their minds what pictures 
must get this coming season and, 
from their point of view, there are 
no two ways about it. 

There may be .considerable selling 
away from regular accounts and, 
where distributors are locked out 
of any situations through inability 
to get terms they may be compelled 
to go into, such spots themselves to 
show their product.

This can. be obtained 
by educators at a considerable sav- 
ing over comparable 35 mm. equip- 
ment, minus the fire prevention ex- 
pense. Fact that this equipm«nt 
needs no booth or fireprooflng equip- 
ment is an important factor. 

Manner in which Electrical Re- 
search Products, Inc., has entered 
into the picture, mentioned in the 
Hays annual statement, is via its" ed- 
ucational branch, ERPI Pictui*e Con- 
sultants. It has been gathering a 
library of educational pictures for 
the last seven years. This year the 
organization is more vigorously than 
ever enga-Tcd in turning out audio- 
visual educational films which are 
the equivalent of textbooks In scope 
and text. 

Thus far distribution of these has 
been on an insignificant scale, com- 
pany evidently figurine that wide- 
spre^d sales and a nationwide dis- 
tributing system will come later.

At least one newsreel company 
and possibly moi'e is considering 
adopting the unit system of produc- 
tion. This is the method that has 
been followed in recent months by 
Fox Movietone. System has pro- 
duced excellent results as far as 
exhibitors are concerned, though 
admittedly costly. 

Paramount has been mulling the 
idea for a number of weeks, with 
the desire to make a snappier reel in 
mind; Pathe also is reported having 
contemplated a similar plan on a 
modified scale. 

Recent estimates revealed that a 
shift to the new melhod of produc- 
tion on any sort of elaborate scale 
would involve an expenditure of 
about $150,000 more per year. No 
desire to add additional clients is 
back of Par newsreol's consideration, 
but rather to improve the quality of 
its reel; it claims. No decision is 
expected for a while. If adopted, 
such a project of change-over prob- 
ably would not be attempted until 
the newsreel has moved into its new 
quarters at the Astoria studio this 
fall. 

Under the Fox. arrangement, 
sports,^ coriiedy, .fashions, general 
news and personalities arc grouped. 
Three men are assigned to each unit, 
one being a scripler, the second a 
commentator or actor and the third, 
a cameraman. 

This trend is attributed to the be- 
lief that patvon.s want something 
moi'e than outright news'. As long 
as it is entertaining and fast moving, 
this' new type of newsreel is con- 
sidered as having found favor. De- 
mand, for something dift'ei'cnt in 
news coverage is not unusual, be- 
cause it is more or less a duplicate 
of the trend in daily papers, where 
feature articles, special columns and 
the like have come into pi-ime favor. 
In some publications they practically 
dominate news coverage. 

Responsibility for top-notch cov- 
erage is the pi'ovince of the lens 
grinder, in the opinion of. Universal. 
Ganrieraman is the best^ judge of 
news values, it says, because they 
understand the right angles. This 
newsreel thinks a good <fameraman 
should be able to cover anything, 
and also that specialization Is wasted 
motion. .

Ki-esel-Becfc opposition to. the 
RKO reorganization plan has been; 
in the courts for months. 

Stadium's bid . fOr the Oi'pheuni 
Circuit was $700,000, additional to 
subordinating its more than $i3,006,- 
000 . claim against the circuit. Kre- 
sers clients had offered $2,000,000 for 
Orpheum's . assets> 

judge Pa,tterson, in his opinion, 
pointed out that in January, 1033, 
claims against Orpheum amounted 
to .$5,600,000. including that of Stad- 
ium for $3,450,000. At the present 
time these claims, with interest, have 
grown to over $7,000,000.' Against 
these claims Orpheum only had 
$3,000 in cash when it was declared 
bankrupt.

Gaston and Alphonse. 
RKO let it be known it would at- 
tempt to oust the sitters before mid- 
night, but that was changed and it 
was decided to let the 'union make 
the first move.' While the manage^ 
ment shut off the drinking fountains 
In the rest rooms, telephones in^ the 
rest rooms were also .found to have 
bean ripped out. Each , side accuse* 
the. other '"of , that stunt. However, 
the union alibi that with phones so 
necessary direct communication 
With outsi , they woiild hardly 
have wanted the wires torn, appears 
to hold water. 

. Otherwise, both sides showed^ 
desire to avpid open, violence or 
trouble and each made every effort 
to maintain order. RKO kept aH 
ushers on virtually donstarit duty, 
but as the Palace Uses girl ushers^ 
about 50 taller and huskier lads 
were brought in from the nabes 
when those houses shut down at 
midnight. 

With around 50 ushers, a small 
army of house managers and- otk 
flcials, special police, detectives and 
a platoon of 40 coppers, RKO had a 
'thick swarm of manpower in and 
around the hpuse to meet any 
emergency. 

Most of the sitters stuck to their 
pews, seeing the Asta ire-Rogers 
'Shall Wie Dance' over and bVer. 
But when the other film rolled 
around there was a noticeable rest- 
lessness and, after the second show- 
ing of the dual bill, many of the 
sitters dozed off or spent frequieht 
rest periods in the lounge rooms. In 
the end, the sitters filed out bleary- 
eyed froni the long ordeal. 

Pickets 

While the sitters were sleeping, in 
their seats or getting exercise by 
walking around the theatre, picket^, 
ers from the union continued their 
demonstration in front of the house. 
Number of pickets varied fi'om time 
to time from three to as many as 30: 
Good feeling was maintained be* 
tween the pickets and. the police on 
guard, conversations and joking tak- 
ing place between them on occasion. 

During the daylight hours, many 
pedestrians passing the. theatre and 
seeing the union signs proclaiminjs 
the sit-i' expressed curiosity and 
paid admissions, to see the demohr* 
stration inside; As the evening wort 
on, however, prospective patrons ap- 
proaching the b.o. frequently in- 
quired whether 'it is safe to go in- 
si ,'. before buying tickets. Others 
moved on without even inquiring. 

Palace runs doublie-bill, straight 
film, on a week-to-week run. . Cur- 
rent program is 'Shall We baace' 
(RKO) and 'Liet Them Live' (U>. 
Management declared business . vvas' 
'far above normal,' while the unibn 
insisted it seriously ' crimped ' the 
house receipts. 

Whatever legal questions might 
be involved in this kind of a 'sit-in' 
by nonrcmplbyees, it wias not tested- 
on the day in question, although 
word from the Coast and officials 
here was that sorne cOurt action was- 
considered against the unionists. 
Whether the^ union would. resist legal 
steps and in what, .way is an open 
questioh. 

Sunday (i:)), day after the demon- 
stration, arid Monday (14), . uni 
men .continued to picket yariou» 
chain neighborhoods in mctropoiitan 
New, York.

_ Not too bright a U. S, future looms 
for this British-fashioned meller. It 
is the. third production offered by 
the. new English prdducinig firni 
headed by Doug Fairbanks, Jr., and 
Marcel Hellmari, releasihg in Amer- 
ica through United Artists, and the 
lineup of prime players includes, 
aside from Fairbanks himself, Alan 
Hale as the heavy and .Valerie Hob- 
son as the heroine, both frorii Holly- 
wood.

While the trouping is good, and 
the direction water-tight and well- 
geared, the film frequently sags due 
to its toi-pid and tedious writing and 
the fact that its 85 mins. are about 
15 too man.v. Yarn wasn't too slick 
to start with, lacking originality and 
credulity.

' Fairbanks, incidentally, indiilges in 
quite a few acrobatics, rhany of his 
human-fly climbs and roof. jumpS 
reminiscent of his pop's work of a 
generation back.

In recent years the signature or 
house trade-mark appears . to have 
been neglected, in spite of the fact 
there is no jingle factor which lends 
itself, so cohspiicuously to advertise 
ing as 'the- design .Which incorporates 
the traderihai-k or house name, Big 
business recognizes the value of . the 
mark; but the newer school of man- 
agepienti.dbes not . appear to place 
mUch importance on the idea. - 

Nothing used in an advertisement 
is| mpre valuable than a distinctive 
sighatui'e, but it must be outstanding 
It must ije capable of being so close- 
ly .identified with the. theatre that 
the mei'e. sight of the design; even at 
a distance too remote to permit the 
lettering to be read, proclaims the 
theatre. Each sight of a house name 
is, of 'itsetf, an advertisement, and a 
distinctive shape and a persistent 
u.se is' an aid that most managers 
how overlook. Which is a mistake. . 

Preferably, the trade-mark should 
have a distinctive - shape, though 
George .E. Planck pointed out some 
ye^rs ago that the round signature 
was the most useliil because it could, 
be used in many spots where the. 
square or oblong; would 'look out 
of place, unless nestled into one of 
the four ' corners of a- space. The. 
roiind marker ,e:an be used any- 
where; The oval is alsb good and 
is employed by many railroads: Just 
as useful for a picture theatre. But 
there are other forms and designs 
which work well, and careful con- 
sideration, will permit the manager 
to evolve a design that will suggest 
the theatre, as far as it can be seen. 
Once achieved it should be us6d on 
everything from the' newspaper ad 
to the throwaways. On stationery, the 
bill wagon, even on the trash cans. 
It means real, money to. any theatre 
making consistent use of the device. 

Now that business is on the' build, 
why not get a marker? 

Cold Waves 

When the cooling system is first 
put into use there is generally some 
sti'eet talk about cold houses, and 
the danger of .cqntracting a summer 
cold. Sortietimes' 'there is " danger 
that the hobse really is kej)t too 
cold, but even where the tem- 
perature, is properly watched there 
will be talk. 

One theatre fought this with a 
group of old overcoats on a cos- 
turner hear the front of the lobby. 
A sign stated: 'You,, will not need 
your overcoat when yo.ii visit this 
theatre. ' The house is always cool, 
but niever chilly. There's a differ- 
ence.' It made .talk and drove home 
the. point. 

In another town the manager got 
the. paper to run letters pro and 
con on the cooled house. Then it 
broke a big story on the means taken 
to control the temperature with in- 
terviews with two locally prominent 
physicians discussing the problem. 
The result was that ,the theatre had 
the inside track over its opposition 
for the season. . It was the one as- 
sociated in the minds of the readers 
with careful air tempering and ac-i- 
cepted as the house safest to visit.. 
The ^Im bills being reasonably even, 
the house got the bulk of the trade. 

It is always a mistake to overstress 
the low temperature. It worked all 
right for a couple of years; but to- 
day the public has grown wiser and 
knows that too great a contrast with 
the outside temperature will cause 
head infections. Stress comfort 
rather than cold. 



Summer Business 

. If finances permit it is an excellant 
idea to. go to road billboards along 
the most traveled routes in an ef- 
fort to pick up business from the 
auto riders; Some such slogan as 
'Make it a perfect evening with a 
visit to tl?e Gem. Last show starts,' 
with the time indicated will pos- 
sibly -pull .some business. Boards, 
should be davk letters against a 
light ground for, greater vlsi llity. 
Not much copy can be cavried if 
it is; to be read from a speeding 
automobile. 

Especially valuable av-e signs close 
to the entrance of Slimmer parks and 
otiier resorts. One house profited 
last year by a deal with the trolley 
company with a JOc. fare back to 
town. When the' fare was paid - ou 
the home-going trip a cotipon was 
issued, good' for a dime rebate on 
the . last show. It built the late busi- 
ness appreciably.. Just ai cut to get 
what inight. not other ise be avail- 
able, but it woTked.i 

If /a deal can; be made tb display 
advertising inside the .park' enclosure, 
even at the cost of a slide on the 
sei-een, it. probably v/ill pay; Best 
form is a painted sign which can 
be stripped with the current fea-* 
tures and kept strictly up to date. 

Small prizes for water sports, etc., 
have wotlted Out wieil in some locali- 
ties and for the seashore the suii- 
shield is a winner. This is a. fan* 
shaped cardboard with eye-holes cut 
out and covered with blue, green or 
yellbv/ medium. Should be printed 
oh both ^ides so that When used to 
fend the glare the fan can .be. read 
by all approaching the user. 

Spe.cial attention' should be paid 
road houses at approximately the 
end : of the average automobile ride. 
In many, spots one particular I'esort 
is ai general objective. Play this up* 

Chpcplate 

Adapting the,, 'kiss ' irom' idea to 
'This.. Is My Affair' <ii;om the girl 
angle, M. H.'Chakeres,' of the Regent- 
State, Springfield, Chid, used choco- 
late kisses instead of .(the usual mo- 
lasses variety. It' irtade a better im- 
pression on the; i-ecipients. 

Used 'coin envelopes^ with 'Sealed 
With a Kiss from Robert Taylor' on 
the face and sales copy on the re- 
verse. Chocolate kisses are not ex-, 
pensive and -are worth the slight 
difference. in cost.

Film companies, it is known, would 
like to give in but think of their dig- 
nity first. However, there have beeni 
a nuhiber .'of 'offers' made by them 
Of late which Would indicate they 
aire looking for a way out Thus 
one major company recently went to 
the Dii?amatists Guild with a propp- 
sition. ' Company offered to fiiiiance 
the play and give the author at the 
same time a contract guaranteeing 
sale of the film rights for $15,000. 
If the play ran more' than two 
months but lesis than four months, 
this price was to be doubled.' If« the 
play ran' isix months the price was 
to be $60,000. For every week the 
play ran over six months the price 
was to go up $1,000. All this on. a 
guarantee basis. 

No Exceptions 

Dramatists Guild nixed the pro- 
pdsalj although the author "and pro- 
ducer were willing, on the ground 
that there couldn't be . any • excep- 
tions to a minimum basic contract. 
Latter calls for closed andi written 
bids in an open market for filrn 
rights and does not condone any 
pre-arrangements which might take 
a writing property off the open mar- 
ket. 

_ Another 41m company had anbther 
idea to sUbmit. VWanted .a joint com- 
mittee formed for film price setting. 
Committee to consist of three per- 
sons,, one named by film companies, 
one i>y Dramatists Guild and third 
'aa impartial outsider.' This com- 
mittee, idea was, is to take all known 
factors of every play into consid- 
eration and set up 'fair prices.' Just 
hpw it is to work out is not certain. 
Guild again said no thanks, pointing 
out that it Would have to be more 
practically explained; what 'fair 
price' means or how it is to be 
reached or who, then,, would pay 
the 'fair price' and under what con- 
ditions. 

BUt the fact that these and simi- 
lar notions have come up in the past 
couple of months is taken, as a 
healthy sign of progress, indicating 
that a compromise of some sort is 
to be reached before the coming^ of 
the new. legit season. 

Unestabiished Playwrights 

From the drarnatists*- standpoint, 
too, there is some unrest. There is 
ai growing resentment among the un- 
estabiished playwrights, Who feel 
that the Guild is protecting its name 
leaders to the detriment of the 
smaller legion. They think there 
might have been more plays pro- 
duced, if Hollywood coin were not 
excluded and if the Guild were not 
so rough with the coastites. 

Answer from the Guild's leaders 
is that five of last season's clicks 
were from the pens of newcomers to 
the theatre which Is taken to Indi- 
cate that names don't necessarily 
mean ianything and that newcom- 
ers can get their plays produced, 
and successfully, If the scripts have 
merit. 

Also pointed out that there was 
more money spe.rit on plays this past 
seiason by motion picture companies 
than ever, before, with a higher .av- 
erage price than ever before. 

Also that there is plenty, of money 
around waiting to be sunk in plays; 
money from the same sources as 
used to finance plays when Holly- 
wood didn't try to boss things by 
handing out bankrollis; that maybe 
some ipoor plays didh't get jproduced, 
but that is not important eCPnorriic- 
ally. 

Maybe not, reply the little fellows. 
The fact remains that there are at 
least ni plays less on the past 
season list than the year before and 
a poor plky is . still a play to an 
author, and a production is still a 
credit; even if a flop, from an au- 
thor's stan^dpoint. Ahd that the im- 
portant thi is; to get the plays put 
oh.

No Copyrigb Legislation This Session 

Cinch Bet in Washington That Congress Will 
Not Act oil Controversy 



Washington, June 15. 

No copyright legislation is looked 
for during the present session of 
Congress. 

This outlook became definite last 
week when, \yith leaders talking of 
mid- August adjournment, commit- 
tees of both the House and the Sen- 
ate showed no signs of ending the 
stalling which had gone on almost 
since the day the lawmakers con- 
vened. There , remains an outside 
chaiice that some ijleasiire stream- 
lining the outmoded law will get 
through one l>rahch, but it is certain 
that no revision will be .completed 
before the session folds. 

The log-jam in the Senate virtu- 
ally erases hope for the Duffy bill, 
knocking out the $250 minimum 
damage award clause, or any alter- 
native proposal. Furthermore, the 
Patents Committee . has been dozing 
while waiting for the. slaw-moving 
State Department to report on pend- 
ing bills. 

Hostility of Doctor William I. 
Sirovich, chairman of the Patents 
Committee' of the House, to meas- 
ures breaking the grip of American 
Society of Composers, Authors, and 
Publisheiis . eliminates . all. thought 
that the lower chamber may get 
anywhere this year. The best that 
will happen is for Sirovich, under 
pressure Which is not visible so far, 
to Qpen hearings which probably 
would be dragged out deliberately 
until too late for any action. 

Contrasted with the speedy way 
in which it disposed of the matter 
last year, the Senate committee has 
been marking time all this session. 
The matter of copyright revision 
came up at one meeting several 
weeks ago, but no arrangements 
have been made for hearings and 
there have been no recent attempts 
to end the delay.

While little confirmation could be 
obtained for any phases of the gos- 
sip, there is : a growing convictiori 
that the long-anticipated purgie is 
iinmediately in . the offing; Probably 
will be stalled - until Congress goes 
home, although appointment , of 
Stewart heir is expected within a 
short time. 

Promise that he Will name the new 
commissioner in the near future 
came from President Roosevelt Fri- 
day (11), but there still is no au- 
thentic tip where the plum will go. 
Most guessers are watching Con- 
gressman Fritz Lahham, veteran 
Texas Democrat, who is reputed to 
have the backing of Democratic 
House Leader Sam Rayburn, a Lone 
Star colleague.' 

New appointment is a matter of 
Intense interest to both politicians 
and industry people, in view of the 
accumlation of complaints about con-r 
ditions in the F.C.C. With an un- 
expected vacancy to fill; the Prez is 
expected to take advantage of the 
chance, to infuse new blood and lay. 
the groundwork for extensive person- 
nel shifts which might silence many 
of the squawkers and stave off a 
Congressional probe into Cpmirjish 
affairs.

This de- 
spite the fact that Lanham has little 
acquaintance with radio ; and would 
represent another patronage selec- 
tion, and the related fact that Craven 
has some foes in the Senate who 
might create embarrassment, when 
the question of confirmation came 
up. - 

There is widespread .admiration 
for both Laiihaih aind Craven, but 
by no means a universally favorable 
reaction toward themi Congressmen 
with a long acquaintance with Lan- 
ham regard him highly, but pri- 
.vately express fear he has top many 
friends who would m..Pve in oh him 
for favors. Broadcast people gen- 
erally think well of Crayen, but 
question whether a technician ought 
to get a policy-making job of such 
character. 

Unless the President picks a dark 
horse, the determining factor iri the 
appointment probably will be the 
(Congressional attitude. Few observ- 
ers feel Craven stands much of a 
chance unless some of the legislators 
who have beeh criticizing him can 
be smoothed down, "f here also ' is 
substantial Congressiohal distaste for 
the idea of putting former Army and 
Navy officers on commissions and

An overhauling of the broadcast 
division is taken pretty much for 
granted. Close watchers feel sure 
the new appointee will get a seat on 
this part of the Coininish, solely for 
p^chological advantages to be 
gained .by infusing new blood. This 
could be accomplished in one of tv/o 
ways — either' making the recruit 
chairman of . the full Commish and 
thus an ex-ojfficlo division member 
or by sliding sykes to the telephone 
or telegraph branch. 

Governor Norman S. Case, the 
Republican broadcast divisionite, 
looks set to stay, in view of .his close 
.tie-up with the Whit^e Hpus6 and 
general aipproval of . the work he 
has been doing.

Cpnnery prbbe reso- 
lution go over until next winter and 
see what happens voluntarily when 
the Stewart yacaney is filled..

Details of the set-up 
as well as the exact terms will be 
fixed before the convention opens. 

With much of the work still hid- 
den -in mystery. Association mem- 
bers will be offered 20 hours worth 
of recordings, or 40 standard . 16-inch 
-discs, with each side having 15 min-. 
iites of music: All types of tunes- 
ranging from classical through 
chamber, concert, and folk songs to 
marches and swing stuff — is in- 
cluded. Nearly all comes from the 
. public domain, although part repre- 
sents current compositions to which 
nA.B. has gained title. 

«A.voId Names 

Froih. a rendition view-point, the 
NA.B. library embraces every sort 
of musical program fare, Fitzgerald 
and Baldwin have avoided the use 
of big names and, in many cases, no 
names at all will be usedr Reper- 
toire; covers, however, bands, string 
groups, warblers, choral, groups, or- 
gans, concert orchestras, dance 
teams, etc. 

The material will be sold on a flat 
license-fee basis, with charges high 
enough to return a modest profit. 
Although he declined to reveal defi- 
nite arrangements, Baldwin said the 
tiferms will be a . material improve- 
ment ovei* the conditions under 
which recordings now are obtained 
and still will produce some velvet 
for the individuals and corporations 
which underwrite the venture. There 
will be no royalty charges, despite 
N.A.B/S traditional insistence on a 
per-piece method of paying for mu- 
sic, since the Association has out- 
right title to the tunes which did not 
come from the public domain. Prob- 
ably all recordings, regardless of the 
type of rendition or the nature of 
the music, will be peddled for a uni- 
form tariff, with the library corpora- 
tion retaining t'itle to the actual 
platters as well as the arrangements.

Not a particularly strong 
market, - but what Don Searle has 
done with the possibilities is a story 
in management. He has made WlBw 
important in the eyes, of national 
time buyers who tend to 'accept the 
idea that national buying must in^- 
elude Topeka. 

And: the same goe.s for WNAX, 
Yankton, S. D. Management here 
has biiilt an. audience that's intenser 
ly loyal. WNAX suryeyed its poten- 
tial market, and designed its shows 
and atmosphere to meet that, mar- 
ket, with, the result that advertisers 
looking for rural and farm audi- 
ences turn naturally to WNAX. 
No Hlfrh Pressure 
Up in Sioux Falls, in the same 
state, Joseph Henkin operates KSOO 
with more or les-- the samei type of 
market as WNAX, Henkin never 
hits an agency with fancy brochures, 
fast talk or high-pressure sales stuff. 
He walks in quietly, and is apt to 
talk about his family, his , farm, 
which'has been all pa'd for; his kids; 
who are going college. And how 
happy he is with his work and posi- 
tion in life.

p W. iSeward urged denial of per- 
mission to sell WMBO, Auburn, N.Y., 
local outlet. " Adverse report , was 
based" on disclosure tljat .the station 
had been bought without F.C.C,. con- 
sent and so\&. before the original 
purchase was ratifiiedi while case was 
further complicated by dispute oyer 
expenditure for improvements and 
inflated pvice tag. Seward charged 
the parties concerned with exceii- 
tional disregard of Federal regula- 
tions, and violation of anti-trafflicking 
provisibris of the Communications 
Act. Under these conditions, ex- 
aminer opined, F.C.C. cannot con- 
sider the proposed transfer in the 
public interest. 

Untangling' a muddle of facts and 
rigures, Seward found that Roy L. 
Albertson, present 'owner' of the 
transmitter arid current license 
holder, has broken the jaw twice, 
while the prospective buyer.

Musicar background conducted by

Howard Bai Silva had too many diffi- 
culticijl to isurmount both on WPA 
talent and authors.

This stunt, wherein the entire sta- 
tion, both executive and program de- 
partments, was turned dver to High 
School seniors for a day, has prob- 
ably gained WBBM lots of good- will. 
Started, off exploitation about six 
weeks ago, asking every high school 
prmcipal to • make recommendations, 
from their honor lists, of seniors, to 
fill the various positions. Each of 
those recommended wrote a 200- word 
essay on 'Why I Have Chosen Radio 
as a Career,' the best writers to get 
the jobs in their respective- field, and 
the top one to be awarded a $300 
scholarship to the' college of own 
choosing. 

These applications revealed somie 
facts as to radio ambitions. Only 
one of the entire ' number wanted to 
be a sports announcer; about 28% 
chose to be announcers or actors; 
18% singers; 15%,engineers; 15% ex- 
ecutives oi: salesmen; 3% continuity 
writers, and 18% news editors. Winw 
ners were chosen after a series of 
auditions for talent division, and the 
wading through of essays, most of 
which .were along the' line 'Many 
people have shrouded radio with a 
type of glamour comparable to Hol- 
lywood and the theatre. That is not 
■my idea of a reason to choose any 
type of a career; a career to me must 
have stability plus a nucleus around 
which one is able to build position 
and renown for one's self or '1 have 
seen 'fans' group arouhd' their sets 
fascinated as the. ethereal tentacles 
clasp them, hold them.' (.The writer 
of the first quote, by the way, was 
RusseH'. Nype, the boy selected to fill 
Les Atlass' shoes for the day.) 

Final selections included a com- 
plete executive staff, each with a sec- 
retary; two production men, five an- 
nouncers, foiii: actors, fiye actresses, 
a singer, 15 news men and women, a 
continuity writer, a hostess, eight en- 
gineers, a studio supervisor, and a 
master supervisor. 

Promotion was obtained through 
the schools', homes, and in . newspa- 
pers, the latter giving plenty of 
space. Broadcast began at 6:40 a. m. 
Saturday (12) with kid announcers, 
newsmen, producer and . engineers in 
place for ■ headline reading and 
weather reports. Then, throughout 
the day, the boys and girls handled 
everything, excepting two commer- 
cial programs whose structure made 
it impractical, iand in playing musical . 
instruments, something which the 
union forbade. On all other commer- 
cials, however, the kids, worked; 
sometimes with the regulars, some- 
times alone. Most of the advertising . 
copy was, in fact, read by the young- 
sters, including that used at . station 
breaks, and time signals. 

Girl helping Ruth Bine with her 
9 a. m.. 'Headlines for Women' show 
was almost as good as the excellent 
Miss Brine. Ikldie and Fannie Cava- 
naugh, usually interviewing others, 
were, themselves, interviewed; a boy 
helped Pat Flanagan announce the 
White Sox game, and the cast of the . 
Nelson Brothers 'Major McGonnigle's 
Stock Co.' was ably assisted by the 
kids. Even the noon 'Man on the 
Street' was. run by voices apt to 
shoot up to a sudden soprano. 

At 2 p, m. One of thie few WBBM 
sustaining periods, a news dramati- 
zation, was done— produced, written, 
and .acted by the juveniles. Life and 
death of Jean Harlow was enacted, 
as was the Memorial Day Indianap- 
olis auto races, including an inter- 
view (in Southern dialect) with the 
winner. Even by the wildest judgr 
ment could performances be said to 
be anything but pretty horrible, yet 
the novelty and the unconscious com- 
edy involved probably held the dials 
on WBBM. 

One discovery was made, if . the 
regular executives stuck around ^,o 
listen— and that is Frances Wall- 
ertz, high school soprano, and a 
dalndy. Spotted with Milton Charles, 
doing organ, her voice was outstand- 
ing. 

Stunt should be good once every 
couple years, unless the regular staff 
balks at the extra work such a thing 
shoves at them. Only member who 
wasn't loaded down was Eddie 
House, staff orgahist, who suggested 
the" idea, in a $100 contest among 
station employees for best promo- 
tional idea.

OF M. CONVENTION STARTS IN LOUISVILLE 



Around 600 Delegates Accrcditedl--Hundredi of 
Resplutiohs Due to Come Up— New High in At- 
tendance 



In his opening address to the con- 
Tehtloh of the American Federation 
of Musicians, President Joseph N. 
Weber' stressed the AFM's adherence 
. the American Federation of Labor 
t Hnid defended the latter from the In- 
roads .of the CIOJ Weber outlined 
the various problems eonfrbntinr 
the convention. Including that of 
reculatinr recprdihifs over the air 
and th«^use of dubbed music in Alms. 

Executive board of the AFM met 
before the opening of the cohven- 
tion. It ruled among other things 
that in Franko Goldman was not 
to be allowed to broadcast any of his 
New York city band concerts gr?ktis, 
and that the World's Fair in New 
York would be considered open ter- 
ritory for a year. Board also dis- 
cussed radio recordings and Federal 
relief allotments. These questions 
along with others ;contaihed in about 
100 resolutions will conie up before 
the convention when it actually gets 
into action this morning (Wednes- 
day). Past two days hive been de- 
voted to outings and other forrns of, 
entertainment. 

The .:42nd annual convention of the 
American Federation of Musicians 
convened here Monday (14) and will 
continue sesisions throughout the 
week, concluding oh Saturday, (19) 
The meeting this year, to quote ex- 
ecutive, officers, will be the largest, 
most important and moist crucial iii 
the history of the federation. 

President Joseph Weber (who has 
■j^. Just closed his 36th year as head of 
the Federation), Secretary Fred Wi 
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Birnbach and ieasurer " Harry 
Brenton arrived in to\Vn Thursday 
(10). On the ground early were 
James Ci Petrillo of ChicSgo and 
Jack Rosenberg of New York local 
202. 

George LafeU, president of local 
NOi 11 and Harry Currie, WHAS 
contractor and musical irector, 
handled the local arrangements, 
which began with a buffet lunbhebn 
for the visiting Officers at the local 
Musicians' headquarters, 

Attendance this year will exceed 
by far any previous : turnout. Esti- 
mates are that over 600 delegates 
from United States and C.anada will 
have registered.. With wives and ob- 
servers who will accompany the ac- 
credited delegates, there will be be- 
tween 1,200 and 1,500. (Each local 
is allowed a maximum, of three dele- 
gates.) Each delegate is allowed $12 
per diem, plus $2.50 for hotel ex- 
pense. One of the items before the 
conventiph will be the hiking of the 
daily :Stii)eh<i to $15, which, ith the: 
additional $2.50 expense money, 
would bring the total pay for Ciach 
delegate to $17.50 a day. 

Convention business gets under 
way (Wednesday (16), Monday and 
Tuesday being .taken up with regis- 
tering of delegates and' various eh- 
tertainments. Convention proper 
was preceded by orchestral concert 
from National Thieatre Sunday (13), 
under direction of H. Leopold Spi- 
talny, general musical contractor for 
NBC in New York City. Spilalny 
directed ork of 75 pieces, with Mil- 
ler Haas, tenor, and Mary I'rances 
pUane, soprano,- local singer's, as sb' 
loists. Program was airied over NBC 
web from 8 to ? p.m. CST. 

100 Resolutions 
Qfficers of the Federation state 
that thtre are some 100 resolutions 
to be introduced at the convention. 
Foreinost wiU be the question of re- 
cordings. Local 8()2 of New Yorl^ 
City is expected to declarie itself in 
favor of imposing drastic regulations 
on the transcription industry, af- 
fecting commercial and sustai ing 
discs, and ordinary..phonograph rec- 
ords. The moot question before the- 
conventipn will be 'what is the mu- 
sicians'- interest in the record after 
the recordihg has been cut.' 

iSecond in importance to the mat- 
ter of transcriptions, is the. question 
of craft and industrial unions, This 
will be discussed in the open meet- 
ings of the convention. 

Analogy 

red W. Bii-nbach, secretary, ex- 
pressed himself on the question in 
no uncertain terms. 'iSuppose,' he 
said, 'we had a ten-piece orchestra 



in a leading hoiel, )vhich employed 
some 600 people. Should we join 
with the C.I;0. our members would 
immediately, assume the status of a 
hotel erriploye. To make a hypotheti- 
cal case, say that the pay of , the 
employes was set at $25 per week. 
This would mean that our members 
would be reduced tb the status of 
a hotel employe, irid their present 
pay, , which probably ranges irom 
$75 to $100 a ;week, would then be 
reduced to the $25 received" by 
chambermaids, bellboys and elevator 
operators;. Musicians, are highly spe- 
cialized performers who hav^ spent 
years in learning their profession, 
and to reduce them to the status of 
a hotel employe would hardly be 
to their best interest. I believe that 
the interest of the professional mu- 
sician ^ can best "be served- by the 
present setup, and -I don't look for 
any chart£e to be made at the pres- 
ent sessiohs. of the Federaton.'

Gene Buck,, president o£ ASCAP, 
filed, a case in Federal Court here 
this week asking the coUrt to declare 
the recent 'unicameral legislative 
bill, No. 478, unconstitutional be- 
cause it seeks to usurp ihe admin- 
istration of the national copyright 
laWi- 

Bill, although not mentioning 
ASCAP by name, clearly defines it 
by attacking any combination of 
firms,, persons, or corporations 
which fixes arid determines the 
amount of money to he paid for the 
privilege of rendering copyrighted 
music within the .state; 

Three subpoenas were served In 
the case — on Secretary of State 
Swanson, Attorney General Hunter, 
and CoUnty Attorney Towle. 

Main allegation in Buck's petition 
for a restraining order on enforce- 
rhent of the bill is that it is class leg- 
islation; that it attempts to vest in 
state courts the right to determine 
ownerships of copyrights; that it at- 
tempts to usurp powers of congress 
to enact copyright laws; and that it 
would prevent the society from en- 
tering into voluntary contracts li- 
censing the use of copyrighted mu- 
sic — hence is unconstitutional.. 

Bill was drawn and pushed by 
Senator Frank Brady, of Atkinson. 
Hearings, were held during the ses- 
sion, with radi and theatre men 
both upholding and opposing it. 
Brady charged that the upholders of 
ASCAP were doing so becaUse of 
coercion. Similar laws are on the 
books ot Washington and Montana.

Radio Makes Forgotten Hits 
More Valuable Than Some 
of the Lesser Songs of the 
Momerit 



RENEWAL ISSUES 



Prediction is made in music pub- 
lishing circles that the coming year 
will see. lots of litigation involving 
the renewal provisions of the copy- 
right law. These court contests are 
expected to tie up the transfer of 
scores of valuable copyrights, with 
the issues probably being taken to 
the U. S. Supreme Court for adjudi- 
caition. 

Scramble for rejiewal of copy- 
rights which has marked the activity 
of the music industry the. past two 
years is almost entirely due to th<B 
high premiuhi that radio has placed 
on old hits. Broadcasting has been 
digging farther and. farther into the 
catalog archives for material, with 
.the result that the performance 
rights value of some of the "clicks 
of yesterday is greater than that . of 
the moderate hits of today. Old 
tunes are not only being played over 
and over again on the networks but 
there's ah added source of consistent 
income to be derived firom electrical 
transcriptions. 

Prior to radio little attention was 
pai to obtaining renewal rights. 
Competition for such rights were 
rare. Now the pubs engage in stiff 
bidding, with some of the big prices 
being paid for part of the right only, 
either; the music or the lyrics. Max 
Mayer is reputed to have paid 
$2,500 for thie renev/al rights of the 
lyrics of 'Meet Me Tonight in 
Dreamland!' Renewal rights to the 
song's, melody ihad previously been 
obtained by Shapiro, Bernstein & Co. 

Most of the litigation, it is fore- 
cast, will be brought to determine, 
whether the writers of many of these 
old hits or their estates had a right 
to enter into the renewal contracts. 
Point at issue in -such cases will be 
the clause in the copyright law 
which states that a work involving 
a writer who had been under hire 
at the time of its creation can be 
renewed as to copyright by only the 
employer. What constitutes a writer 
under hire was left vague by Con- 
gress in the law, nor have the courts 
ever been pressed to define this 
point. Law also gives the original 
publisher the exclusive right of re- 
newal if the copyright rates as a 
composite work. The question that 
will have to be settled here by the 
courts is whether the inclusion of a 
song in ia folio brings that nurnber 
within the pijrview.of the composite 
work clause. 

Disputes have already developed 
among publishers with split renewal 
rights as to which one should do the 
.publishing, but it is figured that 
there will be little difficulty of ad- 
justing this . situation by amicable 
agreements.

Insurgent Songwriters Organization 
Enters Field; Pooh-Poohing S.P.A. 



Agitation of the Songwriters Pro- 
tective Association against popular 
music publishers has become further 
complicated by the entry into the. 
field of an insurgent songwriters' 
organization. New outfit, the Asso- 
ciation of Composers and Authors, 
Inc., had its certificate of incorpora- 
tion approved Monday .(14) by State 
Supreme Court Justice E. E! l. Ham- 
mer. Temporary directors are George 
Whiting, Billy Frisch, Allan Flypn, 
Ed. G. Nelson and Fred Rose. 

Charter members of the ACA de- 
clare that thiey propose to do the 
things that the SPA was supposed 
to do and that is protect the writer 
from e)(pl6itatipn by the publisher. 
The ACA group contends that the 
SPA, is impractical in its operiations 
because the litter's board of di- 
rectors are to be found on the board 
of the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers. 'The 
ACAers describie these interlocking 
directorates as a case of one hand 
washing the other and as 'filling the 
function of a company union; Under 
the by-la^s of the ACA no, mehiber 
of any other board in the music in- 
dustry, such as the SPA or ASCAP, 
may be elected to serve as ah of- 
ficei: or director of the ' ACA. By- 
laws also allow for the recall of any 
director or officer by a 75% vote of 
the ACA membership. 

Film Boffey Again 

It is the intention of the ACA's 
charter memberis to engage in legal 
test cases that will determine the 
writer's exclusive right\ to, license the 
mechanical rights to his work. They 
also feel that their organization is

Talk between the Songwriters Pro- 
teiztive Association and a committee 
of representative publishers on a re- 
vised deal for transcription and syn- 
chronization rights reached a stale- 
mate yesterday (Tuesday) when sev- 
eral indie pubs rejected the writers' 
offer to '.compromise for 50% of the 
net royalties. These indiies felt that 
the whole thing should be left open 
to bargaining between themselves 
and the writers and that since the 
major firms controlled by film pro- 
ducers Would have little worry 
about mechanical divvies any con- 
tract with the; SPA would predomi- 
nantly affect the indie publishers. 

Delegates of the SPA had ex- 
pressed themselves as willing to set-, 
tie the issue on the basis that their 
fellow writer members reQeived 50% 
of the net royalties forthcoming from 
the licensing of a sync or transcrip- 
tion rights. The major- publishers 
are agreeable to this proposition but 
the indies d,eclare that they would 
be free to trade with the individual 
writers aiS: they see .fit. It is also 
their contentibfi that the 45% net 
they would get from a mechanical 
rights, sale would not be .worth their 
while; if applied as a strict arrange- 
ment. Such terms, they say, would 
sieriously handicap them, contriiry to 
the setup which, would prevail for 
those publishing firms controlled by 
film producers. In most of these in- 
stances the publishing firm and the 
producer between them control all 
mechanical rights by virtue of the 
studio contracts with the wiHlers.

She's 
hooked anyhow, the agent siniply 
failing to notify the nitery opeirator 
of the 'non-mixing* angle, and leav- 
ing it entirely up to the' pwformer 
to take it the.hardi or easy way. 
Who Suffers 

•Non-mixers,* of. course^ are the 
ones who are suffering. Nitery !bPok- 
ings are frequently oiti a twO-week' 
basis. Those girls who refuse to 
work at tables usually are cancelled, 
after the. first week, or, else things 
are made so unpleasant foir them 
that they quit. There: are few 
known instances of wh6rie a femme 
performer took leigal steps against 
a nitery management for summary 
cancellation of a contract; failure for 
this probaibly being chiefly .due to 
fear of strong-arm methods, which 
also aren't rare. 

In. essence, the tactics of the book- 
ers and nitery operators are such ais 
to prpvide a possible basis for ci-im- 
inal actions. Girls are baldly 
prppositioned the moment they 
reach the niteries or roadhouse — in 
some instances their floor and other 
work is clearly defined for them by 
thebopkers. 

In the cancellation . instances, some 
of, the niteries are getting away with 
this by. having the bookers sign the 
contracts. Many of the bpokers, 
with those in New York perhaps the 
most . .frequent offenders now, are 
unlicensed, and, through maintaining 
their offices almost strictly in, their 
hats, are practically civil-suit proof. 
Another escape, mechanism fpr the 
iteries is to promise the femmes 
contracts on arrival— and if there's 
no 'mixing' there's no cOntiract. And 
most always, no salary. 

New ■Pennisy . Law 
illy ittsburgh riitei:y book- 
ers are also flagrant Offendiers, but 
the new Pehnsylvariia law,.lic(Bhsing 
all booking offices and agenciesi is 
expectied to effect at least a partial, 
cleanup of the. tactics in those cities. 
New law requires bonding of book- 
ers and agents, , ith is held in 
escrow pending civil suits arising 
from contractual differences or. can- 
cellations. 

Hostesses have been present in th^ 
nocturnal spots since prior to; piro- 
nibition, ' but it's been only in the 
past year or so .that; fetnme perform- 
ers have been asked to double from 
the fipor to the tables. And this 
doesn't necessarily imply strictly 
chorus girls, but specialty perform- 
ers and featured acts as well.

N. J. Amendment Limits 
Fems' Working Hours 
III Niteries, Restaurants 



Atlantic City, June l5. 
Night clubs, cabarets and restau- 
rants fell under the ban Thursday 
(10) of the ainended State Women's 
Employment Act, prohibiting women 
fronri working, between the hours of 
midnight and 7 a.m. 

Whether establishments that have 
women iners wOuld feel the 

full force of the -law was unknown. 
In Trenton, where the law was 
rushed through the legislature on its 
final day as an amendment to a 19,23 
statute, officials who would not. per- 
mit use of their names predicted that 
the legislature woiild exempt places 
of amusement when it reconvenes 
June 28. Amusement pi which 
occasionally during the summer sea- 
son run midnight shows, are joi ing 
the restaurateurs in fighting the act. 

Many sources feel , that a !joker' 
was slapped into the bill to affect 
restaurants, but ' State {Senator 
Charles E. Loizeaux ot Union County 
denied the clause was a 'joker' and 
deliberately included to, limit the 
working hours of wonien, especially 
in night clubs and restaurants. :Tele- 
phohe operators arid charwomen are 
exempt from the law. 



$1,110 RAP VS. N. Y. 
FR. CASINO STANDS 



Two highballs -and mi imum 
food billl a resultant , dispute over, 
payment and an arrest will cost the 
New York French Casirip $1,110, the 
Appellate Teiian " of the Supreme 
Court decided Thursday (10), when 
it unanimously affirmed a judgment 
obtained, by Earl TewksbUry, a: 
beautician. 'Tewksbury had .sued the 
restaurant for false arrest. 

It: seems that the beauty piarlor 
owner and his wife dropped into the 
Casino in February, 1935. They 
dined and ordered two highballs. 
They danced, and Tewksbury 
ordered two more ,drinks and called 
for his check. The waiter slapped a 
bill on him for $9,10: He protested 
and the waiter explained that there 
was a minimum food charge of $3 
per persbri, Tewksbury refused to 
pay; 

Tom Poweirs, manager, called a 
cop, 'Tewksbury was- haled to the 
station house. There Powers was 
advised to obtain a summons or sue 
for the amount claimed. All 
finally left the hoosegow, but Mr. 
Tewksbury's feelings remained ruf- 
fled. He finally brought suit for 
false arrest and the jury decided he 
was entitled to $1,000 damages and 
$100 costs. The Casino appealed, but 
lost.

Because 
his new Riviera is a night club in 
the sense that motion pictures por^ 
tray night clubs; it's lavish, it's pic- 
turesque, it's an architect's dream.; 
It's a natural for hefty New York brz 
and shoidd attract a lot of 6ut-of- 
toWners as well, because of its un- 
usual surroundings and situation. 

Spotted above the Hudson, room 
is a very large one, circular, _with 
glass casing all aroutid permittrng 
the farthest ring of onlookers to 
peek at the ferryboats and barges 
while nibbling at their food. These 
customers can't see very much of the 
show, as it happens, on the floor, but 
they shouldn't be worried by this; 
The show that coimts is the spot 
itself— and that's plenty. 

Modernistic, but hot too much so, 
there is seating capacity for about 
1,400 diners. Room is circular, so 
doesn't look that big, with the tables 
elevated on platforms as they go 
back. Band is stationed on a cir- 
cular . stage facing the auditorium 
aiid leading dlfectly onto the dance 
floor. This serves as the stage for 
the shows later. Three performances 
.are given nightly, with nianagement

Opening show is not the best seen 
in such surroundings, but consists 
of good material. Cross and Dunn 
do their usual swell comedy hat- 
.nionizing act, employing their 

Bolitest parodies for sock returns, 
iijster Shaver and his clever midget 
■ duo, Olive and George Brasno, are 
tops, as always. Condos Brothers 
knock themselves out In tap rou- 
tines without any trouble and for a 
nice hand. Ben Yost's male quartet 
do well by harmony, although on too 
long. It's an unusual turn for a 
nitery floor, but the opening night 
mob loyed 'em. Josephine Huston, 
who has an excellent soprano voice, 
was troubled on opening night by a 
lack of co-operation from the p.a. 
system and a none-to-good selection 
of numbers. She changed her rou- 
tine later in the week. There are 
tw.o lines of girls, the ponies being 
excellent, but the big girls a bit too 
stiff. Costumes are none too pretty 
and routining could be pepped up. 

That makes a mighty nice floor 
show combo, and, even if the rou- 
titiing could be better, it all leaves 
a ' pleasant Impression.

URBAN ROOF 

(PITTSBUBGH) 

Pittsburgh, June 9. 
William Penn, hotel's summer 
dance spot has reopened with Happy 
Felton's crew and band, which 
should satisfy collegiate majority 
that frequents the town's only roof.

P'way Managei^ Demand Revised 
NYTPA Pacts, Seek Kew Terms 



Expected acceptance of the mini- 
■ mum salary agreem.ent between the 
managers and the recently . formed 
New . York^ Theatrical Presis Agents 
Jias been set back , by the managers 
who asked that the terms be 
cjhanged ahd the contract revised. 
This came as a surprise to the p.a. 
group " which' consists of the better' 
known or, 'name- publicity people on 
.Broadway. It was indicated that the 
producers iare quibbling because of 
thei muddled union situation within 
the legit theatre. 

The agents at first sought a basic 
mi imiun of .$100 weekly but there 
is a stipulation that if the rnanager 
insists on exclusive services the 
.ihinimtun shall be $15iD, Contract 
also provides tha.t the least the p.a. 
may be piaid for a second show un- 
der the same ■ management shall be 
$50, or a mi imum of $200 weekly. 
Additional compensation should 
thefre be additional . attractions 
.would be agreed on between the 
management and the p.a. 
■ Major press agents, point out that 
,fhey' are never offered, less than 
$150 for exclusive services. 'P,a.'s 
claim tiiat managers regard the con 
tract figures as too high- for the 
bverage work.reqiured and. that the 
sliowmeii also want a stipulation that 
.'less than $100 lie set for tty-out 
.' engagements. NYTPA is consideir;. 
ing, this new. phase, but the mem- 
ibi^r'sbip is saiid to be opposed to that 
concession as trivial. 
, From., the mianagerial end . it. was 
stateo( that the contract might resuU 
' in . closed . shop, a union principle 
adopted by ^ group that is essen- 
tially non-union. That contention is 
flaljy denied by the NYTPA, which 
claims its membership is not lim- 
ite'd. Should the manager engage 
new people for his publicity work, 
they would be admittied to associate 
. membership in the NYTPA and after 
being on the job 40 weeks wolild be 
admitted to sen.lor rating. 

iP.a.'s have been mulling over the 
union situation, more comiplicaited 
when the Newspaper GuUd voted to. 
ibin the CIO. They state that if a 
.union affiliation faces the group as 
a requirement, it woiild logically be- 
long to the American Federation of 
Labor unions, because the latter are 
theatre groups. There could be no 
CIO affiliation unless the entire 
union set-up of the stage unions is 
changed, something which the latter 
have not' contemplated..

Equity has never made, an, exception 
for any other manager and saw no 
embarrassment on the .part of the 
Rockefeller group. Attprneyis for 
the latter pointed out that their 
principal was much more financially 
strong than any surety company, but 
Equity countered by pointing put 
that *Virgi ia' is being produced by 
the incorporated Center Theatre Co. 
and that in the event of dispute it 
might be forced to resort to thie 
courts fpr possi.ble jecovery, which 
a salary, bond obviated; 

It was pointed out by Equity that 
it is not the first time that persons 
of great wealth had posted salary 
bonds. Some years ago the wife of 
Samuel InsuH put on an attraction 
in Chicagb. Insull. was then rated 
one of the world's richest men but 
was required to guarantee salaries. 
Another factor in the Rockefeller in 
stance is tha,t actors' contracts are 
being signed by a Center Theatre. 
Inc., corporation officers and not an 
individual.

Stage Relief Fund starts its fifth 
summer with a cash balance of $8,478 
with which it, hopes to carry on intP 
autumn. During the year which 
ended Jfune 1, it disbursed $19,873. 
which was given or adyanced to 3,336 
professionals' in need of 'aid. Fund 
heads were pleased to announce that 
during: the fiscal , year $3;779 was 
paid back, by som^ who received 
financial aid and later obtained em- 
ploynient. 

There were 17, benefit perform^ 
ances by legit attractions during. the 
season, netting the Fund $28,351. In 
addition, it received $2,000 from the 
Theatre Authority, which collects a 
percentage from other benefits and 
distributes the money to stage char- 
ities. Additional rhoney ived 
amounted to $2,669 in the form of.

One day a ,:^ival 
paper brings out a sensational ac- 
cusation ^f Rea and his sheet, based 
on the fact that Marcella has been 
seen iri the comi)ariy of an oifficer of 
an enemy country. 

Rival /newspaper intimates that 
Rea is carrying on hegotiations with 
the enemy through his daughter, 
veiling his actions behind patriotic 
attacks in his paper. In this Way 
the publisher is suddenly brought to 
the realization that he has been neg- 
lectirig Marcellia and, knowing so 
little about the girl, he cannot say 
whether the accg^ations are true or 
hot At the same time he discbyers 
that not all his assbcistes are loyal 
to the paper; his foreign editor, 
Giorgia Serra, even trying to profit 
by. the suispicioh cast on Rea in an 
effort to get the publisher's job. 

A climax is reached when Rea 
seems forced to choose between sav- 
ing his . paper ■ or his daughter. It 
soon develops, however, that the 
enemy Officer in whose company 
Marcella was seen iis the lover of 
her governess with whom he has 
been cohspiring to kill Rea for his 
printed attacks. At the final curtain 
the air is cletared and Rea goes 
right back to devoting himself to the 
pia^r to the exclusion of Marcella.

Hardly a jovial entertainment- 
more a medical lecture thinly 
veiled in the form of a play. Cer- 
tainly not likely to prove popular 
amusement either here or America, 
other than private performances 
purely from propaganda- motives. 

Within ia few minutes of the rise 
of the curtain, the. whole ensuing 
plot is mofe or less revealed, remov- 
ing any feeling of suspense. 

Story points a moral, depicting the 
awful results likely to follow a 
woman taking driigs to avoid ma 
ternity, thus planting the seed of de 
structioh in the mind of the unborn 
child. A brilliant barrister explains 
to his mistress how he saved a young 
murderer frbm the death penalty by 
expounding this theory, having the 
boy's ihother oh the stand to testify 
he was an eighth and unwanted 
child whom she had unsuccessfully 
attempted to get rid of. Taking 
little heed of this case, the womjan 
herself is doing the same thing, 
but doesn't tell her lover of her con- 
dition, fearing scandal. Her bus 
band is in India, while the . lover is 
single, and .would, itiarry her if she 
were free. They have a tiuarrel over 
his supposed casualness, which she 
Refuses to patch up. 

Despite the drug, this haby arrives 
and second act sees her a queer, 
nervy , girl of 18 whom the doting 
mother has spoiled. Her twisted 
mind soon manifests itself a series of 
vicious outbursts which end in her 
attempt 16 set fire to her sweet 
heart's wailpaper factory and the 
slaying of a detective who catches 
her in the^ act. 

The boy takes the blame for the 
murder, but his uncle, the barrister 
of the first act, gets the truth out 
of him, and visiting the girl meets 
the mother and discovers it is his 
own child. The girl overhears her 
tragic origin and why her nature 
IS warped, and shoots herself. The 
boy rushes in, in hysterical grief, 
reproaching the couple for. mutilating 
the life of the girl he loves. 

Generally weir acted, with the 
young lovers scoring best, particu- 
larly Michael Osleir in his difficult 
final scene. A sincere, genuine piece 
of work, but there are nt> surprises. 



Miss Hurlbut'is play, was tried out 
in America-^some place in Maine — 
a while ago, and is how presented 
here by Theron Bamberger,. With a 
view to recruiting an English cast 
for a New York iproductioh. 

.One seldom encounters a play de- 
veloped entirely along comedy lines 
ahd exceptionally witty dialog— 
sbmetiihes a little frank, but never 
vulgar— that has a serious undercur- 
rent of drama. 

To predict isuccess for it in 
America is difficult, as it is the sort 
of piece , which, ill either catch on 
immediately, or not 'at all. Suitably 
produced, it has better than an even 
chance of success, and as the com- 
pany is small , and there is . but one 
set, it is a good managerial gamble. 

The serious motif ; concerns a suc- 
cessful architect, who was so badly 
shocked during the war, having lain 
in the trenches for three days seeing 
nothing and hearing only bombing 
planes flying above him, with the. re- 
sult that whenever he hears a plane 
at. the. pi-eseht time he goes barmy. 

The right girl comes along, and 
turns . out to be a young. American 
divortee whose husband is seeking 
forgiveness and wants her to return.

in three acts but is presented in two 
parts. Change^ f rprn. a . cabaret scene 
to butlirie , 3tti affording minia- 
tures on twp levels to enact a .court- 
room trial and introduction of spot- 
Ughtsd itnesses, consumes too, 
much time. A black .iand White or- 
chestra xemains idle until just be- 
fore the action resumes,, one bf.the 
directional errors. 

Perhaps the play's chief defect is 
the absence of piinctuating comedy. 
In the. first act there are mention 
of foibles of colored people, par- 
ticularly 'the numbers game, which 

isn't confined to Harlem by any 
means. Tiiai'e is some humor there, 
but the story is serious and pur- 
ports to -pi-escnt a. problem bf the 
race— the predicament bf a coloriBd 
college athlete who can find em- 
ployment only as a red cap in the 
railroad station. Play then goes 
melier, with a.- murder committed 
and Philip Lawrence framed, and 
convicted: by a Harlem racketeer. 
' Philip is engaged to Nancy Rob 
bins, whose Gbd-iearing' mbther cbn 
ducts an eating place whete chitlins 
is a tid-bit. But hauling the bags 
of travelers' is abhorrent to Law 
rence; famed athlete. There is no 
reference to JeSse Owenis, World's 
champion sprinter; Hero of the play 
is supposed to be a crack high jump 
er and there are several -colored 
marvels in that specialty. 

The boy disregards his -flandee's 
pleading and becomes m.c. in a 'Har- 
lem, hot soot, b.eeatise there is more 
mbneytp be made- and he goes to the 
establishment of Chick Turner, 
reputed head; of the niimber.s racket, 
Cabaret • sCiene is mildly diverting 
and ends in the room above .'lighted 
behiiid' a scrim. There Turner kills 
Dreamy Dale, a politician trying; to 
muscle *in on the Colored man's 
racket. The gun is thrust into Law 
rence's hand arid Turner's body 
guards testify against him. At the 
fend, however, the real killer's miss 
irig sweetheart, who witnessed the 
murder, is . icked up and tells the 
real istor.y; 

There is a fairly large cast, which 
is usual for WPA plays. Many of 
the parts are bits, with the leads 
Played by Maurice Ellis, Tho.inas 
Mbsely.

He took 'Utmost pains to 
always shield her from knowledge 
bf thesfe attacks. A week after, he 
was elected, tb the presidency^ Rachel 
fbuhd a pamphliet .Which viciously 
condemned her; arid she died in 
.Tacksbn's arms from a heart attack. 
Broken in heart and spirit. Jackspn 
departed for Washington to live" in 
the White House, the place which he 
hbped woiild signify Rachel's tri- 
umph over their enemies. 

A secondary, factor in the play is 
the rbmahce of John Eaton and 
Peggy Timberlake^ which provided a 
premise for the story of 'The Gor- 
ftebiis Huss.y,', The pblitical schem-. 
ings bf Jacksbn's clbse friends and 
advisers are alsb woven into the 
story. 

Between the acts, son ?s of ancient 
vintage . are rendered by a quartet, 
but do ' not serve , to soothe th» rest- 
lessness of the "audience^ Murf.

It is. not .altogether strange tHat 
the first intelligent effort to appraise 
Ainerican film product should come 
from England. Distance yields peir- 
.spective. American analyses, such 
as they have been, are too prone to 
regard the box office, rather than 
the artistic value of Hollywood 
product. 

But it i^- somewhat remarkable to 
find • Erich H. . Ridebut's 'The 
American Film' (Mitre Press, Lon- 
don, 15s) an aijsence of the preju- 
dice which mars the work of so 
many British writers. He can find 
good in what originates in another 
country; indeed his fault, if any, is 
too great a charity. 

For the major part the book is a 
description of the work of the major 
directors and their film, but it forms 
the best catalogue extant of the pro- 
duction of the past, dozen years up 
to and including British releases for 
this year.

•Under terms of the Zukor con- 
tract, he will receive a salary of

He explained that his and his 
firm's action vwere for the interests 
of Paramount. 

Privately, members of the man- 
agement insisted that these attacks 
upon Griffis were wholly unwar- 
ranted arid that he is one .of the 
most earnest and sincere woi-kers 
oh behalf .of Par. 

- There was long and acrimonious 
debate on the Zukor contract. At 
least a dozen sharehbldci's arose to 
voice their objectionis. Pppbsition 
was aibng lines that the chairman's 
weekly salary was big enough, with- 
out bonuses. It was argued that 
until the company shows an actual 
profit, and the stockholders receive 
some return oh their investment, 
Zukor should foregb iany bonus. 
Roger's Complaint 
Attorney Saul Rogers was among 
the complaining ones who were 
present. He told the meeting that 
he had phoned Stanton Griffis th«! 
day before for an appo'in.tmerit, but 
didn't get even the. cburtesy' a 
reply. 

Present by proxy, or in person at 
the meeting weie 3.479,000. votes, 
rep reseTi ting more than 17,706 stock- 
holders.

■ 'The combined savi Balaban 
told the stockholders, 'resulting from 
operating economies, rediiction' of 
interest charges on fgnided debts; 
reduction of - interest - charges . on 
mortgages and dividends, on first and 
second preferred shares: amounted to 
the elimination of piribr charges 
against common stock Of a sum ex- 
ceeding $2,000,000.' 

Balaban was frank in his outline 
of the 'company's: situation. , 
. 'Although Paramount's productions 
for a number , of yiears,' Balaban 
sai 'have not satisfactorily appealed 
to Our foreign market, the box of- 
fice quality of pur product has im- 
proved considerably for the domes- 
tic market, and now. we believe we 
have . a program of pictures which 
will be received not Only by our 
.domestic, but by our foreign cus- 
tomers as VelL- 

One year ago there was $2,850,000 
of accumulated dividends on both 
classes of preferred stock. These 
have all been paid, .according' to 
Balaban. '

. It was Attorney Saiil Rogers, from 
the floor, acting independiehtly, who 
brought up the question of overcost 
on prodUctidn. Thi^ was one of the 
matters which hever*^ got far in the 
meeting, as it might lead to re- 
vealing the company's studio posi- 
tion. Rogers finally subsided' when 
one of the stockholders arose and 
sarcastically suggested that perhaps 
William Fox should be called in to 
discuss what he knows about Saul 
Rogers, 

But such personals, were few and 
never got. far. 

Balajaan explained that, for the 
first time .in years, the company has 
eight finished pictures ready for re- 
lease, in touching upon the Im- 
provement on the studio end. 

He told of the reorganized Olynir 
pia theatres, which; he said means 
that ■ Paramount now may get 
around $600,000 in dividends annu- 
ally from this New England jgroup 
of theatres, if present, conditions 
continue. Also, at the insistence of 
one of the stockholders, Balaban 
stated that if conditions in the cbrii- 
pany and the trade continue as now, 
it may be possible that a common 
stock dividend could be paid by the 
end of this year.

Balaban also told the stockholders 
that .during April, this year, the 
parent company's earnings, after 
normal income taxes, were $585,000, 
against. $191,000 for a similar period 
last year. These earnings do not in- 
clude Paramount's undistributed 
share of earnings from partly- 
owned subsidiaries, amounting to 
$201,000, and without adding any 
special inventory reserve, such as 
was done the previous year. 

At the conclusion of Balaban's ad- 
dress, the. stockholders voted unani- 
mously to have his address printed 
and sent to all stockholders.

In last week's issue there appeared 
a story concerning the Play Read- 
ing Department of the Federal The- 
atre Play Bureau, which, purported 
to give the details of an alleged mis- 
use/Of^ the Bureau by playbrokers 
and the workers in the bureau. 

I .should like to inform you that 
this article iis completely inaccurate. 
It is oiir policy - to ' keep reports 
on plays in strict confidence for 
the use of Federal Theatire proj- 
ects exclusively. There . are only 
two exceptions to this rule. ^ When 
ah author makes a specific re-, 
quest for the critical comment on 
his play we send a digest of the 
reports . in order to facilitate re- 
writing when tills is indicated. Also, 
there , have been occasions whon our 
readers were enthusiastic about cer- 
tain aspects of the play but felt t!ta|t 
the play . needed improving.: In spine 
pf these cases we have gratuitously 
offered: the author: the readers' sug- 
gestions for whatever potential 
worth they might have in aiding the 
aiithor to perfect- the play. We feel 
that in perfprtning this service wie 
are of material assistance to many 
writers, chiefly inexperienced jplay- 
Wrights who are struggling to mas- 
ter playwriting technique. In a few 
very rard instances reports have 
gone to- the authors through the 
agents of representativeis, bvit at the 
moment I . can think pf .pnly three 
or four times when, this has oc- 
curried. There -is deflnitiely no collu- 
sion between, the Federal Theatre 
and the New York playbrokers. 

Figures gathered by us over a long 
period of time prove that Federal 
Theatre has re-awakened interest in 
the living. . stage throughout the 
country, and herie in New York, as 
well as out of town, it has created 
a. vast new potential audience for 
the theatre against the day when 
commiercial producers will have the 
wisdom to lower their pricies. 

Under these circunistances it 
seems to . me ^ that such an article 
as ;your8 renders a doubtful service 
to the business which you are Sup- 
posed to represent, and it is my 
earnest hope that ypii will be good 
enoiigh to publish this letter.

For this 
reason the CIO organizing units are 
finding practically np opposition from 
the cai-nival owners, all of .whom are ' 
just about .convinced thdt they will 
he organized sooner or l^tter^ ac- 
cprd to the. way. .things are goln^, , 
and that they might as well join the 
parade now and get in first 

"This is due to the extremely close 
corinectioh bet\yeen labor and the 
carnivals, evin though 'the - carnies 
hav.e been non-union since, the be- 
ginning of time. Through the utility 
and electrical Unions: the. carnivals 
could.be kept out of every town, by; 
the simple expedient pf the refusal, 
by .the electrical or utility union to 
hook up the carnival to. the town's 
power and light -systeni. 

Also with the carnivals playing, 
fairs and city lotSi the unions could 
easily, keep the carnies^ out by 
squawking to the. mayor, governor 
or state fair board. 

But the big question is whether 
the carnival workers Will be organs 
izied into one big group to include 
the entire roster, or will be divided' 
into separate units. This is particu- 
larly interesting in so far as musicians 
are concerned since the instrument^ 
alists. represent the biggest and one 
of the most powerful of theatrical 
.unions at present. And every carni- 
val, whether large or small, needs 
music. Also involved are the num-^ 
ber of light operiators and stagehands 
with the many shows on the midway^ 
George Browne, president of the 
lATSE, is due biack at international

Previously A. J. Richard, edi- 
tor, in Chicago was quoted as saying 
the newsreel scenes of the battle 
between police and strikers were 
withheld because of danger of incit- 
ing riot. 

Haysian's had iio comment tb make, 
explaining that riewsreels did not 
come under Hays office production 
code administration, arid that the or- 
ganization exercised no direct cen- 
••trol Over what qr.jWhat did^^riot go 
into issues. That was left, for edi- 
torial judgment of various reel edi- 
tors. 

Trade industry spokesmen ex-

Hollywood bleats had stirred 
State Departmenters into reminding 
the embassy that this country does 
not care to have foreigners meddling 
on their own hook. 

Minor sensation was created when 
film people protested that Dr. Georjg 
Gyssling, Nazi consul at Ix>s An- 
geles, had threatened to blacklist 
all actors appearing in the picture, 
which is considered antagonistic to 
the Hitler regime. The embassy 
back-stopped the West Coast subor- 
dinate, saying instructions from the 
Ministry of Propaganda had been the 
genesis of his action. In the end, 
however. Ambassador Hans Dieck- 
hoff apologized for the direct inter- 
ference and said that, in the future 
any such matters would be taken' up 
with the State Department. He told 
Gyssling to quit turning the. heat on 
either producers or telent.frpm now 
oh. ^ 

Both Dieckhoff and his recently- 
departed predecessoi*, Hans Luther, 
have consistently refused to review 
'Road Back.' despite pleas that they 
help avoid anything. distasteful to th<e 
Nazis, biplogaats played hands oif 
on the groimd they have no author- 
ity to approve or reject films for 
German consumption and their com- 
ments might prove embarrassing 
from both personal and official view- 
points.

Boasy had not been feelini^ well all 
day Thursday and as the midnite 
hour approached complained about 
jpains in his left shoulder. He de- 
cided to rest a few minutes and sud- 
denly Klein heard a rattle in the 
throat of Boasbfer^. 'Stop gagging, 
Al,*' he cried. Instead All dropped 
to the floor and beforie^medical aid 
arrived he was dead. ' 

Boasberg, who came from Buffalo, 
in his early life heard nothing but 
show biz from his dad and uncle 
who were jewelers to the profession. 
iVom the. difficulties the family had 
with their customers Al managed to 
get plenty of laughs. It was' all i 
fun to him and throughout his life 
he clowned about the Boasberg cus- 
tomers who did not come through 
with coin, as promised, for the 'ice' 
they were proudly wearing. 

'Ice' Bii Too Dull 

His dad wanted him to stick to 
the family tr^de. But it was too 
dull, he claimed, so he decided to 
become an actor. With a local boy 
named Sherwood they framed a 
comedy act which Boasberg wrote, 
and after: trying to amuse the locals 
at a few amateur night shows, split. 
Then he decided to get away from

Whether that kind of hodge- 
podge mixture of mUsic, song and catch-as-catch-can chatter can sell 
a picture is something to be questioned, particularly a; war film, timely 
or otherwise, as Paramount's ^Last Train from Madrid,' 

There is no doubt that Louella Parson's kind comment about the picr 
ture, following the re-enactment, in the form of a brief review, is help 
fuL However, the re-enactment of scenes was a disconnected affair and 
the incidental narrator who undertook to describe the backgi-ouhds of the 
scenes was not always distinct One of the noticeable points which further 
served to offset reception was that for some reason during the program 
there . was mention of comjpanies other than Paramount, thus causing a 
confusion of credits.

Average big exchange, as . in New 
York, must clear 60 pictures through 
its offices each- year. With a large 
major circuit booked for the same 
picture,' it .means that the booker 
must push the feature through on 
virtually the same date because, the. 
local circuit has 250 playing days. 
If the engagement were Iplit. up= to 
give the circuit variety in the matter 
of films, it would require 60 to 90 
days to clear; Result is that, the 
circuit is booked, solid so that other

to the customer. 

The problem of the small (exhibi- 
tor is to increase his film-going pub- 
lic, aiccording to Kuykendall. There 
are various ' ways he may go about 
that, the MPTOA prez points out. May 
use better exploitation, m.ethods, may 
use shrewder scheduling of pix 'or, 
in come cases,, he may even increase 
his grasses bjr lowering admissions. 

But a lirt in prices at this time: 
would be suicidal for the indie ex- 
hibitor, Kuykendall believes, Thdie 
exhibs, particularly in the small 
towns .and neighborhoods, are' Just 
about getting by. for the most part. 
Any admish hike wOiild drivei down 
attendance and result in a sharp 
drop in grosses. Considering that 
the exhibs are already faced with 
increased operating costs due to 
wage boosts and other . expense.s, 
their only hope is a greater turn- 
over . and increased grosses, th 
MPTOA exec argues. 

Proposals; that the exhib increase 
his admission .scale to offset 'i 
ereased production costs' are an old 
story, Kuykendall claims. Says they 
are always heard . just before the 
selling season opens. Also insists 
there is nothing to producer-dis- 
tributor . predictions that almost 00% 
of the new season's products will 
have to be sold on percentage, 
^ercentore PlQtutes 

.'I have always been in favor of 
percentage pictures,' he declares. 
*In my opinion all pictures should 
be percentage pictures— not just cer- 
tain ones. What I favor and always 
have favored is a straight percentage 
deal that, should cover all pictures. 
But it shpuld be a fair percentage. ' 

'What the exhibitoi'S object to is 
the present system— and apparently 
the producer<'distributprs are de- 
termined to extend it, unfair or not 
—of having a double standard. In 
that way they get the exhibitor both 
coming and going. They rent him 
the poor filrns on a: straight basis. 
Then, when they produce a good pic- 
ture, they put it on the percentage 
list. 

/Not only that,, but if by some ac- 
cident 'they find by early ireports that 
a fiat rental picture is drawing good 
grosses in first runs in the major 
cities they shift it to. the percentage 
list, replacing it with a percentage 
picture that is flopping. 

'If we can't get iall films on per- 
centage—and i mean £t fair pcrcent- 
age-^then let's have them all on flat 
rental. Either way the exhibitor 
will have a chance to look ahead and 
possibly show a legitimate profit. 
At present he never gets his nose 
above water. ' Understand, I mean 
the small town and heighborhbod 
exhibitor,' he added. 'The first run 
is the bigger cities may be able 
get by under present conditions.' 

Only hope the MPTOA head could 
see for the indie exhib is in playinjg 
cagey in negotiating deals. As long 
as. the exhibs feel they have to buy 
the whole schedule of any one dis- 
tributor they haven't a chance, he 
believes. Kuykendall asserts, how- 
ever, that if the . exhib negotiates Ms 
picture deals shrewdly and refuisos 
to be stampeded by distributor 
salesmanship, he can get his sccSon's 
illm lineup oi> a prpfltable basis.

'The Road Back' is a sequel to 'All 
Quiet on the Western Front.'. It 
would be as well if the sequel idea 
were, hot dragged out and paraded— 
because the two films do not com- 
pare in quality ot power. But it is 
probably necessary in' a ease of this 
kind, for 'Road' will need all the 
warmth which is contained in the 
memory of 'All Quiet.' 

Such rating seems a shame in View 
of James Whale's excellent direction, 
outside the comedy factor^ and the 
expsrtness Of the physical produc- 
tion. The; truth is that the studio has 
made the mistake of piilling its 
punchesi 

This toning down was necessary, 
perhajps, fOr diplomatic reasons. Re-., 
port from the Coast is that U took 
21 healthy cuts in the film after it 
was completed.

Satience with the difficulties of the 
oys who are. trying to adjust them-' 
selves. And they are still boys, these, 
weary warriors. They have to go 
back to school. The kindly school 
teacher gives them bdck the toys 
they left behind. • But what does it 
all mean? And where to? 

There is one great scene in which; 
Captain von Hagen (Emery) dis- 
misses what is left of his battalion, 
30 odd men, and the ghosts of hun^ 
dreds, dimly outlined, also line up. 



Surefire film lun and up to the 
usual parity of the madcap Marxes, 
even though a bit hectic in striving 
for jolly moments and bright quips.

This, i? the high- 
light musical sequence with the 
three songs, 'Tomorrow ' Is" Another.

Laird Doyle, iauthor of : the istory 
and screenplay, has given the plot 
at least One saving grace. He has 
planted Miss Francis as marrying 
Ian' Huntei- only.biecause of respect 
and not for love, which supposedly 
died with an aero-motor inventor 
who flew into the sun. This platohic 
marriage somewhat, takes the curse 
from her later illicit love for Plynn. 
and vice 'vei'sa. who reminds her of 
her first sweetheart.- At the blowoff. 
Hunter, also virtually commits sui- 
cide by flying into the sun to bomb 
a dam which insurgent Arabs have 
out up to cut off the water supply, 
Flynn was to have taken this trip, 
but Hunter : sends him in to bid 
gOodb.ye to Miss Francis and then 
flies himself. 

To pile on the grief, the screen 
play also includes the frustrated 
love of Frieda Inescort for Huntei 
As the sister of Flynn she has been 
seciretly in love with Hunter for 
.wars. It's naturally a shock when 
Hunter returns frOm leave in Eng- 
land with an American wife, but 
she's British" and carries on. There's 
also the cowardly soldier, Herbert 



sors. After banning them, the New 
York State censors were overruled 
by the State Board of Regents.

Condor's filming of 'Damaged 
Goods' is in many ways the most 
satisfactory of the. lot. Upton Sinclair 
has brought, the story up to date in 
outline, technique and (most impor- 
tant) viewpoint. Has also transferred 
the locale . to America. Joseph Hoff- 
man's screen play, furthermore, is 
fairly theatrical arid absorbing. 

It is this very' unique; quality of 
this version of the old story thiat is 
its greatest weakness. Condor's 
'Damaged Goods' qualifies as enter- 
tainment. Which, the., others did not 
do, but because it is entertainment, 
of a sort, it somehow misses the 
stunning impact that , made Weldon's 
'Damaged Lives', an Arresting blow 
against the dread diseases. 

This' 'Damaged Goods' is, compared 
tp.the Weldbn picture and the recent 
lejgit play, a careful production. It 
has a capable cast, intelligent direc 
tion, skillful photography and ade 
qiiate backgrounds. Its story is more 
logical and much smoother running. 
It slides by more agreeably, and even 
if it doesn't pack such .an awesome 
punch audiences should enjoy the 
Condor picture inore. The Weldon 
film should make them think. If in- 
geniously exploited, -both pix can 
ride the current public interest to 
hefty grossesi 

Briefly, .'Damaged Goods' is the 
story of the young mdn who con- 
tracts syphilis, is inarried, infects his 
Wife and their child.

ExhibSf .Disiribs Face Tough 
Outlooks — American Dis> 
tribs. Especially, in Bad 
Spot—How Much It Will 
Coat U. S. Fjrms Per Year 



PLENTY OF SQUAWKS 



London, June 15. 

Proposed quota legislation, as out- 
lined to members, of the picture 
business by Oliver Stanley, president 
of the Board' of Trade, contains no 
drastic shocks, 'but the industry is 
staggered just _the same. Whether 
its individual sections were expect- 
ing to get the' private ear of the 
Government so as to wangle the bill 
as they would have it is uncertain, 
though the outcome is exactly as 
forecast — every consideration for 
producers, little for exhibitors, none 
for distributors. 

America"n distributors in particu- 
lar felt they had it coming to them, 
and that's the way it works out, with 
the new Act — if it goes through as 
proposed — compelling ' substantially 
greater outlays on British pictures. 
For them the quota Will start at 20% 
and rise in three years to 30%. And 
each picture will have to cost a $75,- 
000 mi imum. 

Just how much that will involve 
per distrib can easily be assessed by 
considering the obligation of com- 
panies shipping in 50 American pic- 
tures a year; a low average for such 
companies as Metro or Paramount. 
In the first year they would require 
13 British pictures at" $75,000 a 
shot, in all setting them back to the 
figure of $975,000. And that's mini- 
mum. 

And in the 3d Tr. 

In the third year they would re- 
quire 22 British pictures, by which 
time their total commitment for 
quota alone would cost not less than 
$1,650,000. Provided the pictures 
maintain a salable value (which is 
the function of the minimum cost 
plan), the Americans should get 
some part, if not. all, of their stake 
back, but it's a hefty sum to gamble 
with, nevertheless. 

There's another headache to add 
on top of that, which is, that the 
market for their American product 
will diminish in proportion to their 
rise in quota, since, with the exhibs' 
quota rising to 25%, a maximum of 
75% playing time in the U. K. will 
be available for American and non- 
quota film.s, instead of the 80% play- 
ing time now available. Law, in fact, 
looks like becoming a sword with 
two' edges. 

Further pinpricks against the dis- 
tribs ate that, while all pictures on 
their quota program must satisfy 
the $75,000 cost item, exhibitors, if 
so disposed, can use for quota any 
British picture, regardless of nega- 
tive cost. Further, a separate quota 
will come in for shorts, starting at 
5% and 10% for exhib.s and disti-ibs 
respectively, rising to 15% and 20''{-, 
together with a negative cost clause 
as for features. 

Exhibs are scary about the new 
set-up. fearing the cost test will her- 
ald a shortage of scrcenable quota 
pictures, and the Cinema Exhibs' 
Ass'n is wondering if it would not 
have done better to have met the 
distributors half way, instead of cre- 
ating a split in the industry which 
unfavorably impressed the Board of 
Trade. Although the B.O.T. has flatly 
rejected requests for a quality test 
for exhibs' quota, some C.E.A. ele- 
ments still demand it be borne in 
mind when the Bill is drafted. 

Fewer British pictures, plus limita- 
tion of imports from America to 
offset distribs' commitments, is what 
exhibs fear. They are always cry- 
ing for as wide a margin of selection 
as possible— even though U.K. thea- 
tres can manage to be far more 
clioosy than those of the U. S.. with 
aiound 800 pictures a year available, 
compared with the 600 or so offered 
f** American theatres. Clause urg- 
ing liiat pictures costing $225,000 or 



New British Headache, 
Pending Anti- Cruelty 
To Pix Animal BiH 



London, June 13. 

Producers and distribs here— and 
this also concerns Hollywood — are 
in a sweat lest the new Cinemato- 
graph Films .(animals) bill goes 
through Parliament. Draft goes be- 
fore the House of Commons commit- 
tee next week, and will .tighten up 
regulations concerning the playing 
of pictures involving or presenting 
cruelty, or suggested cruelty, to 
dumb creatures. 

Tendency Vould be to bring un- 
der the law a condition now oper- 
ating voluntarily through the British 
Board of Film Censors, which is 
pretty hot on the ^cruelty angle any- 
way. Latter threw out Stuart 
Doyle's Aussie picture, 'Orphan of 
the Wilderness,' because incidental 
sequences suggested foul play on a 
kangaroo, among others. 

Trade say B.B.F.C. has a tight 
enough grip on the situation; legis- 
lation would only be open to abuse 
and would tend to threaten produc- 
tions often involving hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, which might 
be arbitrarily banned without ap- 
peal. 

Wildest angle in the draft bill is 
that a picture would be banned even 
after ofl'ensive sequences had been 
scissored.

Afffossy Films Reg:lstered for Local — 
Made Down Under 



Sidney, May 28. 

Argossy Films has been registered 
here for the production of pix in 
Australia. Prospectus announces 
nominal capital as $250,000, in shares 
of $5 each. Half of this is offered 
for public subscription, payable at 
$2.50 on application, and a similar 
amount on allotment. Five thousand 
fully -paid shares go to the promoters 
for services rendered, with 20,000 
shares held in res6rve. 

Argossy holds options for leasing 
the National and Figtree studios in 
N. S. Wales, and Clarence Badger is j 
named as director. Prospectus states 
that technicians are available, and 
that local performers will be en- 
gaged. Company intends to pro- 
duce pix costing $40-50,000 each. 

Directors are R. E. Denison, Percy 
Smith, Glive Oglivy, Fred Daniell, 
and Don Service. Denison is the 
son of Sir Hugh Denison, chairman 
of A$sociated Newspapers and Na- 
tional. Ogilvy and Daniell have of- 
fices in Sir Hugh's newspaper office, 
and Daniell was connected spme 
time ago with the production of 
'The Flying Doctor.' At present he's 
in England.

sniffed at. Exhibs say It may tend 
to keep down the total quota figure, 
distribs say it won't work, because 
which American concern, where it 
can get three pictures .for that price, 
will care to spend so much and only 
get two? Definitely tq benefit will 
be concerns like General Films, As- 
sociated British and United Artists, 
whicbh draw their quota supply from 
among product of high cost class. 
If Metro gets going with its British 
line-up it will benefit too. 

Producers Cocky- 
Producers are cocky, with the Bill 
as planned giving them most every- 
thing asked — except 'reciprocity' 
with the U. S., for which they con- 
tinue to squawk. How and why the 
relatively small British industry can 
dictate selling policy to the U. S. 
market is a point none of them has 
faced. 

Percentage figures proposed by the 
BOT ensure at least as much general 
British production as currently, with 
the rise approaching near the high 
figure the studios would welcome. 
Cost test ensures a steady flow of 
money into production, which is 
more likely to go to reputable out 
fits than fly-by-night concerns which 
have existed on shameless quickies. 
Latter look like being definitely out, 
unless the Act leaves loopholes for 
phoney cost sheets. 

Group likely to be particularly 
hard hit by the minimum cost clause 
are small indie distribs, who exist 
principally on U.K. rights of low 
cost American product, which they 
obtain at a flat payment of anything 
from $1,000 to $5,000. One such con 
cern, with a program of 15 Ameri 
can pictures per year, finds itself 
threatened with having to acquire 
at least three domestic subjects, each 
one of which would have to cost as 
much as its entire American pro 
gram. 

With an annual turnover not ex 
ceeding, $200,000 at most, these littlfe 
indies would find it an impossibility 
to get hold of British films of quota 
rating. Their slant is that they 
should be permitted either to offset 
their U. S. program with British 
shorts or to show a percentage of 
outlay on domestic product to com- 
pare with that of the main schedule 

Half a dozen of them are endeavor- 
ing to fix a protest deputation to the 
Board of Trade, which, they hold 
has been guilty of overlooking them 
entirely. 

Although actual draft of the Bill 
as planned is not due for a week or 
more, proposals already out have 
the entire trade agog, and it is now 
the only topic on the curb.. 

It. as a matter of fact, stole all 
the thunder from Alexander Korda's 
homecoming news. It is a producers' 
measure, pure and simple, as might 
be expected of such deliberately 
protectionist legislation, with the 
other parties wondering why they 
have got to go oi\ playinij Ihe butter 
and oy;;; dkui. 



AMERICAN PIX 
COIN TO UP 
IN JAPAN 



Tokyo, June "9. 

Continued adverse trade balance 
of 'Japan, broiight about by htige 
purchases of materials used in muni- 
tions, has caused a further tighten- 
ing of control over foreign exchange 
here. 

American pic co.'s represented in 
Japan are forced to withhold re- 
mittances to home offices, being un- 
able to obtain necessary permits to 
export coin from the Finance -Of flee. 
How much is in cold storage is a 
question, but it probably runs well 
into six figures. 

Recent regulation of the Finance 
"Ministry permits remittances under 
$12,000 at one time, but amounts 
over that figure require special per-^ 
mit. Of course, if smaller remit- 
tances are too frequent, they're 
nixed, too. 

Condition of the country points to 
a continuance of this^ situation for 
some time to come, and if true, 
means that American pix interests 
will have considerable coin tied up 
for an indefinite period. 



London, June 22. 
Haymarket site, rnost coveted 
show-shop location in London's West 
End, has finally been disposed of to 
a private company at a cost of $0,- 
750,000. 

Plans have been o.k.'d by the 
County Council for the erection of a 
deluxe cinema seating 2,000,' which 
will have a massive stage for stage 
productions. 

Site has a 243-ft. frontage on Hay-, 
market, and 172-ft. frontage on Cov- 
entry St. In order to coinply with 
the County Council's traffic regula- 
tions, the Coventry St. frontage will 
be widened by 15 feet, with a ditto 
footage dented in on the Haymarket 
side. 

Ba.sement and sub-basement of the 
building will be utilized for the erec- 
tion of a 2,000-seat nitery styled 
along the lines of the Bal Tabarin, in 
Paris. Roof will be devoted to a 
Planetarium, laid out along the lines 
s>t those in New York, Philadelphia, 
Los Angeles and Chicago. 

When entirely completed the 
building will have several shops and 
offices. It will cost approximately 
$10,000,000. 

Promoters of the venture are very 
reticent, but it is understood that 
Clifford C. Fisher and his various 
associates are personally interested 
with two American film companies 
in bidding for the picture house. 

Building will require a year to 
complete, with work commencing in 
the autumn. 



Fox Gets Scoop 
On Coronation 
Reel in Aussie 



Sydney. May 30. 

Fox Movietone scooped the pool 
completely with Coronation cover- 
age throughout Australia. Ten days 
after the actual ceremony took place 
the special reel was screening in this 
city and in the nabes as well. Fox 
got in three days ahead of any op- 
position and clicked up a record. 

Leading morning daily here, in 
conjunction with the Melbourne dail- 
ies, came in with Fox on the record 
try and spent heavy coin rushing the 
reel and photographs by fast plane 
all the way from England. Dutch 
planes were also contacted on a per- 
fect link and local airmen flew 
through rain and darkness across the 
dreaded Timor Sea and inland Aus- 
tralia to land the pix. 

Captain P. G. Taylor and .Jack 
Percival of the Snider-Dean pub- 
licity office did the Timor crossing 
twice, also the flight across Central 
Australia. Day and night the planes 
flew on across continents, deserts 
j ind the sea. 



GOV'T CONTROL 
OF PIX IN 
JAPAN? 



Tokyo, June 6. 

Ichizo Kobayashi, former prez of 
Toho, yesterday (5) returned from 
an extensive trip through China and 
Manchukuo, where he ostensibly 
gave things the o.o. for Tokyo Elec- 
tric Co., but actually made a per- 
.^onal survey of the motion pix biz. 

Kobayashi expressed the opinion 
that state control of pix biz in Man- 
chukuo Js being done very eflfectively 
and smoothly and that a sirtillar con- 
trol in Japan will be realized sooner 
or later. While Kobayashi wouldn't 
elaborate on the latter statement, 
those who know him closely feel 
that he is in pos-session of definite 
info regarding such a move by ttre 
Jap government. 

While no definite info regarding 
state control can be' obtained from 
official quarters here, it is certain 
that it's in the air. Recent tighten- 
ing of censorship, upping of censor 
fees and free talk about an increased 
tariff all point in that direction. 
One rumor which has been going the 
rounds is that Kobayashi is slated 
i to head gov't control, when and if 
I it is established. 

If it transpires that Kobayashi 
does head some sort of control board 
foreign pix will fare pretty well 
because Kobayashi is known as s 
liberal and doesn't look upon for- 
eign things with prejudice. 



Charles Munro, managing direc- 
tor o£ Hoyts; Ken Asprey, attorney 
and special representative of Greater 
Union, and Stanley Crick, 20th- 
Fox general manager in Australia, 
all left New York early this week 
and ' sail for thfeir home port of 
Sydney, Australia, Saturday, With 
their arrival down under they will 
start immediate work on an expected 
renewal of the Greater Union-Hoyts 
merger for a term of 20 years as 
General Theatres. 

There is now nothing, it is under- 
stood, in the way of the merger 
being held over for the double 
decade. Stuart Doyle, managing 
director of Greater Union, bitterly 
fought such a deal, which 20th-Fox 
likes. With his x'esignation from the 
company two weeks ago, it is figured 
a cinch to go through. Sidney R. 
IKent, 20th-Fox prez, and Walter 
Hutchinson, 20th-Fox foreign chief- 
tain, will follow down to Sydney in 
August or September, but expect to 
stay only a very short while. This 
means, it is Understood, that the 
deal with all be set for them by then 
and they will merely have to sig- 
nature papers. 

Merger of Hoyts and Greater 
Union Into General Theatres was 
forced about five years ago, during 
the height of the depi'ession, by 
bankers. It expires in December 
and Doyle didn't want to renew, 
Hoyts did. American company 
comes into the picture via majority 
control of Hoyts. 

While the fighting was going on 
in", home territory, Munro and 
Crick came over to New York and 
set about signing product for Hoyts. 
Just before going back Munroe com- 
pleted a .deal giving his chain all the 
UA pix for the next two years, thus 
giving him practically all American 
films and leaving Greater Union, his 
partners in GT, in the cold. He has 
the 20th-Fox pix, Warners, Univer- 
sal, Columbia and RKO-Rddio tied 
up. Metro and Paramount release 
themselves down there, via indie 
chains. 

Thus, Munro took it for granted 
that Greater Union would give in, 
or else, and left no product, except 
indie and foreign for the opposition 
chain. While Union was having 
troubles within its own ranks, Munro 
is figured in this way to have stolen 
a march. Fact that Asprey, on the 
Greater' Union side of the fence, is 
known to have worked with Munro 
on sealing of some of these product 
deals, is indication within itself that 
there was trouble within the GU 
ranks, as well as indicating dis- 
tinctly that there will be nothing 
more than routine involved in car- 
crying through that 20 year pro- 
longation. 

Here Mclntyre, Universal Austra- 
lian manager, who was here for the 
•U convention, also sails back oh the 
same boat, but no political sig- 
nificance in that.

IDEA Newton Went Long and Short 
TDM On Par Stock; Other S.E£AmiK.Ditf a 



Twentieth Century-Fox on Friday 
(25) will submit to N. Y, Federal 
Judge Francis G. Caffey its fran- 
chise setup for the Roxy theatre, 
N. Y., under the new organization. 
The film corporation will guarantee 
a minimum of $2,500 to the theatre 
for each feature picture, plus 50% 
cut on $32,500 to $40,000 weekly 
gross; and a 65% rental split over 
$40^000 intake. Should a picture 
gross $28,000 or oyer for the first 
three days, the film corporation 
recommends it must hold over a 
second week. 

It is also planned that if at the 
end o£ the first' year under the new 
managemeot the various interests in 
the theatre cannot agreei the dis- 
putes will he submitted to an arbi- 
tration board. 

Carlos Israels, counsel for the 
Pounds bondholders' committee, in- 
formed Judge Caffey on Friday (18) 
that various banks- had submitted 
closed bids for the trusteeship under 
the new mortgage. These bids, to- 
gether with the first mortgage in- 
denture setupi will also be revealed 
next Friday. 

Although the overhead was greater 
than the receipts taken in by the 
theatre during the period from April 
20 to May 27, Howard S. Cullman, 
in his report as trustee, claimed a 
net profit of $9,609. 

Cullman explains this through the 
payrhent of $25,000 on account of 
outstanding receiver certificates and' 
$47,072 on real estate and franchise 
taxes. 

For the period, the trustee reports 
cash receipts amounting to $138,570 
and disbursements of $201,663, a dif- 
ference of $63,092. Cash on h^ind 
April. 29 amounted to $134,764 as 
against $71,672 on May 27. The 
profit claimed was fixed before ad- 
ministration .and other debts were 
covered. 

Judge Caffey directed that 2,000 
copies of the report of Special 
Master Addison S. Pratt on the re- 
organization and his own opinion be 
distributed free of charge to those 
who desire them. 

A minor change in the reorg plan 
was ordered Saturday (19) by Judge 
Caffey at the request of the Gold 
Note Holders' Protective Committee. 
The amendment provides that the 
15,480 shares of $1.50 accumulative 
dividend preferred stock be issued 
to the no?teholders instead of the 
7,740 $3 snares under the original 
plan. The new stock is callable at 
$51 instead of $102. 

Judge Caffey on Monday (21) re- 
vealed that the Continental Bank & 
Trust Co. was the lowest bidder for 
the trusteeship of Roxy first mort- 
gage bondholders under the new 
organization. The Continental of- 
fered to take over the work for a 
fixed fee of $2,000, plus expenses for 
the first year, and $750 for each of 
the succeeding 19 years during 
which 20th-Fox will have control. 

After a short discussion in cham- 
bers the hearing on the Offers was 
postponed until Friday when it is 
expected Judge Caffey will make 
known which of the six banks that 
submitted the bids will be named as 
trustee.

MINN. DIVORCEMENT

Minneapolis, June 22. 

The theatre chain tax bill which 
virtually would put the Publix cir- 
cuit out of business in Minnesota 
looks dead as far as the present 
special session of the state legis- 
lature i.s concerned. It isn't making 
headway in the law-making body, 

Pi-nsident W. A. Steffes of North- 
west Allied States has indicated that 
his organization is not prepared to 
get behind the bill at present be- 
cause, for one thing, he doesn'.t be- 
have iu chance ot passage are favor- 



St. Louis, June 22.^ 
A city amusement tax, designed to 
raise $500,000 additional revenue 
yearly to help offset existing munici- 
pal deficit of $2,000,000 that may be 
increasied another $1,000,000 by April, 
1938, was bitterly assailed by film 
house operators at a public hearing 
hrfd last week by Board of Aldermen. 
Bill is one of three designed to in- 
crease city revenue by $1,025,000. 

Theatre spokesmen asserted pro- 
posed tax, ranging from Ic on tickets 
costing up to 75c to 10c on tickets 
costing more than $4 would serve 
only to keep patrons away from 
theatres. Fred Wehrenberg, pres., 
MPTOA of Eastern Missouri and 
Southern Illinois, declared theatres 
could not absorb tax and that pa- 
trons already were 'grumbling' over 
'nuisance taxes' — Federal amuse- 
ment and State sales tax on tickets. 
Proposed tax, Wehrenberg -declared, 
would amount to 10% on a child's 
ticket costing 10c. Wehrenberg also 
doubted constitutionality of measure. 

Harold W. (Chick) Evens, mgr. of 
Loew's theatre, said proposed tax, 
with existing federal and state taxes, 
would make total tax 14% on a 50c 
ticket. 

Joseph Grand, counsel for St 
Louis Amus. Co., operator of 31 
nabes, and Fanchon & Marco inter 
ests here, discussed legal phases of 
bill and expressed belief such a levy 
was prohibited by state sales tax act. 
Clarence Kaiman, indie operator, 
told Board members that passage of 
ordinance would cause natives here 
to patronize houses in St. Louis 
County, just outside of city limits. 
He and Louis Ansell, another oper 
ator who merged with Fanchon & 
Marco two weeks ago, predicted en- 
actment of proposed bill wOuld force 
some of smaller indie operators out 
of business. All protestors vigorous 
ly assailed bill on grounds that it 
was not properly scaled, in addition 
to other reasons. 

Board members assured those op 
posing bill that measure would not 
be 'rushed through' and that much 
deliberation would be given on each 
proposal. 

Philly's Tax Rap 

Philadelphia, June 22 
City Council will take final action 
Thursday on the tax sock on Philly 
exhibs, now resigned to the grab 
without further battling. 

Fist-thumping during past two 
weeks, however, has won some con 
cessions from the levyers. Finance 
committee has agreed to allow ex- 
hibs 2% of the take on admish tax 
for the trouble of collecting it. Have 
also agreed to eliminate kids under 
14 from its terms. 

Levy is Ic. on each 25c. admis- 
sion, or fraction thereof. It goes 
into effect July 23, when similar 
state tax is dropped. Other taxes to 
be passed by council Thursday are 
10% on gross receipts from bill- 
boards and signs, tax on marquees 
and on vending machines.

Chicago, June 22. 
Following three months of some 
of the worst business in many years 
of Chicago exhibition business, the 
independent neighborhood houses 
are determined that they'll do some- 
thing about it. General agreement 
among these exhibitors is that the 
double feature policy of the town 
is currently responsible for the low 
grosses, and they are holding a num- 
ber of meetings to look into the sit- 
uation. 

For the first time the exhibitors 
in the outlying districts seem to be 
convinced that only through cooper- 
ation can the problems be met, and 
for that reason there is more ex- 
hibitor huddling going on at present 
than has been seen around here in 
a long, long time. And these meet- 
ings seem agreed on two moves to 
combat the double feature policy, 
which is the particular favorite of 
Balaban & Katz, local major circuit. 

Meetings point to a general revolt 
on the part of the indie exhibs 
against twin bills, and, in addition, 
a general dive of admission prices 
to. buck the competition of the big 
circuit houses. 

Surprising even to the exhibitors 
themselves is the almost universal 
decision to slice prices as a com- 
petitive measure against B. & K. and 
the other circuits which continue 
with twin pictures, but they feel that 
should the indies kill off doubles, 
that only through the reduction of 
tariff rates can they battle on equal 
terms with the double flickers of the 
bigger houses. « 

Indies Favor Solos 

Despite the pressure of the double 
bills in the larger houses, the 
smaller indie spots are determmc'd 
to return to single flickers, which 
turned in profits for them regularly 
in the past. Even Certain B. & K. 
semi-partnership houses such as the 
westside Iris are going into reverse 
with single bills in spite of the tacit 
disapproval of^ B. & K. These 
houses are certain that their par- 
ticular public doesn't want doubles 
However, to meet the bargain 
temptations of double features at the 
big circuit spots, the indies have 
virtually decided to slice the ad 
mission prices to 20c and 15c if 
necessary. They feel that since they 
can't compete on equal terms with 
the big-name double bills in the 
mammoth seaters, they must buck 
that picture bargain setup elsewhere 
They also feel that with an ad 
mission price war, they can battle 
the circuit houses where it hurts 
most since the circuits have been 
yowling for some time in a general 
endeavor to jack up admission prices 
around these parts. 

With the price war on, the indies 
figure to make a deal with B. & K. 
and other circuits shortly whereby 
the indies will abandon the admis- 
sion slashing in return for a general 
elimination of twin flickers. De- 
termined to slice prices as much as 
50% are some of the top independent 
houses now getting from 25c to 35c 
per ducat. 

Meanwhile there are more secret 
meetings going on among exhibs 
locally than has been noticeable in 
many years. The exhiijjs are really 
in earnest this time, and are de- 
termined to kill off doubles thoni- 
selvcs even thoufi'h. B. & K. and the 
rest of the circuit spots continue In 
twin 'cm.

Most varied activities were those 
of Hallgartcn & Co., to which New- 
ton belongs. The Par director is 
shown by latest figures to hold S;518( 
common tickets and is indirectely In- 
terested in the various preferred' and • 
debenture holdings of his company. 

Starting with 4,518 shares, New- 
ton in January piclred up 4,000 com- 
mon. During the same month Ws 
house got 2,200 shares, 700 via the' 
exchange route, and sold 6,490; 
Added to, a previous deflicit, the ' 
Plallgarton account .showed a short 
position of 9,500 at the end of the 
month In February, Hallgarten 
added 11,400, buying only 200 and 
acquiring the rest by transfers, and 
sold 6,400, thus cutting tlieir previ- 
ous month's shortage to 4,500. In 
March, the firm picked up 400 in the 
market and got 0,100 by swapping- 
other certificates, sold 2,000, and 
came out even at the end of the 
month. The SEC was informed that 
the house at all times held enough 
convertible preferred paper to pro- 
tect its short position in January and 
February.

A situation has arjseh with respect 
to jurisdiction over workers in film 
laboratories in the Greater Now. 
York are? which may result in in- 
teresting developments oil return 
east of George E. Browne, president 
of the International AUiance of The- 
atrical Stage Employees because of 
efforts of an independent group to 
control this branch of activity in the 
film industry. 

Actording to. lA spbkesman, Pick 
Walsh, a vice-president of the I A, 
pint through contracts with De Luxe 
and Consolidated Film Industries in 
behalf of workers in those labs but 
thaTa disgruntled group in the lA- 
chartered union, Local 669, Film 
Technicians, which was back in. dues, 
withdrew to form -its own organiza- 
tion and is now trying to wrest comr 
plete jurisdiction from the lA. This 
group, headed by John Ruggee as 
president, is , knowni as the Film 
Technic! ' Independent Union. 

Although feeling that the FTIU 
Is proving itself very imfair to Walsh 
since this lA V.p. negotiated success 
fill contracts ;at Increases aveiaging 
42% and reduictioii in work hours of 
7'/4; the lATSE has offered the group 
every concession with a view to 
peace. Browne notified the mem 
bers of the indie group that they 
could have local autonomy, that they 
could install their own officers, en 
joy full benefits of affiliation with 
the lA and'fbrget about all back 
dues and other obligations. While 
the lA has not been officially rio 
tified of a turn down, the FTIU 
^as informed Varxcty it has reje<:ted 
all lATSE offers. 

The F.T.I.U. attempted to obtain 
a connection with the CIO, it is 
learned, but at a meeting the mem 
bers were informed that the CIO 
was not interested where the lA .was 
concierned. This leaves the FTIU 
in the dubious position of : going to 
the National; Labor Relations . Board, 
with its grievances, but pointed ou' ; 
that if it was nam^d' bargaining 
agency ior the lab workers; the fac : 
still remains that Walsh and the 
lATSE negotiated iht piresent con 
tracts. 

In getting these contracts, Walsh 
not only returned to their jobs all 
th$ men in the Consolidated and De 
Luxe plants who were on. strike but 
added 33 aditional men to take up 
the slack caused by shortened work< 
ing hours. The lA' local, 669, which 
hold a direct charter ^ with the lA, 
and is in the position of having an 
independent group (FTIU) pulling 
. against it, has a total pt 197 men on 
its rolls, all of whom are working 
in the labs Walsh unionized last 
winten 



COLUMBIA PICTS WINS 
LOEB'S $200,000 SUIT 



Columbi ictures Corp., Harry 
Gphn, its president; and other ex- 
ecutives again won out Friday (18) 
in the suit brought by John LJ Loetj 
for $200,000 which he claimed was 
owed him in a stock deal he entered 
into in 1930. The Appellate Division, 
of the N. y. Supreme Coi^rt has 
upheld the decision . of Justice 
iElichard P. Lydon .who dismissed the 
action last; August; , 

Loeb, in his comjplaint, charged 
that in July, 1930, he bought war- 
rants which gave him ah option to 
purchase prior to April, 1933, votini^ 
stopk certificates. For these he. paid 
:i66,150 and When the stock declined 
le failed to carry out the option. 
After repeated attempts to get the 
defendants to renew the option, he 
finally brought suit. He based the 
action on the. claim that the decrease 
in Columbia stock \y.as due to 
"wrongful acts" on the part of Co- 
iuriibi officials ^nd the unreason-; 
able increase of the salaries of ex- 
ecutives to excessive figures; .'also 
participation on. the part of Cohn 
and the others in; improper stock 
transactions.. 

D'efendaints answered the charges 
with a general dehial, setting, forth 
that Loeb bought the warrants for 
speculative ' purposes; that; .he be- 
came a stockholder and was .not in 
a position to bring suit on' the 
groimds he alleged. ..

London, June 15. 

Alexander Korda added a little to 
the news that has already broken 
concerning him and .Sam Goldwyn 
and the fortunes, of United Artists.. 

Chiefly what he had to say con 
cerned effect of the deal on London 
Films and . Denham, which is as fol 
lows: 

It will reduce distributing . costs 
nearly by half; 

It will guarantee hini an Income of 
$5,000,000 from the U. S. in the next 
year (so he says); 

It allows, him to shape an imposing 
production line-up of 24-28 pictures 
up to the end of next year, involving 
a payroll of $10,000,000, 

it facilitates interchange of talent 
and personalities between London 
and Hollywood, 

Under the last item, Korda indi< 
cated Sam Goldwyn will definitely 
produce part of his next program at 
Denham, while Walter Wanger will 
also film there. Wanger has Charles 
Boyer and Sylvia Sidney set for a 
picture here (which smells much like 
the one he was going to make with 
them in Rome to please Signor. Mus- 
sOli i.)i 

Other oily wood personalities 
whose names slippied from Korda's 
lips were Lewis Miiestorie and Wil- 
liam Wyler, with, oh the side as it 
were, the suggestion Frank Capra 
might be interested — ^when his- COr 
lunibia ticket works out. 
. Korda reeled off a list of pictures 
definitely for production, cohsistihg 
mainly of old friends with new titles, 
now naming Robert Dohat for star in 
London's riemake of 'The Four Feath- 
ers.'

'hey, wait a minute, you're wrong,* 
and. then the two would finish the 
act. 

Boasberg found that, acting was a 
good ballyhoo for his gags and de- 
cided to give it up after he found 
such customers as Block and Sully, 
Phil Baker, Sophie Tucker, Eddie 
Cantor, Burns and Allen, Dickenson 
and Deagon, and a score of bur- 
leisque, comic land musical comedy 
troupers ready to partake of his 
verbal victuals. With the going good 
he tied in with Sam Baerwitz to 
write and produce acts for the Loew 
circuits. Trade, was so good for the 
Boasberg type of humor in those 
days that almost half ' the acts play- 
ing the Loew Circuit were using the 
Boasberg material. At one time 
Boasberg was collecting royalties, 
from 150 acts, using either the entire 
or partial material for their turn 
supplied by him. For those acts who 
were using timely gags he had a 
weekly service of new material 
which'he would wire them as fast as 
he got it out of his dome. 

The boys in the legit field also 
took cognizance of . his ability and 
Earl Carroll, Ziegfeld, the Shuberts 
and Sam Harris bought his material. 
Al once bragged how he niade a 
smart dress comic out of Bob Hope, 
whom he picked up as a juggling 
patterer. 

Then Boasy decided ther6 might 
be something to do in films. He tied 
in with Lou Brock and started writ- 
ing and directing two-reelers around 
New York. It did not last long as 
Al had to be on his own so he jdined 
the Vitaphone comedy staff in 
Brooklyn.

Wanted to forget, so back to Metro 
he went to collab on 'Murder in the 
Private Car,' Through there, he 
hopped over to RKO to help out 
shaping up the Wheeler and Wool- 
sey pic, 'Nit Wits.' 

From then but it was not Boas- 
berg looking for a . job ' but a job 
looking for Boasberg. He dictated 
his own terms to studios, allowed 
his name to go. among the credits if 
he wanted it^viio.jijjiatter how /good 
the picture maiy htitve been or how 
the studio begged it was nix, and 
that was that with Boasy. 

Then when another writer's name 
would appear on the screen and 
someone wbuld mention that fact ib 
Al he would laugh and say, 'I'm. 
Hollywood's ghost Writer, so what?', 
Tl^e Ether Gold Strike 
When, the comics came into de- 
mand, ori the ether lanes, it was 
bonanza for Boasberg: They 
wanted; him f.or material; Coin was 
no object. Biit Al, who was self-, 
thinking, decided to cotton to the 
fortunes of Jack Benny, Only couple 
of days before his demise he had 
signed a contract for two years with 
Benny at $1,500 a week; Prior to 
soloing for Benny he had given 
Burns and Allen 'Lamb Chops.? 
Eddie Cantor, Phil Baker and Block 
arid Sully obtained material when- 
ever they called or- l»ini even though 
busy, with Benny . he always found 
tinie to turn out a routine for Block 
and Sully, He also helped thie Marx 
BrOs., close pals, whenever they 
wanted. any cOniedy material,. He 
worked on the script of their last 
two plictures, but never took screen 
credit under conclitions the stUdi 
offered. He would always say^ 'i 
it helps my pal, Sam Wood, get a 
great picture, forget me,*^ they paid 
for it.' 

Yarn told around Hollywood about 
Boasberg and Al Jolson was that 
Boasberg saw operiing of a Jolson 
show in 1915 and heard a line in the 
show he liked arid remembered. 
About a year ago Jolspn met Boas- 
berg at Hollywood and Vine and 
asked for a comedy line. Boasberg 
reiterated the one he heard 21 years 
before and Jply said, 'That's pretty 
good, can I use it?' Boasy replied, 
'I don't see why not, It's yours, you 
told it in 1915.' 

Boasberg had various eccentrici- 
ties. He liked to build freak houses; 
One of them he sold Bert Wheeler; 
Others aftei: occupying them for a 
week, he would place, on the market. 
About six months before his death 
his attorney, Martin Gang, bought a 
plot of ground for him in the San 
Fernahdo valley and a house was 
being built which ' would have been 
ready July 1. Al was planning, for 
the openirig, It was to be dedicated 
with an opening nights to be kriown 
as NVA night. He told Sophi 
Tucker she would be the m.c; and 
to invite the guests. He was going 
to serve hamburger that, night, so 
bought a meat gririder costing $500, 
so that there would be rio delay i 
shaping up the food. His . Mali 
home he dubbDd 'Yes Manor,' 
propr-iately enough. 

Another hobby Boasy had wias 
buying new cars.' If a battery would 
go dead on a car he would call up 
the dealer and say, 'Send me a new 
car, that one is Worr out.'

Wear- 
ing makeup made famous by three 
comedians, the trio obtained vaca- 
tions from store and paraded around 
town in one-horse sulky of ancient 
vintage yodeling pop numbers from 
pix iand cutting (Bye-catching capers. 

Evans and Harris made a swell tie- 
up with the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Co. for a six-horserdrawn truck 
loaded to the gills with, piled up 
beer barrels on which were plas- 
tered banners asserting there were 
'Barrels and barrels of laughs at 'A 
Day at the Races' at Loew's.', The 
truck covered nearly every part of 
town and attracted lots of attention. 
Another stunt, rare here, was use 
of reviews of local crix in a novel 
manner.

available for a circuit run, with five 
of them musicals because all com- 
panies are striving to get their com- 
petitive pictures out^ together. In 
similar respect, the five available 
films might all be mystery or dsr 
tective productions, with no music- 
als in sight. 

But the pictures must be pushed 
through in order to make them 
available for first runs which they 
do not control. Check shows that 
bookers haven't 50% control of the 
product that is to be spotted into 
a circuit. Intricacies of system make 
it impossible to break up circuit 
booking of one picture. An attempt 
to remedy the matter might well 
make a worse situation. 

How the production alignment 
complicates matters is self-evident- 
but not generally understood by the 
theatre patron. Switch in national 
release dates because of delay in 
production, appearance of the same 
star in another picture because 
loaned to another producer but hit- 
ting the market at nearly the same 
time and the urge of all producers 
to race to the exhibitor with the 
first in a successful group of sea 
pictures, or comedies, or musicals, 
or specific type of drama, all gives 
the booker an added headache when 
it comes to booking. 

Typical example of loati-out policy 
is found in the pictures, 'Nancy 
Steel Is Missing,' madie by 20th-Fox, 
and 'Sea Devils,' made by RKO, with 



Victor McLaglen spotlighted in both. 
Films were released nationally with- 
in one week of each other though 
obviously both were not supposed 
to be finished at nearly the same 
lime or even released close to each 
other. 

Another angle is that the larger 
houses such as Paramount, Capitol, 
Music Hall and Roxy may be show- 
ing musicals because Par may have 
a top one, Metro also an entry, the 
Muoic Hall may want to use a Grace 
Moore film and 20th-Fox may have 
a musical picture it wants to hit 
Times Square. 

Possibly only prints for these mu- 
sicals are the Bole ones available 
and it is okay from their point of 
view. But it is different in other 
first runs. For instance, Loew's may 
have two or three of the four booked 
for one week. This means a sur- 
Ceilage of musicals. They have to 
book within seven days and there 
may be no other top product- avail- 
able. The result is a flood of mu- 
sicals through the circuit within a 
week or 10 days. 

Loan policy, that of farming a star 
or player to another studio, is es- 
sential to the big companies' setup 
on the Coast. Certain stars are suit- 
able only for certain parts. The 
producer can't wait until he gets a 
suitable story. Player's salary goes 
on, so he or she is loaned out Studio 
figures it is better than miscasting 
and, besides, it keeps the star in tha 
public eye.

The amiable characteristics of the 
off-the-record people who pervade 
the Broadway areas are well 
sketched in this picture, which is 
pretty good and deserving of inter- 
est.

Dance hall scenes and the love 
angles are handled astutely, even the 
tougher moments possessing a glow 
of sympathy, bespeaking good direc- 
torial judgment. The Hervey-Arm- 
strong- pair get all they can from 
theii? roles. 

The dialog is good enough and so 
are the presentations of the various 
Gilbert and Sullivan excerpts. 

The Dicture shows that consider- 
able effort and good judgment went 
into the making of this blended film, 
and it should return deserving re- 
sults. 

Miss Hervey's knowing per- 
formance in this film is an outstand- 
ing item and calls for real considera- 
tion in the future for her abilities. 
Armstrong is his usual amiable self 
and good oerformer, 

Paula Stone, as Mi.ss* Hervey's 
dance hall pal. does a briefle in hard- 
talk and okay. Then there's the 
familiar Edward J. Broohy besides 
others for comedy effect, and even 
Gwili Andre has a bit. indicating 
that care was taken with the f^st.

A soldier is dispatched in search of 
reinforcements, but until help ar- 
rives those remaining must hold the 
fort againkt the besiegers. Theirs is 
a desperate fight and, one by one, 
the Russians are slain until but one 
soldier is left to man a machine gun. 
But the trouper sent for help reaches 
a band of Soviet horsemen, and over 
the sand they ride, arriving in the 
nick of time, like the U. S. Marines. 

Story . is well-handled and it is 
acted to perfection by the Russian 
cast. Players display earnestness and 
skill in projecting this interesting 
facsimile of an American original. 
Camera work is especially fine, there 
being some striking sandstorm shots 
that are particularly effective.

lA Making Progress in Film Exchanges — But Theatre 
Presents Difficulties Admittedly — Meantime 
Contracts Expire 



Organization of forces in theatres 
which have heretofore been non- 
union," an undertaking in which the 
International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees and other unions 
are combined, is proceeding across 
the country through the offices of 
locals but with the going slow in 
rounding up groups for collective 
bargaining, union spokesmen are not 
so certain that they will be able to 
effect negotiations for contracts by 
this coming Labor Day. On that day 
contracts covering operators and 
stage hands will be expiring but for 
certain exceptions where two-year 
agrements were reached. 

Because it does not present the 
problems confronting unions in or- 
ganizing help in theatres that never 
belonged -to unions, the pi'ogress :of 
the IAl.T.S,E. in setting up locals 
over film exchange workers has been 
far more rapid, indications being 
that all exchanges throughout the 
United States and Canada will be on 
a union ° basis before the men and 
women in theatres, from managers 
down to scrub women, are ready to 
negotiate contracts. 

The most important of the ex- 
change centers. New York, which 
combines Brooklyn and New Jersey 
service, plus a portion of upstate 
New York, will receive wage de- 
mands within two weeks in all prob- 
ability. With the workers fully or- 
ganized by Joseph D.^Basson, presi- 
dent of Local 306, Moving Picture 
Machine Operators of N. Y., the 
Film Exchange Employees Union, 
Local B-51, has ben formed, and at a 
meeting held during the past week 
officers were elected. Louis John- 
son was chosen president; Leo 
Braun, v.p., Gerard Lee, recording 
secretary, and David Newman, finan- 
cial secretary. 

Wage Scale Committee 

A meeting will be held within a 
week to name a wage scale commit- 
tee. Over 300 members are on the 
rolls of the new Local B-51, these 
including workers of one kind or an- 
other in N. Y. exchanges of the eight 
major producer-distributors, as well 
as independents. 

While Basson's assignment was to 
organize the exchange workers, Jim 
Brennan, lATSE v.p., is directing the 
organization plans for the group 
taking in the managers, press agents, 
treasurers, etc. Another lA v.p., Dick 
Walsh, is concentrating on the 
group in. theatres which embraces 
ushers, doormen, ticket takers, cash- 
iers and matrons, while the work of 
solidifying the group that 'takes in 
the janitors, porters, cleaners, etc., 
is being undertaken by Local 32-J 
of the Building Service Workers In- 
ternational. 

Before any of the three different- 
groups can consider approaching the 
theatres for collective bargaining 
and negotiation, they must sign up 
the workers, get. their allegiance to 
unionism and then set up the agency 
through which demands will be 
made upon the theatre operators. 
This may take longer than the sum- 
mer, in the opinion of some union 
men, because of the magnitude of 
the undertaking and the fact that 
theatres are spread much more than 
exchanges. 

Although the workers are being 
slowly organized and enrolled, fur- 
ther orders with respect to the drive 
of the lATSE are awaiting the re- 
turn to New York of George E. 
Browne, president of the I.A., who 
is still on the Coast and has not in- 
dicated when he may be able to sit 
down in the East to discuss the un- 
ionization of theati'es from cellar to 
ceiling in a more detailed way. 



And in Philly 

Philadelphia, June 22. 

Hard feelings because inspectresses 
and other exchange employes, in 
many cases, are getting more than 
office workers, sent unionization 
drive of white collar class in film 
industry spurting ahead this week. 

With new Film Exchange Em- 
ployes Union agreements giving in- 
spectresses $20 a week, stenos -feel 
they're out in the cold. About 75 
of them (approximately 50% of po- 
tential members) have been signed 
up by Louis Vennelt in the CIO's 



United Office and Professional 
Workers Union, Local 2. Two meet- 
ings have beeh held and demands 
presented to Universal, Warners and 
National Theatre Supply. 

Meantime organization of house 
employes also speeded ahead with a 
meeting of cashiers, ushers, doormen, 
cleaners and assistant managers at 
the Broadwood Hotel Sunday. About 
650 employes took vows of allegi- 
ance, signed membership cards, paid 
dues and discussed, plans for nego- 
tiations with employers. Meeting 
was Tjresided over by Lou Krouse, 
lATSE organizer. 



FLEISCHER STRIKE 
AWAITS NLRB RULING 



Outcome of the strike at the Max 
Fleischer studios, N. Y., appears to 
depend on the decision of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board re- 
garding the complaint by the Com- 
mercial Artists and Designers' Union. 
Board has the matter under consid- 
eration. 

CADU charged in its complaint 
that Fleischer refused to bargain 
with the union, which claims to rep- 
resent a majority of the studio work- 
ers. Hearing was held last Thurs- 
day (17) by the regional board. 
Union seeks an election to determine 
officially the bargaining representa- 
tive for the Fleischer employees. 

Question, raised by tlie cartoon 
producer, whether animators should 
be classed as artists or artisans, is 
also before the boai-d. Lumping art- 
ists and animators in one classifica- 
tion would be considered a partial 
victory for the union. 

Mass meeting of various factions in 
sympathy with the strikers was held 
last Thursday night. 

Citizens' committee was formed at 
this meeting. Including representa- 
tives of the New York Teachers' 
Union, United Parents Association, 
Newspaper Guild of N. Y. and As- 
sociated Film Audiences, the group 
mapped plans for a boycott of 
Fleischer's Popeye and Betty Boop 
cartoons. 

Meanwhile, strike and picketing at 
the studios continues. CADU claims 
production is at a standstill except 
in one or two specialized depart- 
ments. Music union is co-operating 
in the strike and picketing. Fleischer 
declares the strike is over. Pro- 
ducer says production is once more 
at nearly 100% and that nearly all 
employees are back at work.

kential basis is teally a credit ar- 
rangement, with the exhibitors buy- 
ing the items at a set billing price, 
but with the items returnable within 
five days for credit. Credits are al 
lotted in two measures, depending 
on whether the accessories are 
turned in 'good conditioiii' or 'badly 
damaged.' Saving to the exhibitor 
runs between 35 % and 50 % . 

Warner. Bros, has add^.d s^vera 
items to its accessories; list since go- 
ing into the rental plan, now offer-

Following NBC's issuance last 
Monday (14) of a ine-page tome 
detailing net's drumihing for Shake- 
speare since 1929, CBS on Wednes- 
day teletyped its member stations a 
bitter message on what it claims is 
the rival web's determination to 
niuscle in on its territory. 

The message as received by WCAU 
here-read: 

'As you know, Columbia released 
to the press from coast to coast two 
weeks ago annoimcement of Shake- 
spearian series for summer, after 
months of planning and working to 
develop original radio adaptations, of 
ShakeiSpeare. One week ago we re- 
leased announcement of 9-10 pim. 
time Monday night for this series, 
to everyone's aniazement, NBC re- 
leased last night iannouncement Of a 
Shakespeare series 9:30 to 10:15 p.m. 
Monday nights. This places NBC 
Shakespeare directly opposition Co- 
lumbia Shakespeare through several 
weeks. 

'We presumed it was a mistake on 
NBC's part and requested them 
yesterday afternoon to change, time 
of their broadcasts. They have re- 
fused despite the fact that our plans 
and announcements ^ere all prior to 
theirs. We believe that our Shake- 
spearei presentations will have far 
wider public appeal due to constant 
succession of superlative stars, each 
creating new Shakespearian role for 
the' air, rather than expecting one 
actor to play different parts from 
week to week. 

'We' still hope to sway NBC from 
what seems to us an inexplicable 
policy, but are advising you of facts 
' so that you may discuss situation in- 
telligently with your newspapers or 
others interested, if you care to do 
so. In view of this -situation, we hope 
you will join with us in redoubling 
our efforts to make Coliunbia's 
Shakespearian, cycle outstanding, by: 
any standard of comparison; We 
are enthusiastic over 90 station 
hook-up thaiiks to co-operation from 
you and others stations.' Paul W.

this rifew radio program. Columbia 
Broadcasting's commentator made 
much of Argentinian 'friendship' and 
cited a parable of how much friend- 
ship means ih Hhe land' of th6 gau- . 
'chos. But b&ck of one's head is the 
^knowledge that U- S. sUippers to 
South America today can pQiht to 
>r--.irtwo German freighters for every 
ship flying the Stars and Stripes m 
almost every port in. South America. 

This reporter, as many another 
passenger on a recsnt voyage to 
South America and through the 
Canal, was impressed with the many 
swastikas on the /^boats in Latin 
Amsrican ports,- only to be told that 
despite President Roosevelt's great 
program of amity between the 
America's, the southern hemisphere 
neighbors proczsd only on , the 
premise of simole economics, so far 
as foreign trading, is concerned. 
America insists oh qashfor its prod- 
ucts; the Germans trade their home 
wares for South. American coffee, 
beets, . sugar, bamboo, etc. . The 
Latins like Hie swapping idea better 
thaiS the cash basis. 

That's why, for all the musical 
fanfare about the great bond be- 
tween the U. S< and its Monroe Doc- 
trine-protected neighbors, ships from 
across the sea still dominate •. south 
of the Equator' so far. as interna^ 
tiorial trading is;CO|ncerned. 

Hence, one woiiders whether the 
recent cavalcade of Latin American 
salutes oh th6 air hasn't something 
behind it other than the fact that 
the' Americaih public has mahifested 
£reat response for the; colorful Latin 
tempos, There's no .question but that 
ihe.U. S. has become tnore and more 
rhuYnba^. danzon and tango-minded 
in recent years as a new tempo, than 
since the first advent of jazz made 
. Americans rhythm-c'ohscious. 
v» But shipping men, regularly 
.traversing the southern seas, baldly 
state that the Latins are frankly - 
laughing at lis,, despite the widely 
publicized amity and accord, between 
us and the S. A. prowers. They may 
clasp our hand in friendship, but 
they take their trade elsewhere, be- 
cause they can trade - home produce 
for 'foreign on the. barter basis. 

Be that as it. may, so far as CBS' 
Jnaitgural Vincent Sorey concert was 
concerned, it. was. an ultra half -hour 
Sunday afternoon at .5 .p...m'., over 
the' entlre hetwork, and shortwaved 
to 'S. .A< simultaneously. Gloria 
' Guerla, soprano, and Carlos Vivian, . 
baritone, supported Soriey's crack 
orchestra. 

'The maestro ran the Latin music 
gamut from ah. opening paso doble to 
tangos; spirited marches and a salute 
-to . the late . Carlos - Gardell, the , 
Argentinian .

So maybe this unofficial commer- 
cial, albeit technically .a sustainer, 
may. do something, yet, about the 
practical side of Latin American re- 
lations.

NBC dished' up a healthy three- 
quarter hour chunk of culture Mon- 
day night (21) as the first of a pro- 
tracted series. The series may not last- 
as long as NBC thinks— unless it gets a 
good .deal better. John Barrymore in 
Shakespeare's 'Haihlet' isi something 
to dish opt' and sell; so far it's fine. 
A very good supporting' cast, .with, 
some good legit aihd picture names 
lelps. But, after that, NBC forgot 
that the show has to be; thei:e. And, 
at least on, this first broadcast^ it 
wasn't. 

Main difficulty is in the $cript. 
Barrymore is Credited as . having 
made the radio " adaption himself. 
That's a' tipHsft. .What is heeded, and 
quick, is an adaptor. No doubt 
about Barrymore's ability to. read his 
lines. He- hasn't quite masteted 
radio niike and distances, but he'll 
get that. Hbweyer, he shouldn't be 
permitted to do everything — or try, 
which, 'with Barry mqre, is the same 
thing: 

There isn't any question of sacri- 
lege, . or' anything' like that. .Barry- 
more is a good actor and he : loves 
the rhythm of those Shakespearean 
Ines. But, in cutting up a threerhour 
play to fit in the confines of a 45- 
minute broadcast, he. doesn't show 
ahy too miich brilliaince. Thus 
Ophelia has been completely cut out 
of the 'show. That, makes his duel 
with Laertes a bit difficult to "under- 
stand, since it's neyer explained even 
whb Laertes is, or Why he jpermits 
the King to cajole him into starting 
the fight. Also Polbnius, one of the 
best Shakespeare characters, is given 
a few casual lines. And the only, 
woman to appear throughout . the 
4S minutes is the Qiieen, who has 
only four- or five speeches. 

Obviously, Barrymore was trying 
to stream-line the. play and get it 
on and bver. , There must be clearer, 
and simpler Waxs of doing it. Some 
charaCteirs must, . perforce,- be 
dropped. Ophelia is a none too-well 
written part; there are critics Who 
claim- it's the :. Bard's • ■ worst. But 
Ophelia:, is a distinctly important 
story sequence character. And, more 
than that, Barrymore forgot that it 
becomes mighty tiresome to listen 
only to male voices for -that" length 
of time. 

Presentation by NBC is simple and 
dignified. Ahhbunced cleanly ahd 
clearly by. an uncredited announcer, 
Barrymore bows on first as himself 
to give a. hint of • what's coming. 
Then he goes into thie ghost scene, 
which is prolonged unduly (in view 
of the limited time available). Bar- 
rymore now steps out of character to 
explain a bit of the story and jumps 
to, the greeting of the players, his in- 
structions to them, etc, .Again he 
steps out Of character, explains about 
how the, show is worked, and goes 
into the scene in the .Queen's bied- 
room, 

. Now, while it is none too smart to 
have Barrymore stepping in and out 
of character, (someone else, - the an- 
nouncer, for instance, could do it so 
much better), he forgets to explain 
the - next scene and suddenly one 
hears the King coaching Laertes, 
Admitted that most listeners to this 
type of program know the story, 
anyway, there must be some who 
don't and who are puzzled. From 
that, again sans explanation, into the 
agonizing and long-winded finale 
scene with its mass murders and 
suicides, most of which comes" over 
as a series of girunts, and the show 
is over. 

Again Barry niore speeches a bit. 
thanking everybody for everything. 
Next week, 'King Richard III.' 

There were a lot of good male 
voices in support and some not so 
good. But why pull them apart? 
It's Barrymore's show (he plays the 
part of the ghost as well as Hamlet 
just to'. make sure he has enough to 
do), and Barrymore* as ah actor is 
fine— in. someone else's writing, or 
adapting,, not his own. Kquf.

letter, 'ine.scapably means each sta- 
tion must keep a file of every corj- 
position it performs and that • this 
listing must show, composer, iuthor 
and copyright owner. Not the copy- 
right. owner; as may be indicated on 
some old printed copy of th6 music, 
but the. actual legal copyright owner 
as on the date that the composition 
is performed.. Before a station can 
make this record it must have i - 
dexes, kept, accurately up date, 
that ill show definitely, present 
legal copyright owner. For the aver- 
age station, the cost of mai ihing 
the index,, making accurate records 
of compositions performed and post- 
ing royalty credits,, would, in clerical 
hire, cpst more than priesent average 
license fees.'

sohally know that it is ASCAP's in- 
tention, if when, by one means or 
anbther^ a per-use method is 
crammed, down the broadcasters' 
throats, to afford each of their indi- 
vidual members an opportunity to

NBC and New York World's Fair 
officials got together on a stunt 
broadcast last week. On paper it 
was a natural. As it came out,, how-, 
ever, it was decidedly a hag of an- 
other hue. 

What the World's Fair got was the, 
valuable ballyhoo of a nationwide 
broadcast. What NBC got was ah 
uirfaivoraible , inipressiOn qlf television. 

Spark that set the whole shebang 
oft was NBC's contracting to pay 
$29,339^62 for a site of 81,699 square 
feet at the New York- World's Fair 
of 1939. Plot of ground livill be used 
to erect ah exhibit showing the 
story of radio ah its future and 
housing studios for both i-adld and; 
television. 

To. ballyhoo that deal, as well as 
to plug its television progres.s, NBC 
staged the stunt;' David Sarnoff, 
RCA president; Grover Whalen, 
World's Fair rez, and Lenox R. 
Lohr, NBC .prexy, inked contracts 
for the deal as the stars, of a tele-/ 
vision broadcast; 

Ceremonies were, broadcast over a 
hational hook-up, with glowing 
speeches by. the three , principals. 
Also broadcast by television for the 
RCA and NBC execs who have tele- 
yisjion receivers in their offices and 
hpn»es. ..Was said later it was the 
first ceremoiiy of official nature ever 
sent out by television and the first 
television broadcast also aired by 
radio. Elaily and trade paper 
TJiorters watched and 'heard the cere- 
itionies via receiviers in the NBC 
offices. 

As a demonstration .of practical 
television, the stunt left plenty to 
be desired. In ftict it: might 'be 
called an expose, rather than: ft 
demonstraliop. The image,, reflected 
in the raised top of the receiver, is 
about seven, by nine inches in size. 
Lqhr stated during the ceremony 
that television reproduction is now 
as satisfactory as 16 mm. filrh pro- 
jection in the home, but fhe denion- 
stration hardly bore him out. 
Flicker Still Present 

Same flicker that has characterized 
previous television images was pres- 
ent, possibly even more accentUaited. 
Focusing was faulty, with outlines 
and images blurred. Lighting seemed 
to provide the most trouble, frequent 
blinks flashing on the tube end. 

Still, all three principals ' the 
show were easily recognizable. . 

Aside from the technical difficul 
ties still unsolved by televisiori;' the 
demonstration highlighted one point 
that has frequently been mentioned 
in regard , to practical television 
"That is the program angle. While 
the broadcast may have sounded in- 
teresting and impressive via radio, 
it was tiresome as reproduce^ by 
television. 

.'Lohr explained after the demon- 
stration that the transmitting equip- 
mient had been virtually tossed to- 
gether at the last minute to comply 
with his and • Sarnoff 's sudden de- 
cision to televise the ceremonies of 
sighing the Fair tontiract. Para- 
phernalia was dismantled to perrnit 
some experiments several weeks ago 
and . the intention was not to. re- 
assemble it until late this month. 
Lohr said, adding that the result of 



the hurrjr job was a nuniber of tele- 
vision 'flaws: 

In their speeches accompanyiag 
the sig:ning, Sarnoff, Lohr and Whr>- 
len all did a Gastoil-Alphonse rue.- 
tine about 'so honored to have y m 
with us,' 'so happy to reach th-fj 
agreement,' etc. Boiled down,' the 
St>eeches simply meant that RCA ah'.'. 
NBC -had. contracted to spend 
bundle of coin tO: ballyhoo their radi« 
and television achievements and' fa- 
cilities to, the 50,000,000 (ieistimated. 
by Whalen) who . will visit the; Fair. 

How vague the whole thing is- at 
present can be judged from the fact 
that the question of whether RCA- 
NBC have the sitfe for one or two 
seasons in return for their $29,000 
hasn't been decided.

Osborn; Jr., retired 
Fresno newsp|aper editor, for a transmitter to be oper- 
ated oh 1440. kc with 500 watts, was: given the green 
light by the examiner .over four pending applications. 

In his report, Bramliall revealed that KMJ, a Aiem- 
ber. of the McClatchy newspaper-radio chain, is offer- 
ing 'serious opposition' to ..the Osborn application, al- 
though a similar request made by George Harm — an 
intervenor in, the. case — was not questioned. KMJ, 
Which imtil this year carried Columbia Broadcasting 
programs, now uses National Broadcasting, Bramhall 
pointed out, and Freisno receives little local service. 

New Tork: Desires of the Gannett Company, news- 
paper-broadcast chai ; to; add a sixth transmitter to 
its string, were okayed by Examiner Robert L. Irwin, 
who' recommended granting of the outfit's application 
vfoF a 250-watt daytime station at Elmira. Applying in 



the name of the Elmira Star-Gazette — one of the 16

.42nd annual convention of .the 
ATnerician Federation of Musicians. 

Fireworks were touched oil by. 
Janies C. Piet'rillo, president of the 
Chicago local of the AFM, who has; 
been the leader iii the flght to iregU- 
late and . control , mechanical repro" 
.ductib^s of music, ' 

As the case now stands, the con- 
vention voted to refer sonje 15 reso-. 
lutibns on - the subject matter of 
radio, recordings, and soiilnd films to 
the international executive board of 
the Federation, Shoiild the execu- 
tive board be unable to reach a solu- 
tion of the pr61»l<>ni within thirty 
days after ^the clots of the. conven- 
tion, then the president has been i r 
structed to call a special convention, 
with delegates from oach local rep- 
resented, and makia 'ftnal disposition 
of the recording question, which has 
been the . burning topic of this con- 
vention. . 

Web^it' Gav« Coirsieiit 

, Petrillo,- who took more than an 
hour to (explain tke workings of >the 
racordihg matter . la his Ohifago 
jurisdiction, leceived Hie unanimous 
support of the convention, and 
Joseph H. Weber, president, took the 
opportunity to malsa clear that the 
action PetrlUb had taken was with 
his full knowledge and consent He 
pointed, out that the Chicago local 
was, the. largest, jnoBt prosperous, 
and most Influential in the entire 
Federation, and that , his ofTica and 
that of Petrillo had alwiays forked 
harmoniously and for the progessive 
interests . of . the organization. He 
labeled as false the charge in a re- 
cent magazine issue, that Petrillo: 
was the dictator and real power be- 
hind the throne in the AFofM. 

I'he recording questions, according 
to Peirillo, has been under consider- 
ation by the Chicago lecal for two 
years. 'He said that last January he 
decided that the question could not 
be evaded any longer, and that ef- 
fective. Febiruary 1, 1937, drastic reg- 
ulations oencarning the making of 
records by rhusicians in the Chicago 
local were put into effect All re- 
cording and broadcasting Arms were 
notified of the regulations, which, 
in substance, said that 'no member 
of Chicago locaV 10 will be per- 
mitted, to leeord without Iho per- 
missioa and imider the exact terras 
set forth by the loeal.' 

Petrillo stated that he knew wh^ 
he made this drastic ruling that the 
first move .of the tecordera would 
be to go somewhere else and meiJ^ 
the records/ His point, however, .was 
that nothing had been gained tip to 
that tithe toward the solution ot Hie 
question and he deemed it ivise to 
aot promptly hi order to bring the 
problem to a head, 

PetriHo said he veallTad his aotion 
would sost. his Ipeal plenty, but he 
felt that there was a principle , in 
volved, and when settled, woxUd be 
of immense benefit to, the Federa 
tion 88 a whole, iPetriDo declared 
that an . ordiestra receiving |lt500 for 
ai recording would mean eventually 
a loss of approximately |1, 900,000 in 
wagea by the time the recording was 
discarded.

Each house ch,a;rgin.g 
ovet 25c. admisision will be obliged 
to employ aii equal number of live 
musicians. .as iis used in the prod uc- 
tion ef the sound picture. This sinte- 
nient received tremendous appl&use 
from iUi^ delegates.

UQUOR LAWS- 
TUFF CDRFEW 



iladelphia, June 22. 
Several- important changes in 
Piennsy's llqupr laws, which Will 
have a serious effect on niteries 
here, became law last week and go 
into eflPect July 

Pri , ich resulted 

more from campai ing by legit lir 
censees than moral interests, ill 
force clubs to shutter between 3 a.m. 
and 7 a.m. every day, instead of 
staying open all night, as at presient. 
Legit niteries were howling that 
Club^ — most of them with charters 
held by one man— were scooping the 
cream off profits with unlimited 
privileges and- far less overhead. 

What wiU result from the new law 
depends,, of course, upon how it is 
enforced. Many regularly licensed, 
spots remain open all night now. 
without interference fr-om the law, 
although legal closing hour is 3 a.m. 

Legislature .has added .five new 
reasons to causes for revocation of 
nitery licenses.' They are: Permit- 
ting nninors to perform any duties 
about, the premises; permitting per- 
sons of ill-repute or minors without 
proper guardians to frequent the 
premises; cashing pay checks, ex- 
cept under Liquor Board regulations; 
failing to break liquor bottles within 
24 hours after the contents emptied, 
and advertising the price of liquor 
or beer outside of the premises. - 

iquor control board, the 
ne\y. law is allowed to suspend or 
revoke li<censes, a power now held 
by the county courts. This should 
serve to tighten enforcement .by 
eliminating red tape. 

Flat $25 liceinse.fee for spots with" 
floor shows is upp^d in munjcipali 
ties of 1,500 or more to 20% of the 
liquor license fee, ith mi imum set 
at $25. Local option referenda oh 
liquor, which have been hield in con 
nection ith the municipal prima 
ries, can now be held only in pri- 
maries of odd-numbered years.

He has' 
taken the niatter up with both the 
Liqupih Coifitrpl Board,, which grants 
licenses to' liiteiries, .and th^ Depart- 
ment of Labor. and Industry^ which 
r^gulates^ _ gmploym ent of , enter- 

In a petition tP the .Liquor Board 
he asks that the phrase in the law 
prohibiting . 'soliciUng' in. niteries be 
interpreted to eliminate femme per-^ 
formers drinking -with guests. Pe- 
tition to the Labpr and Industry De- 
partment asks it tp eliminate agents 
who demand that glrTs mix, 

Kelly was high in praise pf the. 
Variety expose of cpiidltipns. He 
thought, if anything, it was con- 
servative. 

'Variety says that - girls .get tWo- 
week contracts/ Kelly declared, 'and 
aire fired after the first week if thiey 
don't act the way they're told. That's 
wrong. In PhiUy they only last three 
days if they don't mix/ 

'As far as we are .concerned,'' he 
continued, 'operators of night clubs 
can have all the girls they want at 
tables. We don't care. But they 
must be hostesses^ hired for that 
purpose, and do nothing else. We 
want our girls to. do their scheduled 
number of turns during an evening 
and then be free. We're not g[oing 
to stand for a 21 -year-old girl singer 
being tossed put as bait to every 
Tom,' Dick and Harry who wants tp 
buy her a drink. And. that's what is- 
happening.' 

Kelly said the' new law governing 
booking agents would do little to 
cure the mixing problem. Its only 
effect, he stated, would be to keep 
operators frpni firing girls before 
their cpntracts expired, Kelly said 
in any such case ttie UEA attorneys 
would bring suit immediately for 
breach of contract. 

That is the extent of the law. It 
will probably hurt more girls finan- 
cially than help them in regard to 
mixing, however, because once they 
are listed- by bookers as 'non-mixers' 
they simply won't , get jpte. That's 
why Kelly is so anxipus to have the 
new measures.

than last, late June and" there .will 
be considerably fewer, nevy-. play 
.tryout-s. 

It is believed that in the reduc- 
tion of the number of country .show 
ventures, there will result a steadily 
improvi type of presentatibh. 
That goes for the new shows tried 
out, as well as the standiardized 
plays offered. Through regulations 
imposed by ity, players are 
getting a better break and more 
professionals are Used instead of 
amateurs and graduates of schools 
of the drania. 

Oiily 51 i?ryouts 

There are 51 new plays listed for 
the sticks, as against 75 tried last 
summer. Of the latter crop only 10 
were rated as definite possibilities, 
and hone Which reached the Broad- 
way boards even approximated mod-' 
erate success. When the strawhat 
craze, was at its peak, three years 
ago, there were 135 hew plays tried 
out. The number has been steadily 
decreasing and so has the im- 
portance of such showings. There 
are probably as many ambitious 
authors, but fewer embryo man-r 
agers. New play presentations are 
too hut-riedly prepared, and too 
hampered, to continue ' to attract 
regular managerial scrutiny. 

Total number of rural theatres, 
this year, wijl-probably not exceed 
40, as against 55 listed by Equity 
last summer.

about it' declaration made by Hallie 
Flanagan when she formally advised 
union- officials 'that there .would be 
no change in the- complement- 
reduction: schedule nor the manner, 
in which it was carried put. 

'Nothing can be done aboUt it' was 
reiitefatied by William P. Farnsworth, 
assistant to Mrs, Flanagan, when 
delegations called at headquarters in 
th6 Chanin building before .the dis- 
niissal notices Vfent out. The unions, 
however, have plenty to say about 
the methods Used to decide who is 
land who is not essential to the thea- 
tre project. 

Unions Plan Action 

Unions say they \vlsh to keep 
away from any personal clash with 
WPA theatre heads but it is clear 
that the fight ip on to prevent actual 
professionals from being dismissed in 
preference to those who had not 
been identified with the stage previ- 
ous to the relief Federal Theatre 
Project.

Eddie Dowling and Boris Said, 
battling partners in thie management 
of the St. James, and 44t.h.. St, thea- 
tres, N. Y.,. also interested ih'. the 
surprise click 'King Richard II,' 
have arranged a split-up of profits. 
Theirs has been one of the oddest 
financial relatibhships; known on 
Broadway. Last week Dowling re- 
ceived , $5,000, . said to bie the only 
money received by him during the 
three years they havie operated the 
St. James (originally Erlanger's). 

That coin was tendered "as, his 
share of profits, mostly from 'Rich- 
ar^,' they having a 50% interest be- 
tween them. Dowiing's split was 
considered small considering the fact 
that the show ran 17 weeks and 
grossed around $300,000, besides 
which the house earnings were, fig- 
ured to have totaled a considerable 
sum. Charged against him, how- 
ever, was . the loSs on the 44th St., 
mostly dark throughput the year. 
Office rent, ith maintenance of 
same, was also a debit, despite the 
fact it is located ih the St. James. 

Said is ian oil man, connected with 
Standard Oil's Russian holdings and 



for some years* usually as a silent 
partner. He arranged the leases for 
both theatres with Vincent. Astor 
and originally his percentage of ex- 
pected profits from the St. James 
made^ it virtually impossible for 
Dowling to participate, even if the 
hoUse had a hit. The Russian was 
also ih on 'Thumbs Up' which had 
DowUhg and Ray Dooley in the cast. 
Production w:ent beyond the budget 
and neither the actpr-mahager nor 
his wife (Miss Dooley) received any 
salary during the engagement. 

When Robinson Smith and Mauric6 
Evans presented 'Richard' they , fig- 
ured on having twice the bankroll 
necessary for production as a sink- 
ing fund in case of losses. Dowling 
and Said came in, each getting 25% 
of the yenture. Understood their 
combined half of 'Richard' also ap- 
plies to the tour next season.

. man got together , quick. Thie show 
must go oh, they felt^ Biit wWre 
'-^nd.how? 
VSomeobe . phoned the Actors' 
Equi^. Mr. piUmore considered the 
tsituktion and announced that the 
...W^JS, .. is a manager,, like, any^her 
'!inahia'ge.r.~ H it didn't wistti asnow 
to go oh, AO matter what the ex- 
ciiiw, that wa^ that Still Welles and 
ilou^man and Blitzstein wanted to 
see the cra^e r^k. Aid was 
sought, questions asked^ help solicited 
Jt came.

Sir James Matthew Barrie,^ 77, 
whose greatest fanne pfobably de-* 
rives from his *Peter Pan,' ied in 
a London nursing honie, June 19, of 
pneumonia, complicated, by. heart 
trouble. He had been ill only a few 
days. He had been a. sufferer from 
neuritis for many years, losing the 
use of his right arm, i but had other- 
wise been in generally good health, 
ins <ag& considered; 

He was;born in the Scottish town 
of Kirriemuirj later to become World- 
known as Thrums,' the son of poor 
weavers. Writing stories attracted at- 
tention in Nottingham and he went 
to work for a newspaper there, gain- 
ing-, the material f or:.'Wben a Man's 
Single;' From there he went to 
London, where he produced his first 
published novel, 'Beiter.'^ Dead.' 
There followed 'Auld Licht Idyls,' 
'An Edinburgh Eleven,' 'When a 
Man's Single' and 'A Window in 
Thrums.' • 

His career as a playwright dates 
from 1895, when he had produced 
The Professor's Love » Story,' fol- 
lowed by his dramatization of 'The 
Little Minister,' which he liad pre- 
sented as a novel in 1891. This 
gained for ■■ him' almost, immediate 
recognition, arid plays seenled to 
flow from- his pen, achieving his- top 
success in 1904 with 'Peter Pan,' 
which perhaps, pwed as' miich to 
Maude Adanis' sympathetic interprSr' 
tation of the title role- as it did to 
the whimsy of the story. His plays 
were almost' uniformly' successful, 
though in 1913 his "The Adored One' 
was booed at its London preniiere 
and, in 1936, his 'The Boy David',' 
after ah auspicious start in the 
provinces was a costly failure In 
London with Elisabeth Bergher. In 
bietweien, however, he produced a 
long string of plays that were both 
artistic and financial successes. Most 
of them were presented in America 
by the late Charles Frohman, and 
many of which gave Maude iVdams 
some of; her greatest Opportunities, 
notably Teter Pan' and 'The Little 
Minister.' 

Most of his fictional successes date 
to the early years, but he had no 
peak period in his plays, which in- 
cluded: 

'The Professor's Love Story,' 'The 
Little Minister,' 'The Wedding 
Guest,' 'Quality Street,' 'The Ad 
mirable CriChton,' 'Little Mary,' 'Peter 
Pan,' 'Alice Sit-by-the-Fire,' 'What 
Every Woman Knows,' 'The. Legend 
of LenOra,' 'The Will,' 'The Adored 
One/ 'Half an Hour,' 'Der Tag,; 
'Rosy Rapture,' 'A Kiss for Glnderel 
la,' 'The Old. Lady Shows Her 
Medals,' 'Sevien .. Women,' 'Dear 
Brutus,' 'Echoes Of the War,' 'Mary 
Rose,' 'Shall We. in the Ladi ,' 
'The Boy David.' 

His longest-lived play "was 'Peter 
Pan/ which is revived alrripst, yearly 
in England around . Christmas tinne. 
Some, years ago he dohated all finan- 
cial rights in this play to the Great 
prfnond Street Children's hospital. 

He .madehis.first visit to the IT. S.' 
in 1906, en route to, Samoa to visit 
Rob.ert Louis Stevenson, but the lat- 
ter's death defeated that end and 
he returned home. He again, visited 
America in 1914. 

He was marricfd to Miss Ansell^ 
who was an actress in his 'Walker, 
London/ Later' he divorced her, 
though, he- was strongly attached to 
her. He never remarried. 

He was made a baronet in 1913. 
having previously r-ef used the same 
title, and in 1922 received the Order 
of Merit, ich he - valued more 
highly than his knighthood. 

Many of his plays found their 
way to the screen, notably 'The Ad- 
mirable Ci^ichton' ('Male and Fe- 
male'), 'Peter Pan/ 'A Kiss for Cin- 
derella,' 'The Old Lady Shows Her 
Medals' ('Seven Days' Leave'), 'Half 
an Hour' ('The Doctor's Secret'), 
'What Every Woman Knows' and 
'The Little Minister.'

Later, when he sought a 
discharge, Harpld Coffin, referee, 
learned Haynes iiad insurance poli 
cies of considerable value, but 
which were in his wife's name. The 
refereie decided Haynes should make 
a cash value surrender of the poli- 
cies to the trustee for the benefit of 
the creditors. Haynes opposed the 
Order, but Judge Clancy upheld the 
referee.

Council 
rejected the idea, but decided to 
test the sentiment of members by 
referendum, then ordered .the elec- 
tion to be held by the secret vot!» 
method. Although Equity's officers 
feared the tally of votes might take 
considerable time, the votes were 
epuhted in. one day. From now on- 
the council will decide when the 
secret vote method is to be used, 
admi istratioh having believed that 
was the right idea, rather than being 
mandatory, as would have attained 
had the 'amendment been adopted. 

There Were 526 ' votes, against the 
amendment , as against. 262 who voted 
yes, a total of 788. -At the election 
there were 1,244 votes cast, or ap- 
proximately half the total of the paid . 
up senior ihembership. It was in^ 
dicated that ' the opposition forces 
were unable to rally their own group, 
since they were ablie to get 436 votes 
for one of their council candidates.. 

Much iado'. was made over the pro- 
posed amendment. Administration 
stated that if. the referendum fav^ 
ored the idea, it might mean that 
all questions at all meetings would 
have to be decided by the secret 
method, Legal opinion backing that 
viewpoint -was announced^ although 
one attorney did not agree. Indies 
claimed that the .adrninistration was 
befuddling the issue and, r^gatdless 
of ■ the way the; amendment was 
phrased, the intent was to apply the 
secret ballot only for elections.

persons only who, prior, to their be^- 
coming employed on the project, had 
been earning their living in the pro- 
fessional theatre or in fields other 
than , the professional theatre .but 
under the jurisdiction of theatrical 
crafts ions (except certai ad- 
ministrators). The rules for is- 
missali in our opinion, override and 
conflict with such riequiremeiits and 
we request, a definite ruling, to 
remedy the situation, Or if our posi- 
tion lis incorrect,. .give your reasons. 

'Under , your present ruling , and 
method of making .cuts, large groups 
of men arid women who always 
earned their liying in the legit or 
variety will be discharged, while on 
certain. Of your projects even larger 
groups of persons who never were 
dependent on itifor their jiving . are 
to be retairied. ' can- 
not tolerate this, unfair situaitipn. 

"The Tequest for a prpriipt reply 
was made. It was reported that 
Mrs.. Flanagan -arid Farnswbrth were 
out of . the city when the letters were 
sent but a letter was said to have 
been 'received from the former On 
Saturday (19): with the same 'noth- 
ing can be done about it' the re- 
puted gist. In 'a letter sent by the 
unions last Wednesday ' it was su.g- 
gested that to the requirement rule, 
on 'professional training, achiievie- 
ment and aptitude' there bie added: 
'but such elimination shall affect 
persons who prior to their becom- 
ing employed on the project had 
been earning their .living in the pro- 
fessional theatre, etc' Also sug- 
gested that another of the dismissal 
rules be amended to read: 

'If the supervisor is unable to cer- 
tify to a sufficient riumber to cover 
the cut required riiade by him, then 
in that eyent cuts be. made in othei- 
divisiohs of the project among per- 
sons thereon who, prior to the time 
of joiriing the' project, 'were not 
earning their living in the profes- 
sional theatre.' Unions also asked 
that before the lists be . acted on, 
they be offered for inspection by the 
officers of the A.F.L. stage unions, 
so that the latter could present ob- 
jections.' 

Appeal to Washington 
Upon receipt of the letter from 
Mrs. Flanagan virtually setting aside 
all their suggestions, the unions sent 
another delegation to Washington to 
protest the dismissal procedure and 
its rules. Expected that the struggle 
between the unions to .hold their un- 
employed on the FTP pay roll and 
the project , heads will start in the 
capital. 

It has been charged any number 
of times that heads of departments 
in the FTP are of a radical trend. 
That .was repeated Monday when the 
dispiissal notices were received. 
Some supervisors who made up the 
'npn-essential' lists are alleged to be 
■politically pink' and that they fa- 
vored those whose ideas are similar 
while professional actors were dis- 
criminated against. 

Mrs.' Flairikgan was . reported at 
Vassar -college early this week to 
diirect. trai irig of supervisors, actors, 
writers; directors and designees dur^ 
ing a six. weeks' period. The jgrOup,. 
consisting of 44 persons from vari- 
ous parts of the country, will hpld 
forth in the experinnentai theatre Of 
the college, where Mrs. Flanagan was 
in charge .ipf drama: Three produc- 
tions are to be made by - .the group, 
the shows being financed by a grant 
of $10,500 frohi the Rockefeller 
Forindatipn. The Vassar meeting 
appears to have bieen arrariged be- 
fore it was definitely known how 
much the FTP would be cut. 

Heads of departments ate at odds 
with those who have . accepted the 
FTP reduction plan without consid- 
ering the. plight of the professionals 
who are to be dismissed. It was de- 
clared thai;WPA jobs, such as ticket 
takers and dobrnierii should be given 
to old actcirs instead of husky fel- 
lows able to do maniial labor, some 
of the latter being retained while 
some senior professionals are marked 
for let-out,. 



Despite the almost .continuous un- 
emplbyment for a great portion of 
the Broadway legit players not on 
WPA rolls, the. .shortage of young 
actors capable of playing leading 
roles is growing steadily more acute;. 

Producers claim they: are havihg 
increasing difficulty in casting plays 
suitably. Number of productions 
over the .last several seasons have 
riot been dorie simply because, man- 
agers. couWn't find players whom 
they considered experienced and ca- 
pable enough to make them go^ ; 

Matter has reached , such a point 
that at least one leading summer 
stock company will ;be inactive this 
season due to its manager's inability 
to gither a sufficient number of sea- 
soned, players. , Uridetstood there are 
several others which either may riot 
be activie this siimriier or are plan- 
ning to try and get by with what 
Capable players they can contract 
with, other parts taken by bteginners. 

. I^otable case o^. casting difficulties 
holding .up a Broadway prodyctipn 
wds a script called 'Angel,' which 
over a period of the last five yiears: 
was- held by a. riumber of established 
prodvice'rs, each .ol..whom.finally i re- 
leased -it becaVise of his inal^ility to 
get playei^S he thought Capable . of 
making the show a success.^ Script 
never was done and was finally sold 
to Paramourit, which has just com- 
pleted filniing it with const: Lubitsch 
directing and Marlene Dietrich 
starred;. . 

Crosby Gaige has held Samson 
Raphaelspn's 'The Magnificent Heel' 
for several seasons without being 
able, to get it on the stage. George 
Jessel was set for It at orie time, but 
when he bowed out the. script- again 
went back into Gaige's desk. Under- 
stood Raphaelsori' is now rewritirijg 
it to ' make the leading character 
Irish. 

. According to report, Geprge . S. 
Kaufman had . plenty of headaches, 
trying to cast 'Mice and Men' 
foi*' Sam H.; Harris. Kaufman, back 
frbni the Coast after a film scr-iptirig 
stint, had also been collabbing with 
Moss Hart on the book for a. legit 
tuner. In between times endeav- 
ored to line up a cast for the Stein- 
beck play. . Story, is that he. \vants 
James Cagney fpr the lead and other 
ftlnri players for important parts: 

There have been countless other 
scripts pver the last lew seasons, that 
have caused managerial agonies o.ver 
casting; Also pointed out that more 
than a few shows which flopped im- 
mediately oi: closed s^ter short ruris 
might have been successes if the^ 
producers had been able to get the 
players they wanted for them. 

Another/angle is the number of 
productions which' suddenly folded 
when important players left the 
casts. Notable case in pioint was 
'Jubilee,' during the 1935-3^ season. 
It was rated .a wallop until Mary 
Boland left the cast. Never, had a 
chance after that and wound up 
deep in the red. 

Hollywood Blamed 

Whateved the retason for the 
growing /scarcity of capable' leading 
players. Holly wopd cOmes in' for 
most of the blame--^as Hollywood 
does for every ailment of legit. And 
in this case there seems tO be ample 
justification for the yelp; 

Any leiit player on Broadway is 
sure to be /bombarded with film qtr 
fers ii he shows the slightest indica 
tibri pf promise. Pictures Iprig 'agb 
ceased demanding develpped talent. 
All they ask " anymore is some sign 
of future possibility. And few strug 
gllng youngsters on Broadway can 
or want to hold but for legit. 

But as .. spectatoris at the" recent 
Ariierican Theatre Cpuncil conven 
tion grew weary :, of being told by 
countless speakers, . much r Of the 
blame for "the shortage doesn't lie 
\yith Hollywood. It was ppirited but 
with sbme logic that v/ith the death 
of stock, legit no longer affords .the 
chance pf trairiing for. young play 
ers.- Beginner on Broadway is lucky 
to get two parts a s«'asbn,. or; even 
one, for -that matter. 

Even if the show rUns, which is 
unlikely, the players gets little 
chance for development br varied 
experience since, the part, is unusii 
ally small and in any case he has to 
play the same character over anc 
pver again. 

What, if anything, ill be dbnie 
a.bout it it is another matter. Ameri 
can Theatre Council adopted a pro 



gram which contained several sug- 
gestions for meeting the {)roblem. 
All the ^ Council can: do is recom- 
mend, howeyer. And that's ' 
about that 

■ As actpr agents and producers are 
ready to point out, the list of young 
players capable of takirig leads is 
limited to a fevi individuals. .And 
those individuals can virtually name 
their own terms^ Frequently they 
practically dOi

Shubert, biit arrangements for the 
sale of tickets in New York has not 
been agreed on. Tickets for the out- 
dbor presentations are tax free be- 
cause the beach belbngs to the State 
park project,, and the. shows are re- 
garded as more or less educational.

As Zeius, the head man of thie gods, Lunt is supposed to look as miich as 
possible like Amphitryon, so he can fool the latter's wife, played by Lynn 
Fontanne. Thomson has a very bushy thatch, while Lunt's hair lies flat 
on his pate. " 

When 'Idiot's Delight* played Omaha some weeks ago an elaborate plot 
by members of the cail to rib Alfred Liint and Lynn Fontanne went hay-i 
wire.

It was that hotel namie wrinkle, incidentally, which 
caused thie Omaha mayor almost to tall off the performance of the show 
in that city.

Starlight theatre has given 'Ghost 
Owl' a workmanlike production, 
with Starr West's setting well able 
to stand professional comparison; 
Though the play affords no oppor- 
tunities for real acting, such per- 
formers as Edgar Mason, Wylie 
Adams, Isobel Rose, Miriam Battista, 
John Barclay, Starr West and Teddy 
JPnes are adroit enough to sustain a 
mild interest in major roles.

When Pirandello/died, he left the 
'Giants of . the Mbuhtain' unfinished 
and^it was found that his notes on 
the t^*^** final act, weire so frag- 
mentary that no one : would under- 
take the task of finishing the last 
act. Nevertlieles it was felt that 
the first two acts were of such dra- 
matic interest that it was a shame not 
to introduce them to the public. Ac- 
cordingly the play Was offered as 
the final attraction at the Florentine 
Music Festival, and the third act was 
read to the audience by a vQide from 
off stage; it was riot read in dialog 
but orily in outline foirm. . 

First act introduces us to the 
strange atmosphere of the Villa 
Scalogna — a yiWa ,at the foot of 
mbuntai , existing iii . an . indefi- 
nite place and at an indefinite 
time. Small group of- people that 
inhabit the Villa call themselves 
the Scalbgnati, and.', they live 
thete away, from: the rest df the 
world in a little world of their ov/n 
hoveiring between reality . and the 
land of ' dreams. Cotrone, their 
leader, is known among them as the 
magician; he is master of illusions, 
can conjure ujp strange apparitions, 
queer lights, coiYimand spirits. He 
is-the x^ent^r jof .the uhrealities that, 
jtotjthem, have become reaility. Sca- 
lognati can all leave the body and 
let their spirits, move around freely. 
Countryside all round believes their, 
villa to. be haunted and leaves them 
alone. 

. Into this, strangie setting, comes, a 
tr6up0 .of wandering -actors, who 
have " a strange story, themselves". 
They are called, the trbui)e of the 
Countess. The Countess Use was 
a famous and successful actress be- 
fore she married the Coiirit and left 
the stage. A .young :poet wrote a 
piece for her which Was called "The 
Story of the Chanjgelihg"; but be-; 
cause she would have none, of it or 
of hi , and he was desperately in 
love with her, he killed himself, 
Then the Countess felt that it Was 
her mission to make the poet live 
throiigh his Work; and the Count, 
who understood her, also under- 
stood that she needed to produce the 
poet's work as a sort of penance. So 
he went with her and turned over 
,,all his fortune "to the mission of 
making the poet's work. famous^ 

But the jpoet's pieces had . not 
pleased the public, and so the Coun- 
tess's troupe had become poorer 
and poorer and niany members of 
the cast had dropped by the. way- 
side. A,nd by the time they reached 
the Villa of - the Scalognati there 
were only a few , members of the 
company left and they - were poor 
and hungry. 

Cotrone welcomes them arid says 
they may share all that the Scalog- 
nati have r-- that is, illusions and 
things of the spirit, rather than ma- 
terial things. Cotrone speaks to 
them so much of spirits and illu 
. Eions. that the Counters sees the 
"spirit of the poet \yalking above the 
portal of the villa. But it turns out 
to be merely Spizzi, one of the actors 
.Who is in love with her and who is 
impersonating the yoiing man. 

That finishes the first act and in- 
troduces us to the two groups — the 
Scalognati Who live in a dream 
world of realities which they have 
themselves created and which are 
sufficient to them; and the actors 
who have centered their lives about 
a creation of the fancy, a poet's play, 
but who have the need to riiaike it 
real and riiake it live ;for somebody 
else^;, Now we . are to hear of the 
third group, the realists, the giants 
of the mouritain, a strong people who 
have made themselves powerful by 
tiieir maistery of tahgiblfe thirigs. 
They are brutal and elementary, ar- 
rogant creatures^ very proud of the 
po.Wer they have achieved. Cotrone 
suggests to the. Countess's troupe 
that they give a performance of the 
Poet's play in horior of the wedding 
that is to be celebrated as sealing 
the . union of two powerful giant 
families. Performance held in their 
.honor would appeal to the giants' 
pride and would at the same time 
.answer the actoirs' need, to put on 
their .show.. . After . sonie general ex 
perimejijting with Scalognati tactics 
of leavirig the body to walk iri the 
spirit, the actors settle doWn to a 
rehearsal. The, Countess fears tha ; 
so many members of the cast have 
dropped out that it will be difficult 
to give the play, but Cotrone con- 
vinces her that the characters which 
.the poet created can live in reality 
too, and as the Countess says her 
lines, the cues. are taken up by spiri"; 
Voices. As the Scalognati and. the 
Countess's troupe rejoice over the 
miracle, thundering steps are heard 
and a trerifior of the earth announces 
the arrival of the giarits. The cul' 
tain fails. 
From there on an unseen actor 



reads the outline: The play does riot 
please the giants; drunlt, heavy after 
the wedding celebrations they want 
eivtertainmerit — something ' splashy; 
not a deaid poet's phantasy. A battle 
ensues betweeri stage and audience' 
and the giants -— crude and brutal 
people— seize the actors. Three of 
theise are killed in the fray. The 
Count cries out that they have killed 
Art, but Cotrone has retired inside 
the Villa arid frorii. there he calls 
that the Count is wrong. The actors 
have been in; the Wrong; The giants, 
poor fanatical servants of life and 
ritiaterialism, have killed some of the 
poor fanatical; servants of art" iarid 
unreality. The iants have not yet 
found this things of the spirit and 
the actors have drifted too far away 
from reality and lifie. Their only 
salvation would have been to deny 
themselves of material reality en- 
tirely, as the Scalognati have done. 
But if interpreters of., Art want to 
please ancl lalso want .to, make art 
live in the world of . reality, they 
cannot go too far away frorn Life.' 

This theme, already developed in 
other plays of Pirandello's, sheds, 
light on the Whole play — and gives 
sigriificarice to ' much that: might 
otherwise seem purely fanciful and 
arbitrary. Being so important in the 
structure of the pliay, the third act 
is especially miissed. But even so. 
thie play is fascinating . and worth- 
while; Hetn.

scattered' heavily in Texas bladders. 

Next -switch : Was In connection 
with Casino. This spot had a $10 
pre-view which • proved to be big 
mistake as Idea got oUt .that show 
was too expensive and required top 
hat for attendance. Ballyhoo Is 
haminering on them that 'it's biggest 
show, in the world for $1.' 

Scale for show, is $1 plus tax 
through week and $1150; on weekend 
and holidays^ I)inners range from 
$i;25 to.$2.50, with no mixed drinks 
sold. ' Place opened with reserva- 
tions being handled on fixed loca- 
tion basis but this proved tuisatis 
factol'y ' for night club., operation. 
This plan required pre-show pickup 
of ducats. Now floor captains have 
latitude in haihdling customers and 
spotting them. , 

Exposition poured $174,000 into 
place before it opened. It has a 
weekly nut of approximately $21,000 
and a weekly costume amortization 
of about $4,000. Officials, say that 
V'ith fifteen shows a week nut can 
be covered With" threcs-qiiarters ca 
pacity business. 

Show opened slow but recovered 
quickly after swank . idea was re 
moved and by Saturday, night cops 
were. on. hand to quiet stubborn 
Texans 'wiio disliked standing back 
of the ropes. Officials claimed they 
came within $700 6f making nut first 
week. They say the $174,000 re 
quired to open has been written oil 
without expectation of clearing it. 

Saturday (10) was Emancipation 
Day ..and grounds were, turned over 
to Negroes— excepting the (iasino— 
and Bill Robinson was on hand as 
lure 'for his race. He headlined a 
pickup show and dance Saturday 
night and did turnaway business at 
half a buck. He also^made appear 
ances in two free shows, and Sunday 
night did his stuff at Casino after 
drop of final curtain. 

Casino is Leader 

'Main interest was in Casino show 
which was produced, by George 
Marshall, with his wife, Corinne 
Griffith, having more than casual 
finger in executive . end Marshall 
imported Jo Mielziner for lights: and 
Scenic .design, Irving Kahal and 
Sammy Fain for musi6, Chester Hale 
for dance routines, Ray Kavanaugh 
for pit band; and Charles Lemairc 
for costuming.

Color motif of rbom is 
peri inkle blue " and same theme 
continues in ypast , costuming and 
lighting. Stage has an 80-foot open- 
ing with runways extending back 
along sides for 25 feet to second 
stage area, the opening, of which is 
40 feet square. This second opening 
contains the revolving stage used in 
one number. Ted Fio Rito's orches- 
tra is spotted on stage in center, for 
dancing, while Kavanaugh's"band is 
in pit down front for show. 

In the opening show are Georges 
and Jalna, on three tinies, doing a 
tango, a .formal routine ;yhich has 
been staged sensationally on a 
chromium . circular mat which '^asts 
double shadows to a screen, and 
they work in RaVel's 'Bolero' in the 
finale.

And 
what they savvy tufns out to be the 
commercials. 

Some years ago Redbodk and Cos- 
mop, magazines waxed extensive al- 
bums — dramatizations of yarns run- 
ning in their pages.

There has been some talk of the 
government deepening ai channel 
through Flushing Bay to enable eir- 
cursion passenger boats to land 
there, and Work has already begun, 
on several piers there. Reported, 
however, that plans of the Fair execs 
to persuade the War Department to 
okay a proposal to deepen the bay 
sufficiently to float ocean liners 
there' has been hixed. 

Leviathan, built by the Germans 
i 1914, was called the Vaterland 
originally. At that time it was the 
largest ship, afloat, thPugh .not the 
fastest. ; It weighed 59,957 ton.s .and 
carried about 2,600 passengers m all 
classes.

Uflhig this as a sprmgboard, 
Schenck deprecates the bad spotting 
of dual films by exhibitors, each un- 
related to the other, and rounded^ out 
by trivial shorts; so that instead of 
whetting audience appetites for pic 
tiires it's doing the reverse. They 
(the exhibs), he feels, are killing off 
b o. interest through a bad No. 2. film 
-Ibut spotted first..; 

This theory also applies to the, im- 
proper Wending of film themes, Ad- 
mittedly^ the average double bill 
hasn't the scope for variety which 
was possible with the old-time 
vaydeyille layout, but. that gives an 
idea, Schenck contends. 

Zanuck. Cant Sec It 

On the questloA of color Zanuck 
Is jMirticularly opposed to the 
thought that 'color is inevitable in 
the entire motion picture industry/ 
That's been the catchphrase of late,- 
around here, 

Schenck points out that if color 
comes in, whatever novelty it pos- 
sesses now would be dissipated and 
everything would be back oni the 
same footing as with the present 
blackrand-whites— ^it would resolve 
itself down to the proposition thkt 
the Story's the" thing. Ini short, a 
picture, good or bad,' depends on its 
context rather than embellishment 

ith color. 

However colbr, conservatively 
used, can be. made help, Schenck 
says, citing^ 'Rtimona.' It wasn't a 
particularly good 26th-Fox film, ad- 
mittedly, and didn't register big . in 
fiiirst-runs. But 'Jflamona' did get sur- 
prisingly good b.o. attention in the 
subsequents, . to the degree that it'll 
be a pinner and proving to tiie 
studio, that thid. was. one way color 
can .be exploited for b.o. values. 
Once in a while, therefore, it's a nov- 
elty and can be well sold thus. • But 
not more than one or two a year, 
per company. 

On the other hand,* 'A Star Is 
Born,' whether in color Or black- 
and-white, is . a click because of its 
Btory values and production merit, 
he feels. 

.Ezhlbs and BadU 

Shifting over to the exhibs' excite- 
ment over radio, Schenck and Za- 
nuck are strong for the radio plug, 
if wisely tied in with new releases. 
But not to be overdone. Schenck 
cites one particularly irate Seattle 
exUbitor who raised a lot of fuss 
with the studio because of 20th's in- 
tenrfve cooperation with Louella 
Parsons* 'HoUywood Hotel,* and the 
Stnerally consistent manner in which 
zWh pilx tie -in with radio. Schenck 
Jnade a check on this exhib's grosses 
vheh; playing such 20th-Fox films as 
»Jt-teavy radio plugging, and found 
wiw he did his top business with 
them. 

Obviously, musicals lend them- 
alyes best to radio bally. Schenck 
and Zanuck recognize thisf and it's 
Jot this reason that Zanuck is hot on 
ihfe Idea of making one musical ia 
month. Radio bally via songs alone 
'nterprcts itself into strong b.o.

And 
while he intends to erect a false 
proscenium aiid build partitions on 
the north - and south sides Of- the 
hall, he fiails to mention whether 
he intends to use those imcomfort- 
able camp, chairs which are always 
used for seats, nor does he' commit 
himself regarding thci building of a 
ramp for the seats. 

The logical thing to do Would be 
to have the' barn-like Convention 
Hall wired for sound, and show 
pictures there. Surely, Mr. Reade, 
if he 'wanted to, could re^arrange 
his film bookings for .the summer 
season, so that the Paramount 
would be available for legitimate 
shows. 

, However, the one ing most 
difficult to understand ' is jiist why 
Mr: Reade should want to go to all 
this unnecessary expense in con- 
.verting the Convention Hall into at 
makeshift theatre— which when con- 
verted will still be a hall— when he 
has three excellently equipped the- 
atres under his control, in which to 
place these legitimate shows so as 
to show them under the best ad- 
vantage. Of course, we know that 
Reade has. a contract for Convention 
Hall, and therefore must use It for 
something. But I had hoped that 
he would never use ii for the one 
thing it was never intended for, 
viz: stage productions, and thus 
avoid injuring the legitimate the- 
atre, which certainly needs all the 
help it can get.

Radio's Sameness 

Minneapolis, 

Editor, 

Several issues, back, on the front 
page, it was lamented that there were 
no new faces or new ideas in radio. 
But . you did not. tell half the story. 
Not only were thei-e, not many new 
programs or new- faces, but the ;old 
standbys became stagnant and 
standatdizedi 

, The mbst outstanding examples, pf 
this are the comedians. Not one of 
the Carry.royers from 1935-36, except 
Eddie Cantor, have made any im- 
provements on., their previous pro- 
grams* And the. only thing Cantor 
did was to add Deanna Durbi , but 
that was enough; Few of the newer, 
comedians made any definite con- 
tributions to radio. 

Not only are. the Comedians Tatag- 
riant but all their- programs are pat- 
teriied after; the., .'same, fashion.- Each 
has (1 ) a comedian, (2) a. sti-aiight 
man, (3) one or more stooigeS who 
cannot talk English, (4) wellr 
known singer, usually someone who 
has- already, made a name in the 
films, (5) a well , known announcer, 
sometimes also acting as the straight 
man, and (6) a top ranking orcheS-' 
tra leader, who makes dumb re- 
marks. For a variation the singer 
sometimes does the silly talking. 
Check every setup of the top ranking 
comedians and see if their programs 
do not conform with thie above set- 
up- . 

But imitation not limiited to.. 

Comedians. One big motor maker 
decides to have a symphony or- 
chestra on his program. Immediately 
the master .minds, of a rival auto 
maker get' together and decide that 
they too must have a symphony pro- 
gram. What is good enough for one. 
magnate must be swell for another; 
The imitator gets time on a rival net- 
work same day, but for hour earlier. 
Later they decide to have their pro- 
grain an hour after the original. 
Lately they switched back to the 
earlier time. To top it off they sign a 
long list of guest artists, many of 
whom have been signed by the first 
motor company. Both jprograms 
have long-winded speakers who giye 
facts arid fiction that are boring, 
uninteresting and \yell known. Darn 
clever these advertising men. They 
draw, big salaries and copy the ri- 
val's program. 

But imitation is not limited to 
comedians and motor magnates. Sev- 
eral years ago a well known leader 
decided to add a glee cliib to his 
orchestra. Now almost every musi- 
cal program has a glee club or 
chbrus; 

Also as soon as one person con- 
ceives something, new, before long 
the same program appears with 
slight variati , .as witness the mian 
on the street, commuriily sings, ama- 
teur programs, etc. Sometimes a 
program is ruined by commercial- 
ism. The best exarnple of this were 
the Community Sings. . 

Another big dra>yback. to radio is 
that advertising agencies will not 
listen to ideas other than thpse 'sub- 
mitted by their Own help. I can: 
see their side, but I think some, sort 
of a system could be worked out 
whereby the listeners could submit 
ideas to the agencies and sponsors. 
There' are a lot Of people who have 
ideas but have no way capi- 
talizing on them. 

As for instance, if the Columbia 
hietwork wants to put on soriiething 
to" rivai the NBC's Saturday after- 
noon Metropolitan Opera, the CBS 
could broadcast scenes from the 
.Broad.way productions. It would 
give the listeners that cannot come 
to New York a chance, to hear these 
plays and it would create more in- 
terest in stage shows.. I dOubt very 
much if CBS would have any dif- 
ficulty finding, a for these 
programs.. 

Also, why didn't some gasoline 
company or spme independent auto- 
mobile manufactulrer have a program 
designed for the illions of car- 
radio owners. Someone passed up a 
gold mine there. 

These are juit a few ' ideas. No 
doubt, throughout the country, there 



are many, other laying dorr 

niant, merely becau.se agencies will 
not listen to otitsiders. When s*" "^e 
of thc>se ideas are put to use, per- 
haps we will have programs that 
are different from one another.

Dana, the late John Bowers, Mar- 
guerite De LaMotte, Dorothy Mac-' 
kaill, the late Gladys Brock Well, 
Myrtle Stedman, etc. Fred SUnley, 
then with First National, with Lam-% 
bert Hillyer, Earl Hudson headed 
the .contingent.. On individual broad— 
casts i presented the late Rudolph 
Valentino, Richard Barthelmess, 
Doug Fairbanks, Jr.; the late Ernest 
Torrence, Lupe . Velez, Gilda Gr^y, 
Flora Finch, Kane Ricmond, Beh: 
Turpin, Josef SWickard, Adoliphe 
Menjou, the late Mairie. Prevost,

.extent that the charitable end was. 
menaced., he steadfastly refused 
entertain plans for economy at 
clubhouse, especially . where they 
.might mean chopping of salaries, in- 
cludjnfr his.

Chesterfield 
maintained that the 'poor actors' 
would not haye a 'resting place,' 

NVA Fund finally forced the evac- 
uation and closing of the clubhouse 
in 1034, When it became virtually a 
choice of maintaining either the so- 
cial end or the Saranac Lake Sana- 
torium.

It never came to trial, the NVA 
Fund's, .directors deciding to" Settle 
$50,000, the Proctor gift, on the NVA, 
Inc. Major portion of this ariiount 
went to liquidate NVA, Inc., debts,' 
>yith the remainder. Used to pay off. 
back salaries. Of NVA employees, in- 
cluding Chesterfield. Latter is said 
to have received around $7,000, but^ 
he lost this and more a year later in 
an unsuccessful vaude-picturies-bal]- 
room venture at the Mosque theatre, 
Newark, N. J. 

Fund's settlement bf the suit also 
included payment of rent for smaller 
clubrooms of the NVA.

Smith and Connolly's Television 
Theatre Plans; Own Lens Device 



Courtland Smith and Jack Con- 
nolly, until recently top executives 
With Pathe News, have not revealed 
their, future picture or television 
plans, and probably will hot until 
fall. But this miich is certain. They 
will be in on the ground floor on the 
most practicable, use 'of television in 
the theatre. 

A special lens development \yhich 
Smith has been working on for the 
last two years at a cost of iseyeral 
hundred thousand dollars is ex- 
pected to be this keynote to any 
thfeatre project incorporating the use 
of television. , biexpensive lens that 
will enlarge the, present 7% by 10 
inch television, image is rated a; 
highly important development by 
sight-andi-sound broadcast experts, 
and well-nigh essential for television 
in the theatre. 

tJnderstanding in the trade is that 
Smith, whp i^ recognized as the 
executive head of a highly skilled 
group of scientific experts, has such 
a lens, either ready for testing or one 
that shortly will be. This can be 
tisied on projection tubes which al- 
ready have been found easily adapt- 
able by actual test. 

Technical experts stated this week 
that by using such a lens televisioh 
might rbadily be adapted for use in 
smaller theatres of 300 to 400, seats. 
Smith and Connolly e^xpect in time 
to launch a group, of such limited 
capacity houses. Use of .television^, of 
'course, would be dependehVon what 
communities employed television 
transmitters or might be linked with 
New York facilities coaxial cable. 
Enlarfcmcnto 
Research engineers only recently 
demonstrated how. the present IVi by 
10-ihch image can be blown lip to 
make' a picture three by four feet in 
size. This supplied a picture 1,728 
square inches in size- as ..compared 
with an image only 75 square inches 
in size shown in a test by Radio 
Corp. of America last week. By 
means of the same lens system, a 
picture 6 by 8 feet' in size was pro- 
du^d though not.as 'plear as'Smaller 
ones. 

fact that the number of square 
inched covered by an image was 
doubled, from 35 square inches to 75 
square inches, in a few months 
time indicates to scientific experts 
that real strides are being made to- 
.wards getting a larger television 
image. Understood that the Smith 
lens represents eveii more astound- 
ing refinements. 

If Smith soon launches in the field 
of television he will be. following 
almost identically the lines he pur- 
sued in the development of talking 

ictures by means of sOuhd-on-Alm 
in the industry. 

Fact that a small projection tube 
only 1.8 by 2.4 inchies in size was 
used in recent tests indicates the 
possibilities when, a larger .size tube 
and more elaborate system of lens is 
employed.

Soitieone said in 
the old days that the average life 
Of a star's heyday of popularity in 
these parts was. around five years. 
Hollywood believed it. Phrase was 
one of those phony Cynicisms, even 
when it contained modicum of 
truth. 

You- still hear the phrase repeat- 
ed. Too bad there' aren't actuaries 
who keep cases .on the stars like 
the insurance companies maintain a 
tab on general mortality and lon- 
gevity.

Specialty artists get by just as 
long as they continue, to be tops in 
their various lines, 

A character player ,wh6 can play 
varied roles competently — and- gets 
'em— is like that brook that goes on 
forever and ai day till the grim reap- 
er, cut him or her down. 

Those are demonstrable truths. As 
that New York fellow said, let's 
look at the record, 

Live and Learn 

Nowadays picture biz takes a dif- 
ferent attitude toward its stars. That 
is because the magnates live and 
learn. Remember, it took the po- 
litical biggies of this country a long 
time to find out that the word con- 
servation is in the, dictionary. United 
States, Was guilty of an appalling; 
waste in natural resources that only 
recently has been curbed. We didn't 
know any bettei-. Neither did Holly- 
wood; 

A star was recognized as a val- 
uable piece of property and milked 
dry like a . vein of gold Is pinched 
out. Early.' history of films is replete 
with examples of this. Theda Baria 
was the standout. Also she was an 
outstanding example of the truth 
that sex appeal is the thinnest thrisad 
to. which a star can cling' for popu- 
larity. 

There are literally hundreds of 
players around Holly wood todaiy, Un- 
heard of and unsung, ^yho at one 
time Were magic at the box-office. 
The parade has passed them, by^ 
That is one of the tragediies of this 
biz that no one can help, ut is his- 
tory repeating itself today? To some 
extent, yes. \Tb a considerable ex- 
tent, no. Why? 

The rnost cogent i-easons are; (1) 
Tblkers derhand a higher grade of 
talent and better preparation, than 
silents. ( Producers and stars 
themselves doing everything

(4) Films today offer ig oppor- 
tunities to a doz6n. playei's today, 
where was provided a decade 
ago.

states;; will be tested in the N. Y. 
supreme court within the next 
monthj. according to an order issued 
yesterday (Tuesday) by Judge Louis 
A- Valente. The court granted Vita- 
phone Corp., through its vice-presi- 
dent, Albert Warner, an order re- 
quiring City CoinptroHer Frank G, 
Taylor to submit all the eviderice 
produced at a hearing before him. 
and all documents submitted at the 
hearing for a review of his ruling 
under' which Vitaphone was as- 
sessed. 

its application for a review or- 
der, Vitaphone sets fbfth that It 
failed to. report purchases- of tnotiori 
piicture and sound equipment from 
J. £. Brulatour, Inc., of Fort Lee, 
N. J., made in April, 1934. Nor did.

The Comptroller subsequently 
served notice of assessment on the 
Corp. for $4,020 in taxes on the pur- 
chase of the material.

tors have .with the theatres, labor 
men cdnceided it looked as though 
the artists' strike was a certain de 
feat. 

Although Fleischer agreed to meet 
with the artists Friday (25) and also 
Mpnday (28), with another meeting 
scheduled for yesterdiay (Tties.), the 
CADUis attempting to put new kind 
of steam behind its campaign to 
force Fleischer to. terms, on Friday 
night (25.) having staged a demon 
stration in the Paramount, N. Y., 
during showing of a Popeye cartoon.

It can't be Sure—it can only be sure that at 
least it has achieved the most unalluring-looking picture yet, in the gen- 
eral unloveliness of which Bob Burhs* st6mach-coocta| is easily tops— be- 
cause it has some other things on its mind, problemis that distract the 
full weight of its intellect from complete . attention to making its comic 
point. There is; for instance, the. problem of Martha Raye; it's clear that 
'Mountain Music' h,as. puzzled over that ohe. plenty. Pondered and 
brooded, and still not found the solution. For in 'Mountain Music,* Miss 
Raye is sometimes just the clowh, sometimes . the scat-singer, sometimes 
the poor little heroine, scorned for her. mouth while at the same time hier 
eyes are^ made lip as if she were Dietrich and her dainty white organdy 
bonnet^with the lights radiant from behind — frames 'her face as if she 
were Janet Gaynor about .to gather daisies, and the hero in the meadows; 
Yes, the dear, noble little heroine whP. with big tears trickling down her 
cheeks, silently tries to commit self-sacrifice and brokenly steal away 
while audience hearts pouiid, wracked with sympathy; but whose beauty 
of soul is discovered just ih the nick of time.. These are the paces .Miss 
Raye, willing to the last, stumbles through just because 'Mountain Music' 
can't decide Whether she's loverinterest, prima donna, or scape-goat; even 
though it ought to know that Miss Raye is top set in her ways by 
to learn, i icture, so many new tricks. 



Marion Davis' Cinematic Persistency 
There is something .very moving and ennobling abbut Marion Davies* 
yen to 'work in pictures, for to be. a picture star., is her ideal. And 
though she regards her own fitness, for the goal with real humility 
(watching her on the screen, it seems shie feels genuinely unworthy the 
honor— even as she appropriates the motions of the anibition realized, 
she apologizes) neither the ravages of time, nor the lack of cliarnor for 
her to keep at it, can cause her to desist.

that Miss Davies, starred, is eyery thing she should be. The latest in this 
indomitable 'Ever Since Eve,' in which Miss Davies' blue eyes 

and golden hair look very pretty under a black satin Spainish hat trimmed 
with pink roses. 

But in her sincere desire to be a picture actress. Miss Davies is willing, 
if it will only help, to look unlovely too, and so she buries, her effulgence 
under a black wig with no curls, and claps hprn-rimmed .glasses round 
her gentle eyes: Now, sure enough, Miss Davies is to outward appear- 
ances ynlovely, but even she herself is incapable of altering her essential 
sweetniess and diffidence, which stubbornly glisten through no matter 
what her guise.

Accusations Of flagrant law viola- 
tions by the film industry were 
tossed at the U. S. Supreme Court 
liast .Week in a desperate try for re- 
opening of the Fox-.West Coast bank« 
ruptcy and reorganization. Sensa- 
tional brief . .urging' the final, bench 
to reconsider previous turndown was 
submitted vby Col. Wiliiam H. Neb- 
lett, law partner of Senator William 
Gibbs McAdoo of Galiforniai, on be- 
half of T.'L. Tally and Corbar Corp.. 

With assertion that the case in- 
volves a legal point of vital, sig- 
nificance, Neblett said in his final 
fling, that the Supremie Court, by de- 
clining to order lo^ye^ branches of 
the judiciary to unbutton the pro- 
ceeding, has acquiesced in serious 
frauds and prevented innocent in- 
vestors from obtaining protection 
against scheming insiders. Highest 
jurists several weeks., ago declined 
to review decision of the Southern 
California district court, upheld by 
the Niinth Circuit Appellate Court, 
that the matter was entirely finished 
and now outside its jurisdiction. 

Bitter attack upon individuals con- 
cerned in the Fox-West Coast case 
featured the Los Angeles barrister's 
papers, which also made a circuitous 
charge that Chief Justice Hughes is 
guilty of improper conduct on the 
bench. 

With most of his papers dealing 
with legal issues, Neblett took a va- 
riety' of savage pokes at the picture 
business. .He hashed yp all the cus- 
tomary charges . that filmites have 
raped the anti-triist. laws and de- 
clared the Fox-West Coast overhaul- 
ing' was permeated with frauds arid 
abuses.

Thoughtfiil and dramatic study of 
boy psychology. Effectively made 
and convincingly played. Lack o£ 
top names will retard it at the b.o.

But^ it's 
a compelling film, which word of 
ihbuth might turn into a sleeper. 

Against a bacKground based on 
the farmers' milk strike in the mid- 
west last year, ^Hposier Schoolboy' 
deals with a m^niy youngster and

War hero and tdwn drunkard. From 
the wrong side of the railroad tracks, 
the kid lives in scornful silence, un- 
able to defend, except with his fists, 
his schoolmates* sneers at his father.

Story has been told without un- 
necessary incident or detail. -- Action 
nioves smoothly and logically.

Film has many forceful and touching 
scenes, while its quiet humor, arising 
from character rather than absurd 
situation, ' registers. . 

While the production is Simple and 
apparently inexpensive, it adequately

With Paul Muni in the title 
role, supported by di.stihguished 
players in sustaining parts, the - film 
is destined to box oAice approval of 
the most substantial ^character.

Encouraged by last season's bio- 
graphical filming of 'Story of Louis

, By a series of interesting incidents 
in the early life of the writer his 
passion for truth is a relentless bat- 
tle against wrong, and his affection 
for humanity are strikingly por- 
trayed. Thus, the. audience is in- 
formed of the derivation of his 
earlier novels of 'Nana,' in which he 
stripped the Paris undetrworld of its. 
glitter* and laid it bare, and his other 
crusading works. In his late years 
he is ready for election to the French 
Academy and to the recognition he 
has earned when he renounces fame 
and friends and, spurred by right-: 
eOus indignation and patriotic fer- 
vor, he takes up the fight to, free 
Direyfus and purge the ,Frehch' army 
general staff of deceit and conspir* 
acy. 

In a work where the gerieraL en- 
semble has : • been excellently bal- 
anced, where the irector, William 
Dieterle, has the benefit of an un- 
usually effective screen play,: and 
where, no effort to curtail on produc- 
tion is evident, it is impossible to 
designate individual credits. Out-, 
standing: acting support is furnished 
by nearly a dozen pla.vers of Whom 
.Ibseph Schildkraut as Dreyfus, Gale 
Sondergaard as his wife, and Erin 
O'Brien-Moore in a lesser role, as 
the inspiration for the conception of 
'Nana,' leave deep impi'essions.

Jane Winton, 
American actress, pliys the socialist 
charmer- who : very nearly disrupts 
the boy-mieets-girl romance. 

is rather routine stOry is wound 
around a number of sprightly musi- 
cal, niimbers and songs, many of. 
which are given out, by Tracy in 
pleasant fashion., Twqi standout t'une.s 
aire 'Whistling Waltz,' built into an 
elaborate, production number, and 
'Stra'ndied,' a torcher that is right up. 
the Street Singer's alley. Also 'Cele- 
bratin,'.' which is the title sOng Of 
the, revue. Miss Neagle . is attractive 
as the lively London chorus girl- 
heroine, and there are well-handled, 
lesser performanc -s i the film by 
Alexander Field, Muriel George, El- 
lis Jeffreys, Anthony Holies, Helena 
Pickard arid. Ralph Readeiv who 
staged the dance numbers. Tilly 
Losch appears briefly in a nice dance 
interlude and, toward the end of the 
picture, there is seen Jack Buchan- 
an, unorogrammed, in a momentary 
bit. He shows up at a party scene 
as a. special guest Of honor and sih'^s 
a bar or two in characteristic .<5tylei 
Buchanan being a G-B star, did this 
bit as a cuff. 

Picture. i§ not strong enbugh to 
rate beyond .the duals, due to its lack 
of originality and story faults. Wil-. 
cox has diirected the film with skill, 
however, hiis show-within-a-show 
.scenes being especially effective.

With all the dramatic moments of 
Rider Haggard's adventure yarn, and 
production values reaching high and 
spectacular standards, here is a slab 
of genuine adventure which should 
return dividends in U, S. theatres.

the sum which" U. S. producers 
would be perniitted. to take out of 
Italy as distribution proceeds. Re- 
mainder of the intake might be 
utilized in any way desired as long 
as it remained in Italy. 

Dubbing tax starts at 50,000 lire 
($2,625) for pictures: grossing' to 2.- 
500,000 lire» and 15,000 lire on each 
additional 500,000 to 4,000,000 lire 
when the tax is fixed at 110,000 lire

Unsuccessful in his efforts to in- 
duce producing . company heads to 
meet with independent exhibitor 
leaders at a round table 'peace ccm- 
ference' to try to adjust present 
trade , ifferences amicably, W. A. 
Steffes, chairman of the national 
Allied States' defense committee, an- 
nounces that he . will recommend to 
the committee and parent organiza- 
tion that It aggressively carry but 
its program. 

Steffes, . inviting tbe producers to 
the 'peace conference,' stated that he 
hoped that a compromise sigreement, 
at least, could be reached whereby 
the producers would agree to help 
Walt fiirther theatre chain expansion 
aiiid make some concessions on per- 
centage bookings and protection in 
return for the independents calliixg 
off their light against producer- 
ownership or operation of theatres, 
etc. 

Admitting, defeat in the move tp 
reconci.ie independents and pro- 
ducers, Steffes gave out a statement 
following; a meeting with Al Licht- 
man of Metro in Chicago last week. 
Ttie ..meeting convinced him that 
'there is only one thing for Allied 
States to dp and that is to sponsor, 
state and national legislation more 
a'ggressiveiy because prodlii^r-dis- 
tributor representatives apparently 
are not ready .- yet . for round-table 
conferences.' 

Steffes says-Lichtman insisted that, 
as far as M-G is concerned, no ills 
or evils are being foisted upon ex- 
hibitors. However, according to 
Steffes; . Lichtman at the same time 
evinced a willingness and readiness 
to meet with any Allied representa- 
tives at any and all 'times for the 
purpose of. correcting any evils, if 
they .did exist, or to set up possible 
permanent machinery for the con- 
tinuation of any necessary adjust- 
ment. But, of ..course, he could not 
speak for any. other coinpany on the 
subject of Allied's proposal fpr the 
eli ination of prodiicerrowhed thea- 
tres.- 

'In respnse to my letters addressed 
to Adolph Zukor, Barney Bal^baih, 
Leo Spitz, S. R. Kent, George J. 
Schaefer, Charles R. Rogers, Harry 
Cohn, H. M. Warner, Nicholas M. 
Schenck and Al .Lichtman/ said 
Steffes in his statement, 'I have re- 
ceived a number of replies. Some 
of these, vfere evasive, some, cxr 
pressed a willingness to send attor- 
neys, and others indicaited^ia. willing-, 
ness to designate someone else Other 
than the head tb meet with the in- 
dependents' representatives. Spme of 
tbie companies ignored the letter en- 
tirely. 'Inasmuch as the time limit 
for accepting the invitations expired 
June 22, I am dropping plans for the 
conference. It would be useless to 
meet with the few producing heads 
:whp are willing to attend, inasmuch 
as the problems which Allied wished 
to disctlss are industry problems, hot 
Individual. Because the response was 
negli ibie I AArill recommend to the 
comiiriittee and to Allied itself that it 
go ahead with its iegislative pro- 
grai

One will tell the other 
fellow that when reaching New 
York, Chicago or Omaha, he or she 
should not miss, the show. 
' Shorts will not be of the hit-or- 
miss variety ... and it. is proposed to 
expend not less than ^,000 on each. 
Expectation is that .not only will the 
stage shows be aided directly, but 
that persons who have grown out of 
the ^theatre habit 'will again start at- 
tending, and that): too,, goes for pic- 
ture spots, .It is believed that no 
matter when the. play at fllm is 
shoWn in any stand most of those 
who see the shOrts will be potential 
patrons..

Jake Wilk of Warners' New York 
office -and Barney Klawans, in 
charge of the firm's legit activities, 
worked out the screeh^stage proinp- 
tional idea; They have a^ed the 
producrs..of the three plays to c6' 
operate, particularly the press de' 
partments of siich managers. "Th^ 
i>. |i.'s will be expected , to instruct, 
their" advance agents 'to call Upon 
local picture house managers, , ^ho 
will exhibit the shoirts^ .invite them 
to see' the stage presentations, and 
to further explain the promotional 
idea. Theatre end, too, has been told 
that , suggestions for the shorts' 
script material and tag lines will be 
welcomed. 

Broadway i will watch the result, 
of the new idea and the plan's re 
suits,, especially as to theatre at 
■tendance. That the idea will be 
adopted, by other picture firms witli 
wide theatre connections or chains 
is not unexpected. 

Warners plan, in a way, ties- in with 
Samuel Goldwyn's despatching of 
Ben Washer, p. a. for the original 
stage production of 'Dead End' 
which recently closed at the Belasco, 
N. Y;, on a tour of 60 key cities, lay- 
ing groundwork publicity for the 
f prthcoming film version of 'End.' 
Picture is now in production at the 
Goldwyn . studios in Hollywood.

Graph for audib-visual education 
will be° given the NEA iannual cpn- 
ventipn by Dr. Mark A. May, chair- 
man of the advisory cpmmittfee, on 
;he use of motion pictures in educa- 
tion and director of the Institute pf : 
Human Relations at Yale. Whilel not 
revealed, it is counted on to include: 

(a) Material. How obtained and 
from what sources; 

(b) Selection. Manner in which it 
will be picked and what topics are 
to be iiiciuded. 

(c) Operation. Ftinctipns of Hays ' 
organization, picture companies and 
educators: (represented by ffEA) in 
alignment. 

(d) Distribution. This is to i - 
dude tentative outline of cost, 
methods, prospect of an impartial 
board from the industry, aiid edu- 
cator group or separate divisiph, 
fully set apart either from the edur 
cational aggregation or picture 
people. 

This speech hals been isaved for the 
final, morning sessioas of the NEA 
convention. Dr. May is expected to 
deal with motion pictures and educar 
tion and their Teiatlonship generally. 
He also will shoW some short fea- 
tiit'es to illustrate his points. 

The three-man committee named 
by Will Hays about tw.o weeks ago 
to look into visual-education is 
taking an active interest in . its as- 
signment, biit the first tangible step 
is expected to be outlined, at . the 
educators' session in Detroit 

This is the 15th attempt the in- 
dustry has made to do something 
about visual' education. Since the 
initial effort was made it: has be-; 
cpme audio-visual education. Present 
move seems assured of going places , 
bebause the problem has been ap- 
proached from a practical viewpoint 
and seejiningly with the f ulV'hear tied 
support of national' educatorisi 

But the picture business i^ inter-' 
ested not only .fcom thii .iusiitutiohai 
angle of dolQi;. something important 
for educatiod,'but also because Of 
possibility ' that .additional revenue 
may be obtained for a small added 
outlay of cash.' At least, that is the 
understanding now. . . 

Industry was told by ^Will Hays, 
earlier this year of the', successful 
development of 'Secret of Success' 
serios, whereby ohe-reel subject:! 
were obtained by editing-- material- 
from features. Though .no ^official 
announcement has been miade since, 
at that time he indicated the. course 
to be pursued was to test this method 
in relationship to other subject mat- 
ter, 'under strict discipline of - class- 
room instruction with controls that 
Would make possible a scientific ap- 
praisal of its value.' Annual report 
also referred to heretofore untapped 
material in film company vaults. 
See Rapid Studies New 

Just how this has ibeen done. Will 
be. detailed in Dr. May's speech to- 
morrow in Detroit; according to 
latest information. Following this 
first Official pronouncement, the 
campaign of visual education is ex- 
pected to move 'Swiftly, oh'e of the 
major , things to be ^settled being 
whether a separate unit, department 
or division will be set up. or 'whether 
the .Hays office will carry on. If 
such an individual Unit is estab- 
lished it Would be under Haysian 
guardianship, it is believed. 

If presently completed, pictures 
are used for audio-visual education 
releases, rriajor productipn bost 
would be that of reduci the 35 
millimeter pirints to 16 , mm. size.' 
This optical reduction printing would 
cost only $15 ' to 1|;25 per reel, ex- 
perts say. 

One major producer last week ex- 
plained that he considered the criix 
of the entire situation to be the mat-: 
ter of distribution. Unless handled 
by a separate, unit or division to 
make certain of prprnpt return of 
prints, he was highly skeptical of 
success for a rental plkn. He sug- 
gested the Outright sale of; subjects 
so that each school might build up 
its own library fpr eventually taking 
care of the coinplete curricular year. 

No question but that already com-; 
pleted educational films. Including 
those done by Educational films 
and Electrical . Research Products 
Picture Consultants, would be 
handled in some way in- the con- 
templated visual education project. 
ERPI Picture Consultants, which 
has been building educational sub- 



jects ovei? a period, of years,, prob- 
ably will have a complete .program 
covering numerous, pedagbgical top- 
ics ready fpr i-elease.^ in the next 
year to 15 months, This group ha a 
been intensifying prodiiction in re- 
cent months without developing any 
comprehensive distribution system. 

If the visual educatibri proposition 
wbrks but as welL as. contemplated, 
it will .prove a boon to 16 mm;, equip- 
ment manufactuirers Who have been 
fpilbwing the situation closely in 
recent months. They claim that 
the educatibnal field has not been 
scratched as far as selling suitable 
16-mm. projectors. One firm esti- 
mated that not more than 1,000 pub« 
lie schools currently are properly 
equipped with i6-n)m. -outfits. 

Of 150,000 to £00,000 schools, 
probably 75,000 to 100,000 are con- 
sidered as prospective candidates to 
piirchase modern equipment. Equips 
ment manufacturers, including 'Vic- 
tor, Bell-Howell, Ajnprp, DeVry and 
Eastman Kodak, believe if they sell 
to 25,000 of these , in the next two or 
three years they will be doing well.

Though Loew, 
Inc., fisdal year ends next Aug. 31, 
the 40- week period to be covered 
by the report expected in the next 
Week or 10 days will include about 
nine months up to early in June. 

While estimates of net profit range 
from $10,000,000 to nearly $12,000,000, 
it is likely that the earnings per 
common share wilt be. nearly twice 
the amount shown during a com-, 
parable period last year. This would 
place earnings: at $7 to $6 per com- 
mon share, with 12 weeks to go " 
the current fiscal period. 

Loew reported a net profl^t of $8,- 
606,130 and ah operating profit b£

tracked herself. Victor McLaglen's 
vogue was off to a gallop. Most no- 
ticeable absentee perhaps is John 
Gilbert, who was snatched by death. 
Wallace Beery. 

Well, Gable, Garbo, Crawford, 
Beery, Powell, Dietrich, the Barry- 
mores, Gary Cooper, and many 
more stellar lights of that day are 
still with us. Most 'of them are big- 
ger than ever,' with ho immediate 
prospects of a diminishing draw. 
One and all, they are making plenty 
more coin now than they were then. 

List can be ad libbed to a much 
longer roster but names presented 
will serve to convey a significance. 
Stars don't die in five years any 
more, nor anything like it. 

For purposes of rough theorizing 
it is possible to class the players in 
different categories. There are the 
top draws, the comedians, the char- 
acter types, the westerns, the fea- 
tured players who never quite hit 
top grade in glamour. 

Funny guys, as said, go on for- 
ever, as witness Chaplin Lloyd, 
Marxes, Cantor, Laurel and Hardy. 
There's never an overload of laugh- 
getters in this biz. That goes for the 
distaff side, too. Alice Brady went 
from ingenue to comedienne and is 
in greater demand than ever. 

On the other hand, the Mae West 
vogue, terrific while it lasted, was 
bound to go downgrade. That's no 
injustice to Miss West nor is it a 
condition that she failed to recog- 
nize. How to prevent the West pix 
from hose-diving is one of the main 
headaches of Paramount, a problem 
that William LeBaron and Adolph 
Zukor are astutely solving. The 
Clara Bow vogue was definitely 
li ited. 

Ducking the Dust Off 

Many a star or featured player 
has seen oblivion coming on and 
deftly sidestepped it by changing 
their personalities. Hollywood to- 
day has quite a number of remade 
players in brisk demand. Adolphe 
Menjou hit a sophisticated stride in 
•A Woman of Paris,' outwore it, and 
has come back with a bang as a 
character player. 'Front Page' pre 
sented an entirely neW Menjou and 
he went from there. 

Who would recognize the Carole 
Lombard of the old P.D.C. 'High 
Voltage' film in the capering come 
dienne of 'My Man Godfrey' or the 
appealing actress of 'Swing High, 
Swing Low?' She made herself over 
entirely and flourished on into a new 
career. 

Barbara Stanwyck and Janet Gay 
nor are others who seem to have 
carved new careers for themselves, 
Ann Harding, a fine actress, has 
played too many typed roles to her 
own detriment and needs a change 
of pace. Gable was saved from 
grab-'em-and-love-'em roles in time 
There are a lot of ways to stave off 
the grim reaper that threatens to 
slay careers before their time. 

Bear in mind that the players 
mentioned,, and dozens of others be 
sides, have maintained their places 
in public esteem in the fierce heat 
of competition. Any number of new 
boys and girls have come up in the 
last few years, personalities that had 
not been heard of when the gallop- 
ing tintypes went gabby. A lot of 
these are ^due to stay on top for a 
long time because their places are 
secure. Such as Charles Boyer, 
Claudette Colbert, Spencer Tracy, 
Robert Taylor, Alice Faye, Sonje 
Heme, Fred Astaire, Ginger Rogers, 



studios may have impaired the value 
of stars by putting them in too many 
pictures or themes the same type. 
That is no longer the rule. This 
business is one of personalities and' 
we do everything we can to preserve 
and build star popularity.' 

William LeBaron, taking a prac- 
tical view, points out The earning 
capacity of a star is in the uppei 
brackets only as long as the public 
will pay to see him. It behooves 
him, therefore, to keep fit and men- 
tally alert tO' meet competitive 
threats. Studios are the allies of the 
stars because of the tremendous in- 
vestment in star names. Players- are 
cautioned — highly expert advice in 
all matters is available to them. And 
they do last longer.' 

Better. lighting, improved make-up, 
finer cameras, and more expert hair- 
dressing are great helps to star 
longevity. Illusion of youth is pre- 
served long after youth itself may 
have vanished. Modern ' trend to- 
ward sports has contributed no end 
too. That's no longer the hoke. 
These days nearly every star has 
some outdoor hobby. Tennis, golf, 
yachting, horses, hunting trips oc- 
cupy stellar leisure. 

Stars don't dissipate because they 
can't. Contrary to belief that still 
holds on here and there, film play- 
ers are among the hardest-working 
folk in the world. It's not uncom- 
mon, for example, for Astaire and 
Rogers to rehearse 300 hours before 
turning a camera. Badminton, swim- 
ming, deep-sea fishing all have their 
devotees. Several stars are hot polo- 
ists and keeping physically fit has 
come to be a Hollywood fetish. Pace 
is so swift that no one has time to 
stop and commiserate with thie un- 
wary or unwise who do kick ovier 
the traces. There have been and will 
be a certain few casualties killed off 
by their own nonsense but the pro- 
portion is negligible. 

The Stand-ins Part 
Give some credit for longer star- 
life to the humble stand-ins. Stars 
no longer work through setups, re- 
hearsals, camera placings, etc., all 
day and all night and save that 
terrific strain. Even costumes are 
fitted onto model replicas of stellar 
figures. 

Today every studio is alive to the 
danger of killing off its box office 
bets. Stars who want to keep theit 
draw are sure of cooperation. Row- 
land V. Lee tipped the new attitude 
of Hollywood during the filming of; 
Radio's 'The. Toast of New York' by 
insisting on frequent rest periods 
and urging the players make a game 
of their work. 

'Let's play,' was Lee's favorite 
urge upon Edward Arnold, Frances 
Farmer, Jack Oakie and Gary Grant. 
'Let's play, children, because the 
great American public is going to 
gel tired of you if you look tired to 
them.' 



Pob Burns, Martha Raye, Harriett 
Hilliard, Tyrone Power, Freddie 
Bartholomew, Shirley Temple, John 
Carradine, Madeleine Carroll, Vir- 
ginia Fields, Fernand Gravet, Rob- 
ert Donat, and many, many more. 
Hollywood is beckoning to new tal- 
ent as it never has done before. 
Nearly All Star-Studded 
One effect of talkers was to plug 
up all weak spots in casting. One 
bad casting could and can spoil a 
film. So-called 'all-star' casts are 
so prevalent that they are seldom 
advertised that way any more. 
Metro filled its 'Dinner at Eight' 
with top names successfully, also 
'Grand Hotel,' and nowadays no im- 
portant picture is made without a 
good quota of names. This situation, 
of course, makes for more jobs, 
brisker demand for competent play- 
ers. Such character people as C. 
Aubrey Smith, Guy Kibbee, C. 
Henry Stephenson, Murray Kinnell, 
Robert McWade, Donald Crisp, 
Helen Broderick, and others are 
seldom idle. Same is true of the 
character, comedians and come- 
diennes such as Jack Oakie, Edna 
May Oliver. Sophie Tucker looks 
like a good new bet for Metro, while 
Connie Bennett is said to be on the 
threshold of a new, made-over ca- 
reer as the result of Hal Roach's 
'Topper.' 

Smart handling took Myrna Loy 
out of the slinking vamp type and 
made her a top character draw. 

New Type Mustanirers 

New type of western players is 
coming to the front and looks to 
stay. T his is the warbling cowboy, 
exemplified by such gallopers jiS 
Gene Autry, Dick Foran and Allan 
Jones. Other lariat tossers such as 
Buck Jones and Tom Keene stay 
on "and on, never big on Broadway 
but a sure riot in the nabes and 
among the kids. William Boyd spe- 
cializes in " rootin', tootiif cowboy 
roles and will hold his spot ap- 
parently as long as he wants to. Ken 
Maynard and Tom Mix went <jircus 
and Hoot Gibson is still active. 

Also a new and growing category 
of players is the corps of grand 
opera recruits, including Grace 
Moore, Lily Pons, Nino Martini, 
Gladys Swarthout. This group with 
Jeannette MacDonald and Nelson 
Eddy, maybe a few more, look se- 
cure although they are all to be 
classed as newcomers compared with 
stars of more seasoned vintage. Now 
that filmusicals have got a firm foot- 
hold and have been more or less 
standardized in production methods, 
warblers will bulk more and more 
importantly as steady draws. 
Fittest Keep Going 

No, stars don't die young any 
more, not if they watch their step 
and play the game shrewdly, pro- 
vided they have something on the 
ball in the first place. Some do get 
crowded to the sidelines by the on- 
rush of newcomers but in most 
cases it's the old law of the survival 
of the fittest operating and no sys- 
terh has yet been found to combat 
that one. 

In this view the producers pretty 
generally concur. 

'Stars not only hang on longer 
now than they used to,' said Jack 
L. Warner, 'but they will be staying 
around longer than ever in the fu- 
ture. Stars of higher caliber reign 
today. They have real acting ability, 
more solid than the appeal of a 
fresh personality. For the obvious 
dollars-and-cents reason, lasting 
stars are the best investments of 
studios, the conclusion that today's

A. C'S PRICE TILT OF 5c 
BLAMED ON DISTRIBS 



Atlantic City, June 29. 

A 5c advance in admissions to mo- 
tion picture theatres and piers went 
into effect Saturday (26). The boost 
applies only to night shows at both 
Boardwalk and neighborhood houses, 
and daily shows at the piers. Film 
matinees remain as heretofore as do 
the weekend and holiday prices at 
the piers. 

The increase was announced in a 
statement issued by the Amusement 
Men's Association bearing the signa- 
ture of Edward J. ■ O'Keefe, secre- 
tary. 0*Keefe states that the ad- 
vance has become necessary because 
•producers have increased costs of 
films 25% to exhibitors which comes 
on top on a previous increase ab- 
sorbed by the theatres which now 
find it impossible to maintain the 
present high levels of entertainment 
without advancing admissions.'

Saw a Chance 

Pittsburgh. 

Getting triple break because news- 
oaoer strike here last week devel- 
ooed on eve of Louis-Braddock fight, 
mrris Amusement company, which 
nicked up pictures of champiionship 
bout for its Alvin and Liberty the- 
atres, jumped into the front line 
with a four-page tabloid 'Sports 
News' to give Pittsburgh readers 
their first printed account of the 
event outside of the 'Courier/ col- 
ored newspap'er, which had an extra 
on street following morning. Ken 
Hoel arranged. 

The Harris throw-away was a 
small affair, about half the size of 
a regular tabloid, carrying detailed 
description of the Louis knockout, 
together with front-page spread 
heralding booking of fight picture at 
Alvin and Liberty. It also listed at- 
tractions in all of the Harris nabe 
houses and used inside full-page ad- 
vertising exclusively the fight reels. 

To further the illusion, give-aways 
were carried by pairs of men dressed 
in bath-robes, boxing shoes and 
mitts, each carrying on his back a 
big placard announcing opening of 
picture at both houses. 

Figured by Harris management 
that newspaper strike here will 
mean far bigger gross for fight pic- 
ture than ordinarily since Pitts- 
burghers read no.thing about the 
scrapf except In out-of-town sheets 
and would naturally be twice as anx- 
ious to see the bout on the screen. 



TraTclin^ Showrooms 

J. p. Harrisoni, Paramount, Ama- 
rlllo, adapted the old show room 
idea to a trailer for U. A.'s 'A Star 
Is Born.' Contacting a local auto 
agent he got the loan of the finest 
trailer in stock, fitted it up with 
stills and other material for the pix 
and sent it around town with a local 
girl as hostess. Girl was dressed in 
one of the costumes worn by Janet 
Gay;ior in the picture. 

For a street bally he used a girl 
costumed as a nurse leading around 
an eight-foot stork with a baby in a 
basket, depending fr-om its bill. Sides 
of basket were placarded for the 
feature. Stork was apparently a cut- 
out .though this is not made quite 
clear. 

Editor of the local sheet was in- 
duced to see the picture in advance 
at Ft. Worth, which was good for a 
big plug in his . personal column in 
both morning and afternoon edi- 
tions. 

Another familiar stunt was a 
check, ostensibly from Selznick, for 
the first girl baby born after the 
run started. Old idea, but still good 
and appropriate to this picture. 



Backing 'Road' 

In addition to an" unusually heavy 
newspaper campaign on the N. Y. 
premiere of 'The Road Back,' Uni- 
versal obtained trailers on the 
screens.of 30 pop priced theatres, ad- 
vertising the picture. It plotted a 
heavy radio campaign, including 
several standard commercial 'casts, 
and got more than 50 full window 
displays, through Grossett & Dun- 
lap, on the picture edition of the 
book. 

A sound truck was kept going, 
the sides plastered with copy, and 
an elaborate lobby was worked out 
for the Globe, where the picture is 
showing. Several commercial tie- 
ups Were used to good advantage 
and by and large the Universalites 
put about everything they had on 
the ball. 



Raffles Angle 

Spokane. 

Fox theatre got together with the 
Spokane Press for the biggest the- 
atre-newspaper tieup seen here in a 
long time. It was a natural with the 
Fox playing 'Prince and the Pauper' 
and The Press-running a $1,000 Twin 
Matching contest. Stunts included 
having twin brothers walk certain 
sections of streets, certain hour, giv- 
ing half of colored slip to all who 
asked. Twin brother had other half, 
ifoth halves good for ticket to Fox. 

All twins whose pictures were in 
Press contest were given party at 
Fox with JOO doubles showing up. 
Picture was taken in lobby and run 
Page One Press next day. Theatre 
tickets were given those sending in 
right number of twins in the pic- 
ture. Theatre billed program 'twin 
bill' instead of usual double feature 
program. 



Plugging 'Prince* 

Camden, N. J. 
Practice of exhibiting picture 
shorts free of charge to local school 
kjds, in past years, proved a pray- 
ing proposition, when Joseph E. 
Murdock, manager of the Stanley 
Theatre (Camden's largest) under- 
took to put over Prince and the 
Pauper.' Public School officials, in 
view of the past graciousness of the 
theatre man, consented tp let the lat- 
ter address elementary school pupils, 
during assembly periods. In the 
talking time allotted, Murdock played 
up Prince' and in general whetted 
the kids' appetites. Result saw the 
boys and girls storming the theatre. 
On the opening day, the turnstiles 
clicked for three bus-loads of young- 
|ters, and each day following, at 
least one double-decker bus-load 
booked accommodations for the 
show. 

Second scheme used in the same 
connection cost Murdock only the 
trouble of securing one of the cos- 
tumes used in filming the picture. 
Girl's outfit with a large cut-out was 
presented to a Camden retailer ior 
Vse in his window-makeup. This 
alone was good promotion for 
Pnnce,' but on top of that, the mer- 
chant, in return for the window- 
dressing, allowed Manager Murdock 
the use of one-half of a 350-line ad 
appearing in a CamxJen newspaper.

He told the jurists that 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox at its sales convention, 
held since the Supreme Court re- 
fused to reopen the West Coast row, 
boasted of $78,000,000 bookings last 
year, complaining that this was the 
return from banned methods of do- 
ing business. Paramount, 20th Cen- 
tury 'and others' were accused of 
grinding rivals. 

Appeal for reconsideration for his 
plea for reopening of the Fox West 
Coast case was based primarily on 
asserted 'tangle of personal inter- 
ests' which were related to the al 
leged frauds. He noted that Senior 
Judge William P. James, who pre 
sided over the proceedings, was 
father-iri-law of Albert W. Leeds, 
secretary-treasurer of the busted 
company. Leeds, Neblett said flat- 
ly, told James that the bankruptcy 
was in prospect. He charged that 
Samuel W. McNabb, former Federal 
DA for Southern California, was 
named bankruptcy referee for the 
sole purpose of handling the theatre 
case. Both McNabb and Referee Earl 
W. Moss were accused of fee-split- 
ting, with Neblett insisting McNabb 
was ineligible to supervise the reno- 
vating since he was government 
prosecutor in the monopoly cases, 
and said Moss' order approving 'fic 
titious sale' of stock in reorganizec 
exhibition company was illegal 
since its author shared in the $75, 
000 fee paid McNabb. 

In attacking- Chief Justice Hughes, 
the Los Angeles lawyer pointed out 
that Hughes, Schurman & Dwigh; 
were- counsel for Fox Film, Wesco 
and Fox West Coast Theatres. This 
firm was headed by the Chief Justice 
until he was named to the bench in 
1930, upon which his son took over, 

'Whether or not these facts con 
stitute a disqualification is for the 
court to determine and not for us 
to urge,' Neblett suggestively ob 
served.

In effort to simplify red tape, the Broadcast Division, killfed 
Rule 1002 and made several, alterations in. portions of two other rules, so 
that licensees now have general latitude to use their relay transmitters 
whenever desired instead of troubling tp get specifi!c advarice authoriza- 
tion from the commish. Since such plants ate not operated regularly, 
engineers said there is no reason for mainteining the strict . control which 
has been in effect for years. Change does hot mean whol^ale permits 
for relay operations, however.

Remark about having all the cUita 
tiiat the agency needed on coverage 
and kindred inatteris stirred several 
of the small waiters to action. They 
r w.anted to know, if thlis was sp, what 
ttie agency, did With the laterst 'in- 
formation on signal improvement 
which the small statiipns dent it, One 
station manager opined that It must 
be tossed into the wastepaper basket. 
Nied Midgley, B.B.Ijf. &: O.'s spot- 
time buyer, got in the crossfire at 
this ; point and asserted that the 
agency maintained a cpmple^te set of 
data about the small stations as well 
as the. large. 

Steamed tip 
Two that got really steamed up by 
Pryor's statements were Red Cross, 
Of WMAZ, Macon, Ga./ and W. G 
Gillespie, 'KTXJti, Tulsa, Taking up 
the cudgels in behalf of spot broad- 
casting. Cross reminded Pryor tha:; 
he (Cross) had : never developed a 
hump from carrying B.B.D^ ,& p, 
checks to the bank and that it was 
the coin from announcenients thai: 
has kept the small station- men in 
'groceries,, grits, drunks and gravy, 
Gillespie took up the sock fest from 
there, also. .reminding Pryor that if 
it weren't for the income from an 
houncemehts few of the small sta 
tions would be able . not only to 
keep igoing but to pay for the better 
program producers that Pryor was 
urging them to hire. 

Pryor started a little back waltz 
ing with the admission that the min- 
ute announcement has been a god- 
send to the radio business. As the 
small waiters in the gathering 
nodded . in appreciation Pryor re- 
covered his infighting stance and as- 
serted that this, ihight have been 
okay in the past but the station 
must how begin looking , ahead and 
become conscious of a need for 
elevating broadcasting, and not jUst 
use it as a means foi* a livelihood. 
A large segment of the set owners, he 
added, were tuning iii for special 
events, only and. iihless the indie opr 
e.fator becahie jealous of the rfie- 
diurn's prestige and kept raising the' 
.standard of his broadcast material 
there was a chance of the listening 
ranks becomi rapidly thi 

'Sug:s:estions' 

It was during'' this discussion that 
one broadcaster wanted to. know 
whether Pryor's agency objected io 
a stitioti or its rep going over the 
agency's head to client. Pryor 
said it didn't, but thai he would 
suggest ihe station tip off his agency 
in advance so that it might be able 
to make some suggestions. 

Edward Petry, a station rep, took 
this occasion for a little comment 
of his ownj preiEacing it with a neat 
bit of salaaming. Petry said . that 
he spoke as a representative who 
considered himself nothihg but the 
employee Of a station and as such 
he wouldn't think of going over the 
heiad of ian agency ithoui permis- 
ioh; 

Pryor admitted when it. Was all 
over that some of the small waiters 
knew how to jab. back in stinging 
fashion. He also paid tribute to the 
broadcasting business as a whole for 
the high scale that It-hasf maintained. 

Earlier the same, »nd in another 
convention session^ ' Pryor ' said that 
the business of broadcasting has .re- 



solved itself into one of §eUing time 
and not programs, He scored the 
station operators for neglecting io 
ehciirage coihpietent . program pro- 
ducers with coin and in other ways 
and makihg instead the salesman the 
anointed genius of the staff. Pryor 
declared that broadcasting is now 
at the point where nobody sells it; 
the adveiriiser buys it. Time has 
come, he said, for the broadcaster to 
take, better paijtis in jpicking and de- 
veloping his prpductipn staff, . con-j 
tinuiiy writers and .annpuncers; 

Pryor also Urged that the industry, 
get together on the .elirnination: of 
chainbreak .announcements arid .thai 
it cut out the practice of jockeying 
around with rate quotations. 

In answer to a question from the 
floo^^ Pryor asserted that his agency 
has never bought in terms of 
wattage and . that ii would any day 
trade a network show on 60 stations 
for 60 good local programs because 
each market has its own peculiarity. 
Earl Gammons, WGGO, Minneapolis, 
remarked that Pryor's expressed 
preference would be gratifying if it 
were to be found also among local 
agencies. Gammons said that a good 
local show costing a little above av- 
erage money had slight chance of be-r 
ihg appreciated among^local agencies 
because in rhany instances broad- 
casters had to cbniendyWith heads of 
radio departments whO; shaped up as. 
not much above graduated office 
boys.

Feared as Dull Convention Ends 



D^y following the close of the con- 
vention of the National Association 
of Broadcasters in Chicago a report 
got around the industry that the as- 
sociation was. threatened with whole- 
sale iiiiembershipi-esignationSi Among 
those reported as, contemplating 
Mvithdrawal from the NAB roster 
■were WSM, Nashville, and AVLW, 
Cincinnati. It was also said that if 
WSM quits WfjAS, Louisville, would 
join the walkout 

Inside dissatisfaction and cross 
political currents were further in- 
tensified at one session of the Con- 
vention last week when Arthur B. 
Church, KMBC, Kansas City, lashed 
out at those who had criticized him 
for trying to run the NAB. Church 
cut loose while on the dais to, read 
his report Of the NAB's Work with 
the Joint Gomrnittee on Radio Rcr 
search. 

Church prefaced his report' with 
a charge that few of the me'inbers 



were' actively interested -in the asso- 
ciation. He said he- resented in- 
timations that the association was 
dominated by a small clique. Church 
called' the assembled broadcasters a 
bunch of saps and id that if the 
conditions Which his critics com- 
plained about were true how was 
the time to rise and revolt and kick 
him and' the others in ihe ciique out^ 
He said that he could not be ac- 
cused of not working for the best 
interests of the association and that 
if others put -in half the time he did 
it \yould be a great thing for the 
organisation. 

Church addied that he, like any- 
body else, liked a good time, but 
he thought that ih« boozing ought 
to be deferred until the serious work 
of the convention was out of. the 
v/ay. 

General comment that followted 
Church- tiii-ade was the expressed 
wonder of 'what had got into 
Arthiir?'

Mihiite walk-out was called, all 
five Pittsburgh stations, KDKA, 
WCAE, WJAS, KQV and WWSW, 
were swampeid w;ith advertising* an- 
nouncers and continuity departments 
being forced to work double time to 
care for the deluge. Network and 
local sustaihers were cancelled 
wholesale i order to allow more 
time for spot announcements, de- 
partmient stores particularly buying 
up all bf the' available time in order 
to plug last days of- current June 
sales. 

• In a.dditioh, stations all injected 
extra, new? broadcasts, with WWSW 
carryiiftg bulletins every 15 minutes 
from .Post-Gazette on first night of 
strike. Companies sponsoring news 
flashes and baseball . scores also 
doubled up for the entire two days; 
On WCAE, Norman Twigger, who 
ordinarily does one newscast daily 
for Duqueshe Brewing Company, 
went on three times a day, starting 
at 8 a.m., while the walkout lasted. 

Theatreis were also heavy buyers 
of time. Pbst-Gazette was first paper 
to suspend and wheh morning paper 
failed to come biit, switchboards of 
every local movie house were 
swahiped with requests for infor- 
mation about starting times and at- 
tractions. As result, circuits and in- 
die houses ijsed radib exclusively 
for advertising with Penn and' Stan- 
ley joi ing . in a quarter-hour brpad- 
cast on: three different stations 
Thursday night (24), day before new 
shows were to open at both these 
sites. 

For Warner rothers, half-hour 
program which they have been spon- 
soring . five mornings weekly on 



WWSW, was a life-saver. It's de- 
voted principally to plugs for nabe 
houses and they depend more^ than 
any on newspapers, due to the many 
weekly changes. In downtown the> 
atres, the effect wasn't so pro- 
nounced since strike came last i 
week when shows were already un- 
der way for several days and attrac- 
tions were pretty solidly planted in 
public's mind.

-Phelps' WMCA Blue 
Counter-barrage of propaganda, 
which the American Society of Com-' 
posers, /Authors and Publishers is 
leveling against antagonistic licensee 
interests, includes the use of . friendly 
state and national legislators and 
prominent publicists. These have 
beeri induced to speak favorably of 
ASCAP and its woirks whenever the 
occasion presents itself. Opening 
shot from this quarter wais fired 
Sunday (27) when Phelps Phelps, 
member of the N, Y. State Assembly 
from Manhattan, assailed those who 
were trying to destroy ASCAP. The 
remarks were part of a weekly pro- 
gram, 'News Highlights,' which 
Phelps does over WMCA, New .York. 

In defendihg the Society, Phelps 
scored what he termed 'the politi- 
cians of the wide open spaces', for 
lietting themselves be wheedled by 
interests into passing legislation out- 
lawing' ASCAP. He described the 
Society as the most shi ing example 
of an industry solving its own prob- 
lems, He told of the relief work 
done by ASCAP among writers, how 
it protects the comlposer's property 
and collects fees frorri users for pro- 
ration among the members. Ex- 
plaining how it took a long time to 
convince som:e persons that a song 
was not public piroperty. Phelps 
said: 

'Now, the interests which have 
been guilty . of creating much, un- 
employment through canned music 
and the abolition of vaudeville and 
orchestras from our places of music, 
have , secured what they, think is a 
foothold in their efforts to storm the 
citadel of ASCAP. The legislatures 
of the states of 'Washington, Nebraska 
and Montana, have passed measures 
outlawing ASCAP and making it ob- 
ligatory for the author, composer or 
publisher to make individual deals 
with concerns in those states instead 
of through the agency of ASCAP. 
The case is now pending in Statu- 
tory Federal Court, consisting of one 
Circuit Court judge and two Dis- 
trict Court judges.' If the matter is 
appealed it will next go to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

'So the very same people who 
threw out orchestras, threw out 
vaudeville and swelled the ranks of 
the unemployed, are now reaching 
out after one of the staunchest or- 
ganizations in the country— an or-

In 
a later talk, I will tell you more of 
the wonderful work of ASCAP and 
of Gene Buck, the president 6f the 
organization Avhich was good enough 
to send to the governors of ten flood 
ravaged states $1,000 each toward 
the relief of suffering " the ten 
areas.' 

Continued inclusion of Jerome 
Kern and Sigmund Romberg, in 
name only, on the board of directors 
of the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers is 
explained by the heied of prestige 
personalities for the organization's 
roster of officials. ASCAP's by-laws 
automatically invalidates any direc- 
tor who is absent for more than 
three monthly meetings unless ex- 
cused by the president. 

Kern has been on the Coast for 
two years, while with Rorriberg the 
stay out there has been somewhat 
over a year.

Gene Buck, ASCAP prez, has been 
loath to lose the citation value of 
these two figures in matters of pub- 
licity and anti-ASCA.P litigation or 
legisliatioh. with the result that at 
each Society board meeting he rnakes 
it a point to haVe the minutes record 
that Romberjg and Kern had been 
excused from attending.

Min- 
nesota Room has been doing a bang- 
up business ever since its opening 
last fall, but Breese is smashing all 
records, which constitutes quite an 
accomplishmerit in the light of past 
results.

MUSIC HALL, R 

Music Hall show without the 
Itockettes seems almost like sacrilege. 
It turns out to be the ballet corps' 
holiday— and they make the best ol 
it. Florence Rogge, head of the 
ballerinas, is credited with; producing 
the show. It's the first of a series 
she's doing ahd, judging from Results, 
there should be more. It s a plenty 
okay session— even if it is preiponqer- 
jintly danccf. 

Opens with 'The Fish«man's 
Legend,' a repeat item. / Well worth 
repeating because of the spiendia 
co-ordination of color, lights, cos- 
tuming^ etc, this ballet^ shows the 
Hall at its best, from 9 trick stand- 
point. Alma Lee and Nicholas Daks 
do the solo dancing, splendidly 
backed up by the Corps; de Ballet 
But . most iihportant is the projected 
. scenery and lights. 

'Glorjr Road' follows, bringing on 
Robert Weede and the Glee Club. 
It's a stage wait; although. Weede's 
solehdid rendition of the song makes 
the male choir almost acceptable. ^ 
T^he Bredwins follows with their 
exicellent acrobatic routine; they've 
been here before. , 

Ballet again takes over. the. full 
stage for.?American Bolero.' This is 
an item completely dififerient from 
the opening one. Here it Is dancingt 
rather than, staging which iCOtints. 
This is simplicity and rhythm as op- 
posed to ' color .iind chi-chi in the 
opener. And, pleasant to relate, this 
is 'top-notch, perhaps the beist work 
the ballet girls hav!^ turned out. It 
is excellently thought out and beauti 
f ully execlited, yrith all pbissible ad 
jectives okay. Hilda Eckler, Valia 
V^lentihoff and Charles Manne do 
the solo work, with a half dozen 
male dancers helping out 

It doesn't sound like mtich, per 
haps, but it adds up into a very 
pleasant hour's show, with sufficient 
variety and (color for anyone. Kc- 
tuirei is .'Ever Since Eve' (WB) and 
ahead the symphony orishestra plays 
selections from ''PagUacd' with Anne 
Roselle sppranoing a bit.

EARLE, PHILLY 



Philadelphia, June 26. 
Benny Davis return^ to Philly to 
sprinkle more of Stardust out o: 
which he is eternally hoping to find 
reiai stellar brightie. Revue, which 
he brings, to the Earle, is full-up 
with extra : sdcko entertainment 
yaliie. Customers and .crix alike ap- 
iprOve plenty, which Was reflected in 
swell b. o. when caught. Pic is • You 
Can't Beat Love' (RKO). House also 
featuring Louis-Braddoclc fite reels, 
Davis* off «^ring, backed by 16-piece 
band , which, does nothing but pro- 
vide accompaniments, is set attrac- 
tively oh stage designed to reseinble 
nitery. Stardust talent is seated' at 
tables in front of orch, coming front 
and; center to do stufC instead of 
apnearing from wings.. 

Whole presentation is loaded with 
showmanship. Davis, although he 
sometimes is inclined to overdo the 
self-plugging, undeniably, knows his 
show biz and gets most possible from 
kids. Attains large proportion oif 
unrehearsed informality that lends 
enchantment. .. , 

With a couple of easily recognlz 
able exceptions, gang seems to have 
plenty oi possibility . as comers 
Strictly out of the Major Bowes 
category— into which some Davis 
material undoubtedly fits— and loom 
ing as good bet for nitery dates is 
the by now w. k. May McKim and 
Boy Friends act. Girl and three 
boys are moderate on the vocal bar 
monizing and trick chirping arrange 
ments they do, but extra-long On 
s. a. and youthful charm. Femme is 
especially bright, with plenty of 
what it takes. 

Another of the acts which hasn't 
missed the boat, but is right now 
ready to go places, is.Mariora, a per 
sonable young girl juggler. She 
works with four tennis . rackets, 
twirls six balls, followed by some 
very ice stuff with big balls on 
stick in her teeth.

Chicago, June 26. 
Since . undressing .has,' by a mbre- 
or-less off icial decree, been relegated 
argely to bediboms, the seemingly 
ost art of building a variety bill has 
returned. ..Formerly this houise 
bought a nude a week, slapped a 
couple acts before arid after her, and 
lad, thereby, something with which 
;o fill, between runnings of the pic- 
ture. And, while the strip girls pulled 
'em in, the layout didn't make sense. 

But now, after a month, of atten- 
tion to vaudeville. Oriental again 
reaches .something near the Uip in 
spotting acts to make a. well-hal- 
anced show. Not that every turn , on 
this bill is click stuff; but variety is 
there, arid variety is vaudeville.. 
Deuce spot, for example, is filled: 
and most eapably^ by Jackson and 
Nedra, a dandy tap team— one ; who 
knows its husiness #ven to, such an 
exterit that pair spiks the; usual 
teriiptation to gab. Bill Bard is spot- 
ted next, and y^hile not .especially 
clever, act goes here. Works with 
paper, billiard balls, and cards, but 
lacks . showmanship in putting the 
stuff over.

It is hoped thereby that all dismissal slips to professionals 
ii the Federal Theatre Project Will be rescinded. 

Figureis frdin Washington mdicate that WPA administrators.. 
New York have been misinformed as to the actual cutting ordered 
but it is also indicated that the number of dismissals in New York 
aire larger than for the relief theatre units throughout the balance of 
the country. The count shows that there ar^ 11,729 persons on thei 
entire FTP . and 8,800 will be retained. But out of 5,700 in New York 
there wiere 1,709 dismissal notices, while the number to outside units 
was 1,220, although the total in other localities is 6,029 persons. 
Whether the orders are discriminatory is something for the. unions to 
discern.

in the Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fon- 
tanne production of 'Amphitryon so 
at the Curran theatre. The play is 
definitely in the hit class and- should 
win Broadway- acclaim. Although 
different from^ any-.tif the :15 other, 
prod actions in whicHthe Lunts>haue 
appeared together, this- 'roinahte.'Ot 
fidelity' finds them perfectlj' at^i^se 
in . the streamlined roles ot ah»amor>. 
ous god arid a virtuouis ihottal..:' /i •. :< 

Plot is based on an ancient -wyth 
cohcemihg the .efforts- ot Jupiter to 
win the Uove of the chaste Alkmepa, 
wife of the Thebah gpniral, Ariiphi- 
tryon, the- '38' signifying that this is 
the 38th play that has been written 
around this . theme. 

Although the Ifegehd is 2,5(» years 
old, in the hands ol Jeari Giraudoux, 
who Wrote the original . French play, 
and S; N. Behrman, who made the 
English adaptation, the comedy spar- 
kles with wit in the modern idiom. 

Prolog, which is a definite part 
of the play^ is a brilliant piece ol; 
writing; packed with laughs. If the 
three acts which followed had kept 
up the pace set by the prolog, entire 
comedy would have been a wow. In 
prolog, Lunt, as Jupiter, and Rich 
ard Whorf, as Mercury, are seen with 
heads and arms attached to heroic- 
size plaster of paris bodies, lying 
face -downward on a cloud, watch^ 
iag: the earth and ' discussing the 
possibility Of an amatoi^^ conquest 
of the wife of the wartior Amphi- 
tryon; 

The first act is excellent. In it 
Jupiter, disguised as Amphitryon, 
arrives to ■ spend the night with 
Alkmena, the general's wife, while 
her husband is off ' to a war con- 
veniently arranged by Jupiter. 

Second act, the weakest of the 
three, sags a trifle when it goes too 
deeply into mythology. Its brightest 
spot is the breakfast scene between 
Jupiter, still in the guise of. Amphi- 
tryon, 'and Alkmena, in. which their 
discussion, of the preceding night 
leads Jupiter to' the conclusion that 
a 'thoroughly first-rate god might 
make a thoroughly second-rate man.' 
Her description of their night to- 
gether as 'the most .connubial* since 
her marriage to Amphitryon pricks 
Jupiter's ; vanity. 

Hope Williams as Leda, who - had 
been wooed by Jupiter in the form 
of. a swan, makes her only appear- 
ance in the second act. She becomes 
a party to a bargain with Alkmena, 
who has learned of the god's inten- 
tion to visit her, and agrees to take 
Alkmena's place when Jupiter pomes 
tb woo her. Tlie virtuous Alkmena 
later discovers that she has sent 
'.her own husband into Leda's arms. 
"Some cutting of lines in this act 
wiil bolster it up considerably. 

Tliird act has a good scene between 
the Lunts, iri which Alkmena con- 
vinces Jupiter that she can' offer 
him a friendshii) that is greater than 
love. Scene combines comedy, a- con- 
flict of ■ ideas between two strong 
personalities in which a mortal wom- 
an vaiiqui.shes a god, and a beauty 
of. thought which approaches the. 
poetic, 

The Lunts, who are on the stage 
most of the time,: with three out- 
standing scenes together, are such 
masters of stage technique that they 
overcome the handicap of lengthy 
converaiations, with little, action. 
Whorf, as Mercury; had 'some of the 
best lines in the play and turned in 
a thoroughly admirable performance. 
Although cast in a comparatively 
small part, Sidney ., Greenstreet 
makes a little masterpiece put of the 



sanctified twice by -Jupiter.' 

George Meader, In the role, of 
Sosie. stamtneririg servant, to A^Pbi^ 
tryon;. is the only singing member 
of the cast* He sings twice, re- 
vealing a tenor voice of pleasing 
quality. A decided .flair for comedy 
is displayed iri his several appear-, 
arices on the stage,, for the most part 
in company with Greeristreet. The 
veteran Kate Mayhew gets the . ut- 
most out Of her role as Alkmeha's 
old nurse; 

Samuel^L.VM; Barlow, only- ?A<riefi 
oanKto haue*' an ; opera 'itv th^' repier 
toire of.tthe Pads Opera, wrpte^and 
donducted the score of -IT numbers 
which furnishes, a musical back- 
ground for . the. cpmedy..>' i Music' is 
in the - Greek mode; -'distinctive and 
ear-pleasing, blending perfectly into 
the mood of the play. 

Of the settings much can be said 
in their favor. Lee Simonson, who 
designed the Tjets for 'Idiot's Delight,' 
the Lunts' pt-evious prodiiction, also 
createcl those, for 'Ariiphitryoh,' 
which' are imaginatively planned and 
executed. 

Costumes by Valentina are stri 
ing, those of Miss Fontanne, Miss 
Williams,; LunJ and Whorf being (es- 
pecially noteworthy. Miss Fontanne's 
semi-strip tease, incidentally,! at the 
end of the first- act has the audience 
gogglcreyed. And a wprd of praise 
riitist be included for. Lunt's .makeup 
for the Jiipiter role. His silver hair 
and curled beard and his- seqiiinec 
eyelids, plus his : handsbnie Grecian 
robes, make him an impressive 
figure.

■ The Goldoni comedy, written and 
first .performed in the 18th century, 
sometiriies as 'Mirandolina' Was one 
of the . minor attractions in Eva 
LeGalliehne's schedule when she 
operated the Civic Repertory thear 
tre in.New York, and one Of the 
gayest. She and Day Tuttle and 
Richard Skinner, who are operating 
both this stand, and the Westport 
(Conn.) playhouse this year, think 
well enough of it to raise the, cur- 
tain in both spots. Itvproved to be a 
diverting if obvious little play, not 
iust what the audiences here have 
become accustomed to, but what 
Westport theatregoers expect. . 

The late Helen Lohmah made the 
adaptati used here and Miss 
LeGallienrie has staged it to suit her 
infrequent disposition for comedy. In 
it she 'is. striking owner of a small 
inn whose pretty ways are destined 
to bewitch, all of thie male guests. 

The beaiix; of the countryside 
frequent the tavern and decorate 
Mirandolina with souvenirs to win 
her favor. All of therh, that is, ex- 
cept the Cavalier of Ripafratta Who 
despises women . for their wiles and 
their victories. He scorns . the ap-. 
proaches of Miranddlina but she 
keeps! out of his way, iagrees that all 
feriiinine tricks are stupid, admits 
that she Is iiot the least Kit interested 
in the game ^he plays,.' and com- 
pletely captures the interest of the 
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Blue-penciled since its tryout last 
year at the Pittsburgh Summer Play- 
house, 'Three to Make Ready,' in 
performance the Beechwood 

Playeis* club, proves to be an enter- 
tiaihing:- trifle; But doiibtful whether 
it has enough strength arid substance 
tb stand up as a commercial proposi- 
tion for Broadway or pictures. 

Author,. Helen H. Mason, is a 
Pittsburgh English teacher and dis- 
plays a nice sense of dialog.

Barry, meanwhile, is carrying ori a 
flirtation with' Tina, servant girl at 
the .villa. 

Eriter Mrs. Parragut's attractive 
daughter, Natalie, who has just 
effected an e.scape from her stuffy 
English suitor, Hugh Leacock; Barry 
and Natalie bicker, then fall iri love. 
SituatipA is complicated when Hugh, 
a scientist, arrives in pursuit of 
Natalie about the time girl becomes 
aware of Barry's previous entangle- 
ment winth Tina. There's a show- 
down and Barry leaves With the 
serving wench, only to abandon her 
that same night. Mrs. Farragut, high 
and dry without a celebrity in the 
house^ starts building Hugh into a 
poeti over his protests. Eventually 
Hugh riiris ofl to England; Barry arid 
Natalie make up, and Mrs. Farragut 
discovers' a new protegee in the 
.person of Tina, who, it develops, can 
sing a mean folk song. 

To be engrossing throughoiit a 
whole evening, this sort of fluff needs 
a deft touch. Miss Mason, for the 
present at least,; iis merely a good 
journeyman play.wright; Her sparkle 
is intermittent; arid the laughs in 
Three to Make Ready' are a bit too 
uniformly qtiiet arid polite. 

Production by the Beechwood 
Players, under Elizabeth Drew Tom- 
lirisdn's direction, has its good points, 
but again lacks that' high polish so 
necessary . . sniart coiriedy; Mae 
Shults, recently Ori the with 
Helen Hayes, Seeriis badly miscast as, 
the fluttery Mrs. Farragut. She tries" 
hard to flutter, but , looks much too 
serisible arid self-possessed. In the 
role of Barry Breslin. George Evers 
is irigratiatirig, if a little youngish. 
Helen Burgess plays Natalie Farragut 
with charin; Stariley Barton is 
propei-ly phlegmatic as the English- 
mari, and Estellc!

Revival of interest in the TPROA is lexempUfied by the re-issuance of 
its paper formerly called The Quill, which has not appeaired for several 
seasons and now is called Copy ih quotes.

No. ri id quota has beeri set, offi- 
cials insisted, but the theatre Proj 
ects, like all other art enterprises, 
are expected to take, their cut along 
with every other .jshase of the Woirks 
Program.. In general a 25% to 30% 
slash is being made, with consider 
able latitude giveri . heads Of the 
specialized activities in. deciding 
how and where retrenchment will 
be effected. 

The theatre program cut of 2,900 
to 3,000 is indicated on baisis of lat- 
est eriiploymerit figure.s being used 
for formulatirig; plan tb abspirb 
substantial reductiori in relief appro- 
priations. On June 5, employees in 
thie drama units totaled i%,i29, in 
dicating the figure will be hacked to 
8,800 when the pruning is over. 

No tightening up the policies 
governing the various art activities 
is anticipated. Theatre ventures wir 
continue to have permission to hire 
10% of their people from nort-relief 
rolls, in contrast to the 5% limita 
lion in effect throughout the rest of 
the WPA.

Mailers had signed contract early 
last year which doesn't expire until 
January 1, 1936, and pubiishers ihi-. 
mediately suspended publication, 
choosing to . make strike a test case 
by calling attention to the refusal 
of labor organizations to carry out 
terms of their written agreements. 

Strikie was~ declared illegal by In- 
ternational Typographical Iloion, 
With Which 'mailers- -are affiliated, 
and- members . were warned thiey 
Would, be suspended immediately 
upon a. refusal to return to Work. 
Beginning of strike was a sit-dqWn, 
biit Governor Earle of Pennsylvania 
warned mailers they would be rer 
garded as 'common . trespassers and 
evicted if . they didn't leave and men 
immediately at>andoned the three 
buildings. 

Union officials, connected with. 
A.F.L., came into Pittsburgh and 
were about to fevokie' chartar and 
organize a new chapter hei:e, bar- 
ring all striking members, when 
mailers .voted to return to -work and 
reopen ' negotiations with publishers 
when priesent. contract expires. Mail- 
ers picked a, psychological moment 
for their walk-put; on eve of Louis- 
Braddock fight,; when every sheet 
planned to have extras on the street, 
putting a stiff crimp iii circulation 
figures for the month. 

Newspai>ers presented the situa- 
tion to public by means of extensive 
radio announcements signed by all 
three sheets. Mailers countered once 
with a ilve-minute spot on one sta- 
tion night before strike Was settled, 
their only claim being that they 
wanted a 'decent living ^yage.' Pub- 
lishers believe that while suspension 
of two days was costly, it served its 
purpose in bringing to attention of 
public irresponsibility of unions in 
fulfilling contract terms. Whole thing 
was particularly timely in view of 
widespread labor unrest at moment.

This, of course, is factually not 
true. The physical surroundings cost 
plenty of oil-bleeding last, yeai-; this 
yiear it's on the cuff. But this year 
Jtose seems to have suddenly bfeen 
bitten by the bug of economics; he's 
thinking of money in a new kind of 
cold way; he's asking 'how little do 
I have to spend to get how much?'

ly, is only $33,000 a week. The over- 
all nut, say^s the Chamber of Com 
merce boastfuily, is 'over $50,000 a 
week,* Since, neither figure is ex 
actly hay, and presuming that some 
where in-between these two figures 
is the true one, the show still stands 
to do well by itself, .judging by the 
way it opened, and discounting 
certain amount of 'second year' drop- 
bfl( the first week should turn in 
approximately $75,000;- it could dp 
a good deal more, biit $75,0OO is a 
reasonable expectancy. If it keeps 
up for three or four months, as ex-» 
pected-^and that, of course, who. 
knowsT-^the proposition could turn 
in a mighty healthy finale figure. 
•And a thing to bear in mind. is that 
this yiear the countryside is feeling 
mighty proud; it has been and is the 
best wheat crop in 17 years.

Cer- 
tainly anyone goirig through some 
of the mixed and variegated stupid- 
ities of these waiters and copks isn't 
going to be tempted to try it again 
elsewhere; It riiiigbt be okay, un- 
billed, on a fair grounds, but the 
Hitz people are taking billing almpst 



equal to Hose's— and they ought tp 
know better. 

Next in importance tb Casa Ma- 
nana is prbbably Pioneer Palace, the 
one hbt spbt ori the grbunds, and 
this should turn in real profit. With 
seating capacity fpr about 1,500 in a 
spear-shaped roughrdra^yn replica of 
an' old-tiiTie saloon,, there is a bit of 
a istage shbw which gbes over well. 
The Original Dixieland Band supplies 
the music and. Charles King is, m.c. 
Pat Rooney and Jr. Rpohey do the 
dancing, but Hinda Wassau is what 
thb; gents pay to seie. 

Stage is placed above .the bar in 
back of receding mirrors. Narrow 
confines, but just okay ehoUgh for 
a dozeri chorines, with one or two 
performers, in front b.f them.\ Fast 
and .weil-paced, show ..is a distinct 
click. Rboriey s are a name in Texas, 
it seems, getting an ovation ori entry. 
Miss. VVa.ssau does her ;strip in okay 
fashion; she's, orie of three or four 
in. the business Who are not offen- 
sive. Chorines also strip for this 
number, the orily item in the entire 
shb^y which could possibly call for 
squawks frpm the purity lads. But 
it's sp well done,' . and there's sb 
little 'bf 'it' as tb obviate arguments^ 
And it dpes draw custpmers. Stri - 
per is introduced by Janet Reade in 
the second of. heir tAyo acceptably 
Sung numbers. Blonde Singer a dis- 
tinct- hit. ^ 

Clyde Hager . does his familiar and 
very funny monolpg: iri about niid- 
show and is completely lost. This 
:s no place. fbr chatter of any kind. 

It's only a half hour ;sho w but the 
conibP of sentimentality (Rooneys 
and King) blend very well with the 
hotcha (Dixieland, band, strip tease). 
Fbr a half buck arid with liquor at 
pleasant levels the niob on opening 
night didn't even squawk . ovei^ the 
fact that the Hitz iifariagenient had 
cpmpletely covered the. darice floor 
vyrithi tables and tnade . dancing im- 
possible. 

Down Meiriory .Lane' 
The surprise is 'Membry Larie,' 
which the lads seerii to go for. Utiliz- 
ing the former statibnary circus, 
Rbse. has planted eight a^ k. cbrii- 
pbsers at pianos in a circle, with a 
ninth pianp in the , hub. One by qtie . 
they conie up to sing one tune they 
are 'famous' for. It's, been done be- 
fpre. as a Vaude act, any number of 
times, but not with this particular 
group. And not at 56 cents a throw..

Plans are being formulated ., by 
leaders in the outdoors business for 
a resumption and reorgainization of 
the Legislative League, which was 
formerly quite 'active in general 
supervision of the putdobrs business. 
'This reorganization was the Subject 
ibf an important meeting of outdoors 
and' camivial leaiders and owners 
which Was. held in Chicago late last 
week. 

Soine 12 key ., carney owners' 
agents sat around the roUnd table 
and they have practically decided to 
take immediate steps to revive the 
Legislative League for the general 
protection of the outdoor field, and 
to serve as a means of blocking the 
steadily rising tide of restrictions 
that threaten to swamp the carney 
business. 

Oppositioh Worries 

Carnival owners are frankly and 
openly worried about the increasing 
number of cities, and states which 
are rapidly passing newer and more 
stringent laws and ordina^nces rC' 
stricting and hindering the free op 
eration of the. traveling open air 
shows. 

License fees are hopping skyward 
as the various law-making bodies 
cast around fdr new sources of . tax 
coiti, besides boosting tiie rates due 
to the local pressurie of theatres and 
merchants who are seeking to kill 
off the carnival competition by forc- 
ing prohibitive license costs on the 
outdoors shows. 

And . still another important hew 
angle in the outdoors business that 
the ! Legislative League is interested 
in is the growing .union situation, 
with the outdoors owners fearfu^ 
that they will be used as a fodtbal 
in the nationwide wrangle between 
the Amierican Federation pf Labor 
and the Committee for Industrial 
Organization. And that the carni 
vals are particularly open to this 
sort of kicking around since they are 
continually on the move, and have 
no backing with any particular con- 
stituency or district. They are 
strictly roamers on the road, and 
have no real strength anywhere, 
with the possible exception of their 
winter quarters. 

Fear Labor Assaalts 
With the CIO already actively in 
the field organizing several shows, 
and with the AFL, through the In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees, also stepping into 
the picture, the outdoors men feel 
that there is a strong need for the 
Legislative' League to cope with 
these industrial problems in a unit, 
instead of leaving it up to each car^ 
nival to be put on ah individual 
spot. 

It is reported here that . the League 
is planning to come out tjliintly for 
the lATSE and will keek to promote a 
blanket invitation to George Browne, 
president of the Stagehands Union, 
to. come right in and start active or- 
ganization of the carnivals and fairs. 
Outdoors leaders believe that it's 
best to make ; a. contract with one 
strong union, raither than be pushed 
around by having two factions batr. 
tling over the situation.

there, probably will be a Ipt more 
of this sort of thing. But how about 
the chains which ai-.ien't owned or 
contrplled; by the big" major film 
making com panics? 

There are many , large independent 
circuits in this, cQuntry which have 
ho ties at all ith prpdiicer-distrib-. 
uting oompani ,■• yet. they are in 
equally, as formidable a position to 
.«;pueez. the little .fellow in their 
tenitoi'y if they want to. And they 
control the buying of. film, buying 



power in other directions, the ability 
to expand, the necessary financial 
strength to oppress a small com- 
petitPr if they want tp, just the 
same as the big circuits that are 
wholly owned by film producers bl- 
are in partnership with them. 

What about these independent 
chains that are so powerful? If the 
prpducer-distributqr chains are to be 
diyorced from th^ir owners, why 
shouldn't this large and sometime 
oppressive indepehdents be busted 
up the same way? 

it would appear to a level-headed 
ekhibitor who isn't being istampeded 
by Allied States' pr other exhi itor 
politicians that what is supposed to 
be reprehensible about a chai , if 
it is to be reprehensible at , is 
that, it i$ owned by producer-dis- 
tributors, not simjply that it is a 
Chain.

Iladi , it seems, is npn-partisan in 
the sorcalled 'battle of the sexes.' 
In many professions, women cour- 
ageously fought for many years be- 
forie they were taken with a grain of 
salt. The: first Wpman tp endeavor 
to obtain admission:, into a medical 
college was^ laughingly refused ad- 
mittance. It was - too preposterous 
to take seriously ! Madame Curie, 
One- of the greatest scientists the 
world has ever known, was laughed 
at from; the. onset of her . career. 
Other pioneer women in fields such 
as journalism, the law, dentistry, and 
music found, the road covered with 
detour signs because the superior 
male refused to take the female's 
efforts seriojusly. 

Not so in radio, however. The air 
waves dictated that 'inusic is music, 
and the, interpretation is to . bie con- 
sidered, rather than the interpreter.' 

Much to-do was. made of the fact 
that Phil Spitalny was presenting an 
orchestra composed exclusively .of 
women. . Little hope Was held out 
for the Spitalhy $ll-girl band. And 
for np pther reason than that women 
were attempting to do something 
which men had done and had there- 
fore considered theirs exclusively. 

There is no doiibt of the fact that 
my girls had to .prove themselves. 
That is true. But they were not 
considered as wonien trying to com- 
pete With men. They were analyzed 
as musicians competing against musi- 
cians. 

I stalted at the onset of my series 
of programs that there was no type 
of comparison in; my mind. I formed 
the : group to prove a theory whicTi I 
still: bielieve: women have a definite 
place in musical interpretation. 

I like' tp feel that the fairness of 
radio's dialers is characteristic of all 
the public in the many fieldsi of en- 
deavor. But I know , this tp be other- 
wise. Shpw business as a whPle is 
not prejudiced. It . is only in the 
other fields of creative ability that 
these prejudices exist. It's about 
time that the public realized that the 
experience which women have had a 
chance to have in thejr theatrical 
endeavors has made them equals of 
men. Why not give them ia break in 
Pthej endeavor?

I thought that it had become 
self-evident to. all inti^lligent .pro- 
duction men ages ago thiit. it is prac-' 
tically always fatal to; have the prih- 
cipal. of a drama appear between 
scenes au naturel. Anyone who istops 
and thinks about this for the merest 
monient- will - realize What violent, 
mental readjustments the listener 
has to keep inaking. One. miinute 
he sees, the actor in doublet and 
hose, and, the next in a sack suit 
After a little of . this, the mind , gets 
Weary and ttiere goes ypur illusion. 
It is amazing' to rhe that .iat this late

left extremely vague. I recall some- 
thing .beihg .said before the first 
sceh^ about a- 'platform.' The set- 
ting. of that scene is a platfoirm, all 
right, but a platform to most mod- 
erns is something on .a street car. 
There wasn't even that, much hint 
about the locale of the ensuing 
episodes. 

Further, the putting of the script 
was apparently done with an eye 
toward a streamlined John Barry- 
more, not . a well'i'ounded dramatic 
entity in compact form. Don't mis- 
take me; I like Barrymore's Shake.-^ 
speare, and I got , some . goose-pim- 
ples out of some of his stuff tonight! 
But the way; it was dohe was analo- 
gous to a sopranb . stringing together 
all . the coloratura arias from an 
Italian opera, and expecting you to 
make head or tail out of the libretto. 
Even at that, they omitted the 'To 
be or not to be 'soliloquy, which, 
beyphd all else, the public was w<i>t- 
•ing tp ;hear. 'What brand of showr 
manship is this? 

But ^wprist of all: the whole thing 
was slPw, slow, slow! It started 
put at snail's pace, and^ far. from 
gathering momentum as it went 
along, needed^ winding worse than 
ever by the time, the finale arrived. 
The holocaust at the end, where 
(everybody in the play shuffles off 
by one means or another was the 
finest piece of slow-motiOn acting 
heard on the air« Here you have 
ai terrific situation, swords clashing, 
poison being guzzled, people dying 
like fliies, the world coming to an 
end — and all you can think of is 
a 78 transcription running on 33. 

Let me. say that I know, how hard 
it is to adopt 'Hamlef of all plays, 
for a drastically shortened radio 
version. It is so . hard that at . the 
San Diego Exposition, I am told, 
wherie they presented streamlined 
Shakespeare all summer, cutting 
the. comedies down to half an. hour 
or sO, when it came to 'Hamlet' they 
gave the whole thing. Nevertheless, 
thiat's no ijxcuse :for the shoddy job. 
oh the. network tonight. Just, a little 
coniimon. ordinary production sense 
could haVe made a neiat package 
oiit of those 45 minutes (and inci- 
deihtally could have avoided, the an- 
noying, gap they had to fill ith 
music at the ehd). TChe plot ;Wpuld 
haye .-been ; PlejiHy indicated; the 
atmosphere .for each scene would 
have been established not Pnly by 
the music,'but by a judicious veirbal 
descriptiPh of the setting; the scenes 
would have been .chosen to present 
a cpherent yei-siph of the istory, and 
not solely to glorify the ihistrionip 
talent of the star; 

I restrain .myself from comment-, 
iht. on the choice of the .incidental 
music, . but I will say is much: 
when :. I - heard them using that 
schmaltzy love theme, from Tschai- 
kowsky's 'Romeo and Juliet' over- 
ture as a prelude to; 'Hamiet,' I had 
a sickening premonition of- wha,t was 
to cPnie. Personally, I was expecting 
something dark- and Scandinavian, 
like some . of Sibelius, and when that 
Ru-ssian maple syrup hit me it' was 
almost too much.

Thei-efore, I 
invite any American dramatist, pro- 
ducer or otherwise, to forward me 
copies of their plays ^thiat they con- 
sider are suitable for England (not 
overlooking the facts that pur censor 
is very strict and that my theatr 
will only seat 750 persons). 
..Each production will be assured 
of at least three weeks run due to 
the fact that they are to be pre- 
sented on a plan that has never be- 
fore been atteriipted in English, the- 
atres and which it is anticipated will 
revpluti ize thQ theatrical world in 
London, if hot throughout the coun- 
try.
